PREFACE 


Ortugall , given ly Alphonfus the fixtb King of 
Caltilc {after a figml ViBory obtained againH 
the Mahometans , Anm 1089.) in Dowry 
with his Daughter Thcrafia to Count Henry , 
Grand-child to Robert 0/ Burgundy ( in 
Recommence of his extraordinary ( though bat 1 
perfonal) affiffance in the Battaif and to have 
there fo coffiderable a Strength^ where the incurfions of the Moors were 
mo^ frequent and terrible') hath been maintain enlarged {at home and 

abroad') a/.d recovered ^ i>y Courage and. Policy not below thofe DefertS 
which got fo unufual a Match and Portion for a Stranger. 



2. Count Henry Vifeu and hstme^o from the Moors, yet left 
Portugal I with JVeighbouting Frontiers , for Southward it was bounded 
with the Rfver Mondego, ( infefied with the Invafions of the Infidels ) 
Northward with the River Minho, towards the Rtfing Sun it had the 
Province l:k:iia, and towards the Setting.^ on the Sea~ fide the City Dorto, 
which being the only Port^ unpojjtfs’t by the M.OOrs, andebiefiy frequented 
by the Erench, f erns more reafonably then fame other Etymologies^ to give 
the name to the Kingd.me of Portugal]. 


3. Alphonfus HcnricjUes, Son to Count Iricmy { aS the fatal greatnefs 
o/*Rome made its first King Romulus a Souldier) was not fecond to 
any in Story , in Courage and r^Bion ; He defeated Albucaran King of 
Badajc^, and took the City^ raifed the Siege of Coimbra, befiegedby King 
Eujunius, ulth three hundred thoufandmen : In the year 1139. at the 
Batiail ot Orique ( where impartial and concurrent Hifiories count an 
hundred Moors for every Chriftian ) he overcame Ifmarus and four more 
[ Mahonictan Kings , on which he was { as fame affirm ) after the Fight 
fainted King by his own Souldiers ; from that ASionalfo, the Virgil 0/ 
Portugall I.uis de Camoens ( in the 5 5. and 54. Stanzas of his third 
Canto ) derives the bearing of the Hrms of the Kingdome^ which are 
five fmallfhields Azure^ in a great fioield Argent^ left plainly his Fa- 
ther.

Lea,^ueS beyond Cun^v 
and planted two PillarSy one called Saint Auguftincs in 13. degrees of 
Southern Latitude y another which named the fdace Clapo do Padraon, 
in 22. degrees of the fame Latitude. Alout this time was difeoxeredby 
Fcriuon Do Po the I /land yet called bs his Name , and the Kingdome 
of Benin), whence theprii Cuinney Pepper c amc into Chriftendome.

his Profperity made way for .his ambition of Reigning, 
and he ufui pdthe l^ingdomc of T^itiVby diverfe Arti- 
fices, which Story belongs not to oUr Hiftory. Charhy 
looKing upon this Tyrant , having fb much force of his 
own, that he was abetted by afar greater Power , and 
tliac his Kingdoms lying (b near, it was not fit he (houfd 
root himfelf at the Gates of his Houfe 5 that the Maori 
( who wanted not Valour, but Difcipline > being fer! 
on work by fo experienc’d a Souldier , would conje to 
know their own iitrength to the prejudice of his King- 
doms j refolv'd .with a very ttrong Navy to find him 
out 5 and to divett him of the Proteftion of 
becaufe at the bett leaping from thence he mutt to 
Sea again, where, asaPirat, he could only offend with 
ftragJing Forces, .which the weather, and fortune, might 
more caifily Deftroy. He drew his old Souldiers from 
the Garriibns of Italy , ( whom he luppli'd with new J 
made great Leavies in High Gtrmany and Flanders, 
.Lifted ItaUans and Spaniards, befides Gentry and Nobi- 
lity which ferv'd without Pay , and the Enterprife b^ing 
fo ulefull and juftifiable, and where the Emperout; 
ventur’d his own Ferfon, there came many Yoluntiers 
to joyn with id pious and valiant Arms. The Emperouri 
Muftcred the men he rais’d, in Sardinia, and found five 
and twenty thoufand Foot on the Lift who received ; 
Pay, befides very many others who ferv'd without it, I 
who made up a great part of the Army 5 every day he; 
j receiv’d diverlc Succours which incrcaft his Camp. I

ifigns matching his Courage, refblv’d to accompany the horn T^nvts 
^Emperour his Brother-in-law in the expedition, and 
though very much diflwaded by the King Domjehn^ 
with diverfe Arguments, Ibme taking in his a(Tc<3:ioH 
to a Brother, others the care for hi? Pcrlon ^ yet the 
Infante apprehending the King’s inclinations forwarder 
to excufc his Courage, then to accept his Obedience, 
did with fomc Gentlemen depart privately 5 which 
when the King knew, he Pent him to barcellona C where 
the Emperour then was ) large Credit, and ordered 
the Equipping 25 Carvels, and fomc other Ships, a- 
mongit the reft * one Gallconc, which carried two 
hundred Brafs pieces j thegreateft that till then ever 
Kode in onrSeas: that, under the Command of vvhich in tha 
tonio ck Saldanba, they might be in readinefs for 
Fight, and out of refpc«51: to the Infante ali the Veffels oiiVi die 
of^ the Fleet were entrufted with Gentlemen of emi- 
nenc Quality, of whom Dorn John de Cajiro was one, 
who in this Action did equally defpife Danger and Co- 
vetonfnefs, as will prefently appear by the enfuing reJa- 
tion.

King there. Ail thefe Gentlemen ferv’d at their own 
Charge, carrying with them Servants and Souldiers 
without any pay ^ their Cloaths ahb and Liveries 
(bow’d with what delight they went to the Warr. All 
the Fleet came to Anchor in the Port of Barcellona^ and 
fainting the Eraperour’s Admiral, made a warlick and 
pleafing tight. The Emperour came to the fortugall 
Embaiiadors Houie , jlvaro Mende'x, de Vafconcellos) 
which being on the Sea-tide was fitter to honour and 
entertain the Entry. 

1 2. The Dukes of Alva and Cordova, with many 
other Lords, came to the Sea-tide to find out the Ge-^ 
ncral, and the Gentlemen with him , they all went to 
Kiti the Emperour’s hands, who received them with all 
the honour and welcome befitting his place, very glad 
to be accompany'd with our experienc'd and ftout 
Souldiery , to whom the half Moons, and Lances of 
Africa were no ftrangers. The Emperour acquainted ^ 
the Infante Dom Lems with all his weighty Keiolutions, ! 
not only out of refpe&to the greatneti of his Perfon,! 
but to that of his Judgement, well fecn both in Court, I 
and State ; of whom 1 rauft here tell a pals of Civility, 
for the valew the Cafiilliansi^wt on it. The Emperour 
and the Infante were together one Night , and at the- 
going in of a Door both Complemented for the pre- 
cedency, the one would have the Stranger go fore- 
moti, the other would put it upon Majctiy^ The Em- 
pecour taking him by the Arm forc’d him to enter firft, 
The Infantenot willing to accept (he honour, nor able 
to refuiipDit, (hatch’d a Torch from a Page. The Infante 
knew fo well how to pleale the Emperour , as he rc- 
folv’d to give him the State of Milan , finding in him 
Qualities to deferve it, Valour to defend it. But the 
claims of France, made the Dominion of. that State fb 
uncertain , as it Jay many years under the Decition of 
Arms, 

I 13. I will not tell the fucceti of that Warr. becaufe 
1 the 
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the Story is fjrojn tivy , though Jjfim dt 

CaUro bchay d hifulelf IbiOpt, as tfie Empei'our would 
fain have Knighted him . an Honour^ from which he 
julily excus’d himfelf, as having had it before iromiOther 
Hands, which, though not fo Royal, fuppii’dithat delc^ 
by their ftoutnds. The f mperour Commanded two 
Thoufand Cr/^db fl^ould be given to every Captain of 
the Fleet, which Dom Jyohn alqne accepted not, lerving 
more Ambitioufly for Kenown than Reward. , 

14. Charts now Triumphing, like an aihct Sciph^ 
after the Warr of Jfrka , law Himfelf at reft, auudR 
the Applaufe and Acclamations of Europe , ftyling him- 
Iclf more fitly the Founder, chan the Heir of his Em- 
pire. Our Fleet return’d to the Port of Lisbone^ where 
Dorn found in the Embraces of the King, and 
Salutations of the People , a greater reward than he 
had refus'd from Cefar j and as one who knew how to 
defpile his own Fame , he retir’d to his Country Houfe 
at Sintra^ defitingto Live to himfelt, ; having fb carry 'd 
himfelf in his Country’s Serviqc, that he neither forfbok : 
it, as an Unprofitable, nor Courted it a^ an Ambitious 
Perfon : Here he paft his time in a ftrange and new 
kind of Husbandry, Cutting down Fruitfull Trees, and 
Planting in their head Wild and Barren ones; by this 
perhaps (hewing, that in all he did he was fo difiinte.. 
refs’ d, that from the Earth he Till’d he look'd for no 
return of benefit : but ’tis not much , if' he fb little , 
valcw'd what the Rocks of Sintra could produce, when { 
he fcornfully Trampled upon the Rubies and Diamonds 
of the 

15. Domjohnm the prime of his Age , foundhim-i 
felf put upon Service by the Examples of his own 
Family j and, as the Warr in Jfrica^ by the new Con* 
qiieftsin the Eafij was either flighted or forgot , ("the 
World mofl: Valewing the Fame which is ^r fetch’d^ 
He rcfolv’d to go for the ladies , whole Conquefls 
ftored the Kingdome with Glory and Vi£Fories 5 He 
went on Board , without asking any efloployment or 

reward, 
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feward, counting that Honour more his owii he went 
to winn, than that 11c might carry with him. 

1 5 ]n that expedition Dom Garcia deNorwha., his 
Brother-in-law, went Govcriiour to the Indie} ^ who 
look'd upon Dom John de Caftro as one fit to fuccecd 
him, though he then part but for a private Souldicr ; 
as foon as the King knew Dom Johns rcfolution , he 
ordered him a Thoufand Crufades yearly all the time 
he ferv’dinthe Indies, and by his Letters Patents the 
Government of the Fortrefs of Ormns , which he, 1 
know not if with greater ambition or temper, refus’d 5 
the Memory of rewards rejeded being rarer than of 
thole accepted : an AQion more eafily prais’d than 
imitated. 

17. Dom Johnde Caftro took Shipping with his Son 

Dom Alfaro then about thirteen , giving him for the 
pafi-time of that Age the Dangers and Tcmpelfs of I'o 
long a Voyage. Dom Garcia’s Fleet arriv’d prolperoufly 
at the IndieSy where he found the Governour Nuao de 
Cunha going with a Fleet, to the relief of Dio , and to 
Fight the Tnrkl which lay before it j in that 

famous fiegCj Antonio da Syln/eira held out. Dom Garcia 
at once with the pofleflion of the Government took 
on him the Obligation of fuccouring the place , in 
which fervke Dom John de Caftro ofiei’d himfelf, and 
as a Souldicf of fortune earneft upon ’t , put himfelf on 
the firft Ship, as if he forc-faw thofe future Triumphs 
Dio call’d him to : but the retreat of the loft 
Dom Garcia the Vi^ory , or rather gave it him without 
Blood-fiied , if lefs glorious, more fecure. 

18. Dom Garcia Dy’d in a'iittle time , to whom fuc- 
cecded Dom Eftevaon daGom^ y vvho had in the 

the Reputation of his Famifyj^ and was likely to 
have had the Fortune, had not his Cfs^vernmcnt been 
fo (hort ) He engag'd in an Adion, greaf^ the danger, 
and the glory of it , which was to paft thif ftreight of 
the KecLSea, and burn the lurkj Galleys Wi*ikh Vverc 
Building at Suer^ with intent (as’twas given to 
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drive the Vortugues out of India ; a defign the T«r^| 
thought worthy his Power. 

1 When all the Fleet was under Sail, there was not 
any Souldier of Courage not in/piriccd by the liazard 
of fo extraordinary an adiion of as much Fame in the 
undertaking as Vi^iory. Dam Efle<vaon de Gav:a fet 
Sail with twelve great Ships, and fixey fmall Boats the 
firft of January 1 54 1. here Dom John de Cajiro had the 
Command of a Gallione , and purfiiing their Voyage 
with Eafterly winds, they all, though feattered, fa^ the 
Coaft oi Arabia. The Governour Dom Efie-vaon da 
Gama made it about Monte B'cliXy and arriv’d at the 
mouth of theStreight, expeded the other Ships of his 
Convoy ; here they had notice that the Enemies 
Galleys were drawn on (Lore, and fo watch’d that there 
was no Burning ’em without open force i which ( for 
the Flats and Shelves of that Port ]) would be impofli- 
ble to our Round-bottom’d Ships. Yet Dom EJitvaon 
da Gama flighting the advice and danger, went forward 
with fomc fmall Barks, (one of which, Dom John dc 
CajbrOy C leaving his Ship ') Commanded, ) T hey pafl: by 
the Primero Iflands, which lye in twelve degrees and i 
and by the Bay of Vedia which is in almolt thirteen, 
they Anchord in the Bay of Fortune , which is in the 
fame heighth. In all the Creeks and Bays from the 
mouth of the Streight to 5 «e/, was Dom John taking 
the height of the Sun, and making a Journal, difeour- 
fing, fometimes like a Natural Philolopher, fometimes 
like a Sea-man } fliowing how blind the bare Experi- 
ence of Pilots is, without the rules of Art ; here with 
as much Judgment, as he had Courage, he Learnedly 
canvas’d the Rcafons why the Red-^Sea was call’d fo, 
and the Natural caufes of the over-flow of Ni/e in the 
Summer j a Theme which hath kept many Wits awake, 
yet hath Nature for fo many years kept her own fecret . 
bat we reckon as the leaft part of this Mansgreatnefs, 
that which the Roman r with fo (welling Rhetorick 
write of their Ce/ar^that he manag’d a Pen as ludicioufly, 
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as he did a Sword CouragiDuily. This and other Tra^Js, 
r of which we promife you more Light ) writ at Sea 
in Storms and Winds , he Dedicated to the Infant Dorn 
Lemsy prefenting him with the Fruits of that Learning 
they fuck’d in together. 

20. From this Harbour they had a fight of Mount 
Sinai , where the Angels laid the Reliqiiesof St. 
therine in a famous Repofitory of their own Building 5 
at the fight Dorn Efitvaon da Gama Knighted Dom 
Al‘v9ro deCaJiro^ who in memory of fo great a San6fu- 
ary took tor his Creft the Katherine- wheel, which 
his Family doth Religioufly give to this day j we will 
give no particular account of that defign , becaufe 
the Vigilancy of the Turl^ hindered it from taking , 
efte£f. 

21. Dem John returning to the Kingdome, ( as if 
defignedly giving the Palms of the Eaji time to grow, 
which weft afterwards to Crown his Vidories^ 
brought no other Riches on (hoi e but the Fame of his 
Adions; and being yet in his Sea-cloaths, ( thofetoo 
fcarce dry ) was by the King chofen to be Admiral of 
the Navy of the Coa/t ; putting him on new Employ. ^ 
ment in recompence of his former Services. JJom John 
immediately put to Sea in the year 1543. to Convoy 
thofe Ships which were expelled from the Indies , and 
plying too and again in his Station, fpy’d a French 
Cor fait Cy who had withfeven Ships infefted thofe Seas, 
and had made Prize of fome of ours, which had Em- 
Boldned and Enrich’d him; as foon znDomJobnfzw 
him, with his Fleet before the Wind he made up to 
him , and fetting on the Enemies Admiral, Boarded 
him, and after a brave Defence made him yield, two 
Ships he funk, the reft by the advantage ojf the Night 
fav’d thcmfelves ; the Circumftances of this Fight are 
not to be found in Writing, the Carelefhcfs of other 
excufingour filence, 

22. Dom Jehn in a few days faw our Ships , when by 
Saluting one the other they rejoye’d for the overthrow 

of 
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of the Corfaire j they came together over the Barr of 
L ishotie , the applaiifc of his reception being lb general, 
that he feem’d to have already weathered the Ifoniiij 
of Hatred, or Envy j an Happincls, or Mifcry, which 
Great men in their Graves only purchafe or avoid : In 
this lijcccfs Dorn John had no other reward than that 
I of the Vidory j for w hen the Debt is.great, KingSj not | 

I to bethought Niggards, cliufe rather* to appear Un-l 
jgratcfuIJ, being more willing to confels the Vices of 
their Perfon, than their Majcfty. 

2 5. 'Twas but a little time Dom John had to reft in 
the content ofhisVi^ory, being forc’d fora biifinefs 
of greater moment, to put on his Arms again, as I will 
f though againft my CuftomJ more largely relate , ta- 
king it higher, not to Disjoynt the Hiltory. That fa- 
mous ViKAt liaradin Barba^RofJ^aj found IiiinicJf almoft 
quite broken with the loft of Tunif and Goleta ^ and 
more after the Jofs of his Galleys, lofing by Land the 
power of a Tyrant, and by Sea the ftrength of a Pirat ; 
yet was not this Arch Enemy fo much flia ken , but that 
Italy many years after lighed under his Lafii ; He had 
laid up in diverfe places the beft part of his Booty , as 
an other plank to favc himfelf upon j this heprefented 
to Solyman the Grand Signior^ of Valew enough , to 
efface, or cxcuic, the dilgrace of his Fleer, and Flight at 
I unis 5 which was yet frefh in Solymans and me- 
mory ; withall reprefen ted what he could do againft 
the ChriHians , that taking the Sea at firft with only 
two Galliots ill fitted out, his Valour and Succefs had 
made him fo formidable and powcrfull, that with their 
own fpoils he entertain'd them with a Iharp VVarr, that 
the Jaols of Africa would not hold the blaves ; that 
in the Kingdome oi' Naples, in all Apulia, and the terra 
de Lavoro, he had committed fuch Out-rages , that 
neither their Blood, or Tears were yet dryi that the 
Galleys of Sicily out of fear rotted at Anchor 5 That, 
that Andrea Doria ( fo much fought to by the Princes of 
Europe ) could not but confefs how oft he was forc’d 

to; 
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to Row fort, to efcape Barba-Rojja , that he fear’d not 
to Cite his Enemies as witnefles of his A<&ions ; that 
the Emperour Charh C Nettled with fo many Lolfcs, 
feeing Barba-Rcjfa only over-call: his Victories } did 
more like the impatient Man, than the Souldicr , joyn 
all the Forces of Germany^ Italy^ Spam, and Flanders, 
to Dellroy him , ralhly expofing the beft of hi? King- 
doms, to the chance of his either lofingor getting the 
Day , and though his old Fortune left him not, he only 
got the credit of theBattail without any profit , f for 
DifpoffefTmg one Enemy of 'tunis, invefting an other 
in"t J) neither was the Vi6fory fo entire that it Coft him 
not Ships and Men, and with the expcnceof fo great 
a force he had exhaufted the Exchequer of Spain ; that 
now was the true time to ruinc Chrijiendome, weakned 
with a great Warr, and grown carclefs withafeeming 
ViQiory ", that in the Streight of Gibraltar was the 
famous City of Cata , the Port whence heretofore 
the Africans with Viftorious Arms entred on their 
Conquefi: of Spain ) which the Rortugueje held with 
weak Walls, and a poor Garrilbn, more bent upon Ui- 
fturbing theirNeighbours,than fecuiing themfclvcs from 
'em, becaufe heightned with their profperity in the 
Eaji, they flighted things at home, like Rivers that are 
largeft at their greateft diftance from their bpring- 
head ; that if the Grand Signiors Majcfiy were incli- 
nable to bring under his Dominion that fb confiderable 
a part of Europe , He would undertake with a rcafo- 
nable number of Galleys to poflefs him of Ceita > by 
which ihofe who were fartheft Wefl fhould Live in 
awe of his Empire. Thus difcourfl the Corfaire, endea- 
vouring with an others force to recover the Credit and 
Station from which he was fall’n. And as in Princes 
Courts, great Defigns more than pofiiblc arc lifined to, 
and ’’Barba-Rojfds Experience and Valour had lb good 
fccurity , proud and warlick Solyman began to give ear 
to a defign of fb great Importance, and ib well laid for 
the peace and prolperity of his Empire: He willingly 

heard 
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heard Barba-Kojja perfwading him that the Benefit of 
this Adion would out- weigh the Difficulty j The 
Moors of Africa too kindled the Turl{f indignation, 
who Lamented they could not breath quietly in peace 
with us a fonie bewailing their lofi: Liberty, others the 
Effronts of their Prophet in their ruind Mofqacs j for the 
remedy of thefc grievances, they ftrive to engage 
the T«rii^upon his Zeal, and Cireatnefi, which Motives 
concerning Religion, and Majefty , might veii over 
the Ambition, and jufiifie the Adion. 

24. Charts the Emperour Sollicitous what Barba^ TheEmpe 
Roffa did in CohUantmople, knowing that that Stock rour uiviicti 
( whofe Branches he had Lopt ) was not fi> Dry, but 
that it might with anothers warmth, produce fteffi 
Poifon , did all he could to know what the Tur\ re- 
folv'd about theinvafion of Spain^ and though the firfi 
Blow was aim'd at Ceita^ yet f Victory never flopping 
where it begins J and unwilling to becniflVd in our 
ruins , He ordered the providing of Ships, Lifting men, 
and the doubling thofe Garrifons which were in the 
Ports of the Straight f Ifcoutli , writing to the King Po„ 

John his Brother-in-law the News he had, that they 
might joyntly provide for the refifting the common ; 

Enemy. 

2 5 . The news coming to Tortugalf the King imme- j 
diately fell upon Eoriifying -Celt a, whofe Defence Was : 
only after the rate of thofe Times 5 and we being 
Conquerours in Africa , kept our Garrifons by our ! 
Neighbours fear, Dom Affonfo de Noronba was then 
Governour of Ceita , who was by the King eritrufted Der v 
with the Fortifications, and had fent hiniMen, Ma- 
tcrials, and Engeneers. The Emperour defir'd thej^^^";,^^ ' 
King , that our Fleet might come forth and ;oyn 
with his at Calcs, under the Command of Dom Aharo 
Bacaon , and fo expert the Enemy in the S freights 
mouth , where, happen what would, the protefiion 
of his Ports would fccure their Retreat j upon Debate, 
the joyning of the Fleets feem’d rcafonable , chat i 
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all the weight of the Warr might not lye upon our 
Forces. 

26. The King was bufie in finding out one to Com- 
mand the Fleet , and though there were men enough 
in our Kingdome, whom the Experience and Dangers 
of our Conquefts had made Souldiers , yet Domjehn 
de Cajhrds Name made it fcif room amongft the firft j 
t'was his Pride neither to ask or to deny any Service 
for his Country : We know that though King John 
lov’d his Valour, he car'd not for his Right , lo that 
what he got by one Virtue, he loft by an other j and 
we obferv'd not that he had any Place or Preferment 
about the King , bccaufe fo free a Spirited man might 
be endured as a Subject, not as a Favorite. The Fleet 
was ready to Sail, a great part of the Nobility of the 
Kingdome on Board , and the Souldiers expc£iing who 
(hould Command in fo confiderable an Expedition, 
when on a hidden Dorn John de Cafiro was nam'd to be 
the Man, to the general {atisfa£llon even of his Com- 
petitors. 

27. The King Pent for Dorn fobn^ acquainting him 
with the News Ifom the Emperour, and with the Dc- 
figns of the T«r^, exprefling to him with what Envy 
he Pent him upon fo Honourable an Employment 5 but 
fince if was the Royal Prifon of Kings, to conferr Ho- 
nour, and not to be in a condition to deferveit ; He 
entrufted him with that Fleet, in confidence he would, 
with the Arms of the Cajirds quarter the Banners he 
wonn from the Turl{s ; and leave them more Honou- 
rable to his Pofterity, than he receiv’d them from his 
anceftors ; Dom John kift the Kings hand with a fence 
of his Favours , knowing how much better it was to be 
cftcem’d, than countenanc'd by Princes. 

28. On the Twelfth of 1543* all the Fleet 

fet Sail , and in few days with favourable Winds came 
in fight of Gibraltar, where they found the Emperours 
Fleet at Anchor, which receiv’d ours with all the Cere- 

imony of the Sea , by their often repeated Saluta- 
1 tions 
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tions Rejoycing and AfFrightnings of the place, Dom 
Ai^ifaro Bacaon with the Chief Officers of the Fleer, 
came prefcntly to Vific Dem fthn de Caftro on Board, 
where (" when the Complements, were ended ) he 
gave him an account of what he heard of the Enemy, 
and that according to Intelligence , his fitft Onfet 
would be upon Ceita 5 they then fell upoii’t, that the 
Fleets of two fuch great Princes being ;oyned , it lay 
upon both their Honours to Fight the Encniy , though They dif- 
he Qiould be much ftronger; that we Fought in our sown I courle aboul’ 
Seas, and in fight of our own Ports, which Would be 
able in the Fight to furnifli us withfrefli men, and our 
battered Ships would have a refuge at handj that 
though the 1 urt^ fhould get the Vidfory, they would 
be fb broken, as not to be able to let upon any place 
in the 6 freight, which, by Fightings let the fuccc/s be 
what it would, they ihould Iccure j Befides, the Orders 
they had under Seal to find out the Enemy, could not 
be underftood otherwife with fafety to their Honour 
and Obedience. Having taken this fo ptecife and bold 
Refolution, the Soulcfiers were all on Fire, and the 
Chief Commanders Sollicitous in giving out their Of- Figbr.^ 
ders, and difpofing for fo great an Affair; when on a 
fuddain advilbs came thick, that Barha-Rojfa with his 
whole Fleet was coming towards the Srreight, Dom 
Johnde prefen tly fends for his men who were on 

fhore , Commands the Captains to fit and trim their 
Ships, and fends word to Dom Alvaro he was weighing, 
who coold of his firft heat by an imaginary fight of the 
Enemy , writ to Do}» John, that new accidents miift General 
have new Counfails ; that by the Spies intelligence, he 
knew Barba-hoffds Fleet was double to tBe Armadas i 
that ’twas neither according to the Intention or for the 
Service of their Princes, to lofe chcmfelvcs in fo appa. 
rent a Danger ; that while their Fleets were entire, 
the Enemy could undertake no great matter, and if End^yow 
in the Fight they fhould have the worfi: oft , ail the 
places of the Sireigbt would be the reward of the Vi- 
1 6i:ory ; , 
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, l^tiiry} that ’twas much' agaiin^l his humour to defift 
i from Fightiugf: but the Service of Cefar was to be mind* 
ed before the OaHanii! of particular Perfons ; that he 
defir’d him to bring aMhb' Fleet into Port , and as the 
Turi^Mov'd , they^wnuld more fafeJy conclude what 
He perfifts wasto bt dohd dt Cdfiro anfwer'd the Spat 

wich^’Se”^ ^nj/j&^Gtneral^that he alter’d isot his Opinion at the fight 
'nrkj! ofthe Enemy^, that their appearing timorous would 
eocoiirage Uhe. whofe defign being to get footing 
m^Spaitt , /the^flcets ought out of honour to engage, 
mu!^ more put of a fenfe.of the Efiront ; what would 
the World fay, if the Forces of two fiich great Princes 
;oyp’d only to manage adefenfive Warragainft Barba- 
Rdiffa ^ letting theTurkifi Banners Lord it in our Seas, 
in fight of the Eagles of the Empire, and the Cinques 
of Partugall $ that he was refolv^ d to expedf the Enemy, 
not fixating to be Blam!d however the day went , be- 
caufc, if wotfied, lofi; men anfwefd nothing , and no 
body would call Conquerours to quefiion. 

29. But neither had this flelblution force enough 
to fway the Spanijh General Dibi Jlvaro Bacaon 5 we 
are not certain whether bethought it the better or 
the more fccute way. Dorn John de CaUro put himleif 
in the Streights mouth, where be lay three days : here 
he had advice, that the Enemies Fleet ftcered another 
courfe , by Difieations of the ^Chief Officers, or ('as 
other Memorials have it^ Barba-Rojfa had received 
new Orders from the Jur^, to bring back the Fleet ^ 
yet riic Gallantry of Dorn John de Cafiro^s flaying in the 
Sijrn^ht , deferv’d envy from the Living, glory from 
Epflcrity, liocc for the obtaining a memorable Viflory, 
not CouragCi but Occafion was wanting ; thot^h this 
^g^erous refblucion was diverfiy tax' d in Spain^ thofe 
Branding it, who call all extraordinary a^f ions Teme- 
rity. 5 yet I believe, thofe who mofl condem'd it^ would 
have TOen content to have it themfelves. 

3®. Dorn jehn feeing, by the Enemies retiring, thole

jz. The King on thefcrcafons irrefolv'd whom to 
chufe to truft with the W’eight of lb great a Govern- 
ment i ask’d the Infant Dam Ltwis^ whom, (' as affairs 
now ilpod ) . flc Ihould make Governouc in the Indm : 
He told Jiim the.opinion he had of Dam John de Cajiro*s 
Temper, that, though in the bufmeft of the. S freights, 
many thought he had behav’d himfclf too Daringly ; 
yet ; I w^s certain, there’s noSouldicr but would.be glad 
to have been, guilty oflo Honourable a fault; that, 
though thofe who envy’d him, accus'd him of being 
High and Cynical, becaufe he begg’d n 6 Rewards’, or 
Courted the Miiiifters of State, thelc faults were of f© 
good a kind, that Dom JM$ Vices might bomore Va- 
lew’d than others Virtues } that he knew none but Dom 
John de Cajiro , who could keep up the firft Dilcipline 
of the Indies, who ferv’d fo unroncern’d for his own 
intereft, as if he defpis’d all earthly Rewards , and his 
Majcfly wcfc not a King of M^, but a God of Vaffals j 
that he did very much love Dom John dt Cafiro for his 
Qualities, but fo impartially, that he ftiould Valew 
his Deferts '( though feparated from his Perfon ) in 
any ocher. 

55 . The King, (' with whom the Infant's opinion 
bad no little credit , feeing him prize Dom John with 
a Zealfor his Prince, and Knowledge of his Friend) 
lik’d the Hint the Infant gave him , f whole Authority 
too .had an influence over the minds of ochets ) and 
fendflsg/for Dcmjohn de Cajiro to E^ora, where the , 
Court was, in thepublick Hall, told him, 1 have of 
‘Qate been Sollicicous toprovide one whom i might 
fend Govemour to the Indies , and was of opinion I 
might find him in the Family of the Cajlms^ from 
^^wbofe Stock the Kings my Predecelibrs have always 
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“ tane Generals fnf their Afmies , and^l^e^gfenfs^ for 
“ their Provinces j 1 too flatter my’fclf that th^Frait 
“ of fo generbus a R-bot cannot degenerate 5 and tha t 
^^thc rather, by guefling what you will do by your 
“ former Adiions, which have given yoii fo juft a re^utb 
“ in the Kingdoms opinion, and my efteem , and for 
“ whichl confidently put into your hands'tfae Govern- 
“ mentof the Indies^ expeftingthat you will fo carry 
“ your fcif there, as 1 may give what you do, for a par. 

“ tern to thofe who fucceed you. Dom Joha kift the 
King s hand, better pleas’d with,the Honour, than the 
Employment , in fo great a charge only Valcwing the 
not leeking it : There were diverlc Opinions in the 
Court about this Eleftion, fome found fault with it 
out of Envy, others out of Cuftom, and where they 
could not tax any Defeft in parts, they charged the' 
excefs 5 yet was it fb lik^d of the moft, and beft, that 
the King was glad he had pitch'd upon one , who fo 
much pleas’d every one. 

54. The King gave him Orders prefen tly to provide 
the Fleet, not letting any Body elle have to do With it, 
as is falfly writ by one Author , who fells us, that Dorn 
John went Difeontented to the Indies^ bccaule hewas 
not Comply 'd with in fome particulars ; a thing fo 
thwarting our certain information, and the little am- 
bition of this Gentleman, who was more biifie in what 
to deny, than what to ask , as if the King had met with 
one he was not to entreat but obey. 

35. He rcfolv’d to carry with him his Softs , T>om i-t. 
Fernando, and Dont Alvaro, who being the Eldcft, hiid I'auic with his 
befpokefome richCloaths, allow’d ot by his Years and ci'oU'sf 
Quality 5 Dm John palling by chance through the 
Jubiteria, faw a pair of Enibroideired Breeches hang but, a ftreet 

and ftoppiUg his Horfe ask’d whofe they were ? the man the 
anfwering, that Dorn Alvaro the Governours Son of whois-faie- 
India befpoke ’em , Dohn John ask’d for a pair of Ciftfs, qo" thf * 
and cut ’em in pieces, leaving this word with the Mafter 
of the Shop: Bid the Boy buy Arms. We read not 

that 
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that the Diiciplinc of the old was more exem- 

plary or feverf, 

, Dom J^n quickly made ready the Fleet, with- 

out the oppredjon and complaints of the Poor, the 
£xcpt:|ion which great Officers , carry out by their 
Princes favour, being then not us’d, or not known ^ the 
main of the Fleet was fix great Ships , on which went 
two thoufand paid men. I be Admiral call'd the Saint 
riw«V4f, on which the Governour went, who gave her 
that name which he afterwards call'd upon in the Field, 
)uftly imploring the prote^lion of the Apollleof the 
Indies 'm all his undertakings; the other Captains of 
the Convoy, were Domjeronim de Mene^.Sy Sonai d 
Heir oi Dom Hemi^ue , Brother to the Marquifs of 
^illa Real > Jorge Cabrafi Dom Maacel da Silveyxa^ Simaon 
de^ndrade, And Diego Rebello. 

37. All the Fleet fet Sail the feventeenth of March 
and In a few days they had been at Sea , 'twas 
told the Governour, that in his Sluptheie were about 
two hundred who had their allowance of Diet , and 
nothiqg to do there • fome were not recciv d bccaufe 
ufelefs , others were offienders who got on Board by 
ftcalth : The Officers W'crc importunate with the Go- 
vernour to put them on Board the Hofpital Ship, lo to 
rid his own, and keep their ProviHons for the Cafualties 
of fo long a Voyage ; .but the Governour ( more Com- 
paffionate chan Cautious, making his and the poor mens 
cafe the fame } follow’d on his courfe ; in a little time 
Provifion began to be fcarce , on which the Mari- 
ners and Souldicrs werefore dto complain oi the Go- 
vernour , who with fo Venturous compaffion would to | 
fayeafew, hazard all* mofi were of opinion to Land! 
thoj(e men on the Cafe de *Verde Iflands, where the 
Offenders would be out of the reach of Judice , and 
the Neceffitous kept from Starving; but the Cover, 
nour upon E^e6ii6n, that the Air and Soil of. the I- 
flagds at that tune of the Year, were in every ones j 
I opiiiion unhealthfull, refolv’d to proted the poor men 
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in his own Ship , hoping to prefervc both hiuifdf and 
them, faying in their behalf, ft would be aohomanly 
done to deny them the Sea who fled from the Land . 
They had but little Winds , till they met with the 
Trade winds on the Coaft of Gmne^ where the Govet- 
nours Ship firiking upon the ground, was like to over. 
Tet, thofc Seas, in the judgment of Mariners being clear, 
and where the Card mark’d no Sands. Every ones Con- 
, fufion was like his who drinks in Death unexpectedly, 
thc'feafon and fear too heightned the danger, when 
I Ship being all on one fide , and not feeling the 
/ ftodder, began to be on float again • it might be chance, 
/hut Teem’d a miracle. The Governour commanded 
fem to fboot oft’ three Pieces, that the Ships which were 
on ftern him might avoid the Sands , which, not under, 
ftanding the Warning came upon ’em » but with bet- 
ter Luck, than Skil , though of the fame Burden with 
the Admiral, fcap’d the Sands, finding in the fame place 
other Fortune , the caufe of which pufled the Sea- 
men. 

58. The Governour, with the whole Fleet got to- 
gether , purfuing his Voyage anivM at Mocamhiqt^^ 
where the Landing of, and the procuring conveniencies 
for, the fick men was what he chiefly minded , being 
in that afllfted by his two Sons, Dow Alvaro^ and Dom 
fernando , who tficn were Heirs apparent of his Ghari- 
tablenefs, afterwards of his* Valour 5 thetime heftai 4 
at MocamUqne^ he obferv’d, the Fortrefsthe State hath 
there to be ill contriv’d in being too far from the fhore, 
by which , with difficulty it provided and reliev’d our 
Fleets, and being in a bottom was commanded by many 
Hills , which alfo bindnng the good Air, made it un- 
wholfomcj He put this to thofc who either by Study, 
or Experience, had any Skil in this Science , and all 
agreed that the faults in the Fortification were judici. 
oufiy obferv’d $ what was Debated was immediately 
put in hand , and with the choice of a convenient Situ- 
acion he ordered Materials and Work-men fora new 
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fi^feilcei and thu going on in the Qovernojirs fight, 
thc<fltehtry as ivtfdl as others carry’d Stones , for 
Flattery^thors to promote the Building.

(Sovernour fet Sail again, and having the Winds al- 
wapfiivonrable, caft Anchor on the io?b. of September^ 
at the Barr of G^a j where, MarH» Affonfo tk Saufa, 
( hyi Ship which went before ) ha;ving had notice his 
SuLCceflbur was near, proMided to receive him witbfiich 
Jjtdlity as mi^t fliew the content; he had, inwclcru» 
ing ^ Guefi:,: and leaving his Government ; he wcnt| 
prefendy in a Rich Bragatitine to meet him at 
; whence he carry'd him to Jmeni C^orreAS Houfe of Ple^*-' 
lure, whilfithe Solemnity of his reception was prepa- 
ring 5 there he Feaftcd the Governourj Gentlemen 
and ^ptains of the Fleet, with fo much Exquifitenefs 
in the. manner, and aboundance in the meat, that it 
Iccm’d he was doing the laft honour to his expiring 
charge. That night there were Bails and Dancing, 
Rejoycings which the fimplicity of old Fortugall 
carry'd to the Baft, Here the Governour ftaid two 
days, attended by all the Gentlemen of the place, who 
forlbok Martin Affonfo de Soufa^ even thole who were 
his Favourites, and he had rais'd from nothing , difcL 
plin’d in the Oriental ingratitude o^ the Indians^ who 
caft ftonesat thefetting Sun, and adore him riling. 

40. When the Entry was to be, the two Governours 
were in a Faluque with gilded Oars, and an awning of 
divers-colour'd Silks j the Caftlcs and Ships entertain'd 
’em with the horrour of reiterated Ihootings, the Vivas 
?and ^4 T ’ expeftation of the 'common people did without 

! cion. ^ cunning flatter the new Government ; they came to 
Land at a great place where the Common- Councel in 
a body expc^cd them, and when they were plac'd with 
all the Ceremony vanity for that purpofe hath inven- 
ted, one of the Magiftrates made an Elaborate fpecch, 
jin which the State expefted a great deal of happinefs 
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I in the new ^iniftet ; after the Governopr ha 4 heard 
Itjhc publick Flatteries* heliftned to the private ones of 
a great many , v^howith them made way for their par- 
ticular Intcreft* ! , , j ;■ 

4ir When the, Solemnity was ended.,, and Don John 
I pofleft of the Government of Indio^ Martin Affonfo 
went to Cothim^ to provide for.his return into the King- 
dome s the Governour immediately was ^ngag'd iathe 
care of quieting the People, who were allin an Uproar 
for the alteration of the Money , . which the Kioga 
Officers had rais’d, to the prejgdicc of the Subje^s, and 
the fcandal of the Neighbouring Pagans i Tie tell the 
occafian begun it. ; . > . 

42. There is current in JndU a low fort of Money, 
which they call Ba^aruccos y which amongft ChrifiianFy 
Moorsy and Vagans\ had always the fame Valewj this 
being of Copper^ (which then came from and 
bore no price) the Officers thought fit for the King’s 
profit to raife the price , the alteration of the Money 
' was folemnly Proclaim’d, and it began to pafs at the 
I new Rate 5 but, as this Legal worth was not intrinfical, 
(the Valcw coming from the Law, not from the 
weight ') the fagans ( not fub)c(ft to firangers Laws ) 
brought not in the ufual Provifion , and the people 
feera’d to fuficr by their own orders j the Chief Officers 
back’d it as the King’s caufe , Handing for the King’s 
profit , in the Peoples deftruHion ; the whole City 
cry’d out, that the Kings of Portugall never encrcaft 
their Treafuries by their miferics , nor us d to Drink in 
Gold plate their bubje&s tears ^ that the Pagms and 
Moors made their Braggs that not being able by the 
Sword toruine the Portuguefey by their own Laws they 
Deftroy’d 'em, arming againft ’em the ambition of their 
Governonrs. The hunger and liberty of the PetitL 
oners grew high , ^uftity d by a good cauft, and; the 
Conformity of the common oppreffion^ with thefe 
grievances the Magiftrates of the City, with the; poor. 
Women, and. Children , ( feme full of Complaints^ the 
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Other of Arguments) went to the Governouc, wbo 
Commanding the people to be quiet, heard^ as a Judge 
theMagiftracy^as a Father the reA,and hunger admitting 
of no long Cores, ordered the next day for determining 
the buiineis . thus he fent them away fatisfy’d, ibme be. 
lieving that (' as was the cuAom ot India ) it being his 
predeceflbrs A6:,it would by him be counted unjuA. The 
feme evening he fent for the King’S Officers , and after 
hearing what they had to fay for themfcives, referr’d the 
matter to the ableft Lawyers, and thofebefl skill’d in 
the policy of that State, who unanimoufiy agreed the 
decree to be Cruel, and very contrary to the Pious in^ 
tentions of our Princes ^ this opinion too wascounte> 
nanc’d by Cuftom, and the Peoples privileges , befides 
other Legalties, which (not to make our Hiftory tedi- 
ous) we Jayafide. This Law being revok’d by the Go- 
vernour , Provifions began to come in from the Inland- 
Country, and the people made him a prefent of thofe 
Lives he had by the indulgent remitting the Tax re- 
deem’d. 

^5. This buiinefs made an end of with fb much re- 
pute to the King’s Clemency , EmbafTadours came to 
him from who ( after the Cuftomary falutes 

and giving him joy of his Office^ defir’d the Delivery 
of a Prifoner on the terms agreed on with his Prede- 
cefTor, and thisbufinefe coming to that height as to 
engage the State in an open Warr , we will not leave its 
beginning unrelated. 

44. Ba%arb Prince of Balagate Dying', when Nmo 
de Cunha was Governour, Meale, though in his Cradle, 
was Heir apparent to the Crown, then was Hidakaon 
the fecond Perfon in the Kingdome in Power, and the 
firft in Courage , having in the late Warr with the 
Neighbour Princes given a large teftimony of his Acti- 
ons } Hidakaon fas amongft this fb Barbarous a people 
Men reign oftner by making ufc of their Opportuni- 
ties! than by obferving what’s Eight) feeing his own 
ftren^h, andthe Heirs incapacity, pave his ambitions 


way! 
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way Co the Crowrif began to try the hearts of tbe great 
Ones, before whom withagre^t deal of Artrfice he 
deploi'd the miferies of the Kingdomc, info Want a 
fnece^nr, under whom thcy.muft obey, or endure , as 
fo many Kings dl thofc he. fancy’d ; thac the Princes 
with whom they had now Warrs wduld not let flip 
this occafijon of ruining 'em , When they /aw him' who 
fliould de^nd *em in the Cradle* that where, there were 
fp many , they ought to find out one to iave their 
Country , that he would be the fir/I. fhonld obey him, 
bccaufe the Government of (he Kingdome could not 
wait thofe flow motions , by which Nature gives a little 
one firft Strength, then Underflanding j that if with 
unprofitable obedience they fliouid adore Meale in his 
Nurfes arms , he did not doubt but by keeping their 
King^ they would lofe their Kingdome, He was affable 
to the People, liberal to the Souldiers , asifhedefit’d 
to Reign not for himfelf^ but for them : Ambitioufly 
making ufe of, the whole Chain of Vert^es , not as 
neceflary for Living, but Reigning, The great Ones 
at laft offered him the Crown , believing, he would al- 
ways remember he. was his Subjeds Creature, and 
retain conftantly in his Memory fo fignal a grace. 

45, Htdalcaott Was Liberal and Stout , and without 
doubt would have been a great Prince, had he kept the 
Kingdome by the fame Vertueshe pnt on to atchieve 
it} but feeing himlclf obey’d^ thofe aficacd Artifieps 
not having any natural motion, were at anci|p, and 
broke out into ambition and pride, the Vices of his 
Per/on 5 He did not then fpeak of killing Ueale^ cither 
out of a counterfeit Clemency, or an unheard of Cru. 
city , intending perhaps that the poor I^ince fliould by 
a fervile obedience confirm the Scepter be b^Ufiirpd 
from him. The Nobalicy of the Kingdome 
when Twas too late , and /eeiiigthey nowc^d not 
without danger, be either Traitors or Loyal J conflilced 
bow Meaie might , iccurc himlclf from the t yranny of

Tyrant. 

46. In the mean time, Bidalcaon^ great defign was, 
to deftroy thole who gavei him the Crown , whom, for 
all they had a juft title to his favour by being complices 
in his Treafon, he hated, becaufe they pat him in mind, 
either of hb Obligation, or faults , and being now jea,. 
lousof his own Adions, he found that Cruelty would 
root him fafterthen Clemency, fothat his own Vice, 
and ncccflity together made him doubly fo \ upon pre- 
tence of correding faults, cither imputed, or forgot, 
f covering hb Tyranny with a veil of Juftice^ he in- 
chroach’dupontheEftatesof the great Ones, to Level 
’em with the common people. Confident, by pulling 
downt^ Nobility, to get into the poorer fort, who 
( out of a natural diflike of their own Fortune j do al- 
ways del^t in the fall of thofe above them ; and they 
[('feeing their patience work’d not their quiet ^ con- 
%|tcd how they might reftore Medh^ Ibmc were for 
Rev^my^thers for filing him in ^ they had their 
privat^Ktii^, whi^cthey took divers Refolut inns, 
which the difficulty of the bufineb, f harder

douK to Martin Affonfo de Smfdy giving him notice that 
he ; underwood was in bis power, whom, he 

thought Fortune preferv’d, todifturbthe peace of the 
Unfl i that he knew what Title feme Seditious (pirits 
gave him, who being weary of Obeying, ftrovetofet 
up new Lords whom they might Command; that 
Hidahaon would not tell what mov’d him toleize on 
the Crown , becaufe if Princes were bound to give ac- 
count of their Pretenfions ,* there were no difference 
'twixt King and People j that the right of Princes was 
to be ;udged of Cody not of Men 5 that 'twas the 
Worlds opinion now that there was no difference in 
Princes titles, but only in their Perfons . that he deny’d 
not, that Contemptible and Cowardly Mea/e was of the 
Royal blood, but, that, the fault Nature committed, 
Fortune would corred by giving the Kingdome to him 
who was Oaring and StUut ; that nature to Lyons bniy 
gave a Crown by their Birth , Men (he let winn it and 
wear it s that many things appear d in juft to the. W^orld, 
becaufe befides Cuftom;tfaat for a man who was worthy 
of it, to poffefthimfelf of a Kingdome , would at hrli 
be Ipok’d upon as a Scandal, afterwards as a Law ^ that 
the bafeft Fcllpw ever Born in his Kingdome, 
and he'dic i^ft Fortunate, and naturally all men hated 
natures ^ufters, and lov’d Fortunes prodigies : that 
W? fhould ex^ljpc our fel ves , how we came to Lord 
it I what Kin we were to Si^afo^ that he Ihould 
leai^fiis Qaa ? how nisar vve vvere Multan Bsdour to 
I ‘ 1 ' Inherit 
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Inherit Dio (tom him? whether left m MaUxa 
by his Will ? and all the places which pay us Tribute 
all over the Eaji ? that he ddir'd us not to quarrel at 
that Title in him, that made us ablblute Lords of the 
World j that, we (bould let God alone with the Go. 
vernmcnt of the World, and being Born fartheft 
notbufle ourfelvesto compofethe Dilbrders of Afia- 
that he would have us know', he had in his Kingdome 
Mines of different Metals, that fome furnifh’d him 
’ with Gold for his Friends, others with Iron for his Enc. 
mies . that in the laff place , he defirM the Governour 
to deliver him up Meak , that, by the mercy he (bould 
ufe himwithall, the World might fee how worthy h6 
was to Reign, who fo treated his greateft Enemy • that, 
his Embaffadours had order to fettle all that concern’d 
the State. 

49. Martin Affonfo having receiv’d the Letters, and 
given Audience to s Embafjadours,underftood 

by 'em, that they proffer’d for Mr<r/er perion an hun- 
dred and fifty thousand fardaos^ and the main Land of 
and SalfetCy very confiderable to the State for its 
Revenue and Nearnefs t% Goa. Martin Affonfo look’d 
upon the bufinefs, as very weighty , and either Face 
promifing great advantages j the reftoring of a Prince, 
and pulling down a Tyrant, wasadefign worthy the 
Arms of Chrifiians, by which the State would purchafe 
no ordinary reputation, letting the World lee, that our 
Banners were not displaid in Afta^ either to ufurp King, 
doms, or get Riches , fince their employment was that 
the Fagans and Moors of the EaJi , fhould keep the true 
Faith towards God , and JuRice amongR themfeivcs : 
On the other fide ’twas laid, that if A&tf/r after a long ^ 
Warr fhould come to Reign , he could not give the j 
State more, then now without it Bidakaon offer’d, and 
that the Moors by their hatred and Religion being 
Enemies, the World would laugh to fee us with our 
own Blood, deRroy one Infidel and letup an others 
when too our happinefs depended on both their ruines, » 

I befides 
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befides that our Arms came not to IndU to defend the 
Enemies of the Faith, but to deft toy ’em 5 thatifKerf/f 
found no Proteflion from the King of Cambayay bis near 
Kinfinan, why fliould he look fort from the Portuguefe 
to whom he was an Enemy ? that when he found him- 
{elf reftor’d,and{irong , the firft Lance that was hurl’d 
agamll the State would be his , bccaule the Neighbour- 
hood of fo brave men who made him King would be 
jiulpicious to him , and the Memory of fo great a good 
turn was enough to make him Hate us. 

50. Martin Jffonfo , on grounds not throughly 
weigh’d, refolv’d at laft to deliver up MeaUy di/pach’d 
the Embafladours ; and with them Gahaon Viegas an 
Honourable Gentleman, with full Power, tolettlethe 
Cootra£f, in the manner it hath been related, lending 
with the conlcnt of the Embafladours to take imme- 
diate poUellion of the main Land, in virtue of HidaU 
C 40 if’sptofer. 

15 1. In this condition did Uom *febn de Cajiro find 
the affairs of Meaie , and was fued to by a new Embafly 
from Hidalcaefty in confidence of the Capitulation made 
with his Predcceffor 5 but 0 om John with different 
nours maturity atifwered Hidabcaon , that the Portuguefe were 
fwer. feithfull to their Enemies, much more to their Gueft 5 
that the propolitions of his Predcceffor, were more for 
de ^ ^*8^^ Undctiianding of the caule, then to determine 

HiAory of it j that the main Land belong’d to the State by more 
antient Grants , and that it was ;uff; out of its Revenue 
Cap. V. * fo maintsun Meaky in gratitude to the Kings his Predc- 
cellbrs, who annex'd it to the State, that he ffiould 
fuffer him quietly to enjoy this little memory of his 
Right j that the State# Securing hi$ Perlbn , was not 
yet^ Frote&ion but Charity s that he Ihould not with 
overdiaffy Amts diffurb the Peace , for then he would 
snake fure what he fear’d, provoking the State to take 
in hand the revenging of both j and becaufe his Em* 
Bafihdours had Aimed that, the defying Me4le would 
u^tMarily make a Breach, HepWt ’em in mind that

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moft the Fortrefies we had made in Wi«, wc.re| ' 

founded on theafhes of deftroy’d Kkigdoms ; th^tthe 
Fortugmfe were like the Sea , which raifeth it felf and 
grows greater in Storms ; that for his part as he Ibught 
not a Warr, fo he could not deny one. 

52. With this anfwer the Governour diftiift the 
Embalfadours , who, by his hrmnefs in dcUvciing it, 
underftood that neither fear or advantage Would bend 
him to give up Mealei Immediately he put himlelf in 
rcadinefs to make or expedt a Ware , which coming 
from a neighbour Prince we might fooner feel the Blow, 
then fee the Sword. He gave orders for the raifeg of 
Horfe , which were to be about two hundred, and to 
Icrve under the fame Colours, a more ftout, then order- 
ly Militia: He entrufted the Guard of the .City with 
the Train-bands, and had Souldiers in pay ready for 
anyfuddain invafion of the Enemies. He fet upon the 
making ready the Fleet out of hand, which by the Voy- 
ages and Warrs of his Predeceflbr, and the poverty of 
the State, he found all in pieces, and the ftrength of the 
Navy, being what is moft conftd erable , here he wholly 
laid himfelf out ; He new fitted the Veflels which lay 
in the River , made three Galleys, and fix Round- bot- 
tom’d Ships with wonderfull ^ced, not failing the 
Officers in their pay, or his thanks 5 by which means the 
work went on, diligence ovcr-comirg time ? He nam’d 
Captains of thofe Galleys and Ship > who intended 
the work as their own bufineis, an eitpedfetit, which did 
a great deal towards the quitkneis of the difpatch, the 
goodnefs and plenty of Ammunibil and ProVifion, 
with which in an oppottune and fbot t time y the 
Fleet was ready , with this he bridled the Neighbour 
Princea, as he hindred 'em from joyning with 
who had Already follicited them to fteke off they 
as an advantage to the common Liberty. ^ ‘ ‘ ^

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prefence rais’d the people, who by their commands, 
and advantages in the Warr, would make the caufe 
their own : He prcfently on ieverc penalties forbid the 
Vifiuallers carrying the ordinary Provifion to Goa, 
which, having it all from the Inland, was not furnilh’d 
to endure fo fuddain a Warr ; after this he lent Acede- 
caonSL ftqpt T«ri^ with ten thoufandmen, to take in, 
that part of the main Land, which Liv’d under our O- 
bedience. 

54. But Dom John dt Caftro knowing, thatfirftfuc- 
The Cover- ceffcs give reputation to a Warr, went out with two 
thoufand Foot, and the Horfc of the place to rclilf thc 
‘ Enemy , ^nd being perfwaded by a great many Gentle- 
men, that he fljould not engage his Perfon in foun- 
equal a party ; that it was not for the honour ol a 
Governour of India to put on his Sword againft one of 
Hidalcaons Captains, nor to let the World know he 
look'd fo much upon this Warr, efpecially having Gen- 
tlemen who deferv’d the honour and danger of the 
Adtion ; it was not poflible to diffwade him from his 
firli: refolution , faying with more confidence then his 
Forces would bear , that he went out to Chaftife, not 
to Overcome , and marching two Leagues from Goa 
he came in fight of the Enemy, who,’ lodg’d at the foot 
of a Hill with a River in their front, f which was to 
theminfteadof a Ditch and Trench ) with the ad van. 
cages of their numbers, and Encamping, expelled ours, 
who though wearied with their March , re-inforcing 
themfdves by the prefence of the Governour, or fight 
of the Enemy , begun to pals the River with more Re- 
folution, then Difeipline , the Commanders could not 
ftay, or order them , the moft daring caft themfelvcs 
into the RiVer, and the more cautious were by this put 
upon a necefiity ; as to mofi of 'em to follow their 
Comrades example, paA for Oilciplinc. 

$ 5. The Governour with admirable prudence com- 
manded thofe who Raid behind to go over the River, 
iknovmg, that what was in the beginning aiault,wa8 
I now 
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OQWthe Cure s andbecaufe that day lie bad not room I 
enough CO Order at a Commander, he Fought pri. 
vate Souldier. Our men run upon theM^iirx ibfuri. 
oufly, that difeourag^ with the firft Onfet , they gave 
ground, and their ^nkt, being confus'd and broken by 
themfelves, were difordered and overcome; Our men 
(' which feldome happens ) feeing an Army routed 
without lofk .The Moors lois.was great in their Flight, 
none at all in their Refinance s Ours were two {.eagues 
executing the Liberty, and cruelty of Vi&ory, gather^ 
ingup the Arms thofe poor men flung away, a&abur> 
den, not a defence. The purfute laficd as long as the 
Day, the horrourof the Night freeing the Enemies 
from chat of the Vi^lory • OurSouldiers retreated, full 
of Blood, Honour, and Booty ; the Governour kept the 
Field till the next day, without ceniuring the Soul- 
diers for that Oifbrder which gave them the Vit^ory, 
following the courie cd* human ^udgements,whtch never 
f^ak well of Lofles, or blame Vi^ories. 

5d. The Govcmour,at his Entry into Coa, was re- 
ceiv’d with an extraordinary applaufe, from chat people, 
fb us’d to fee, and flight ViSories ; and becauie, in this 
and many other Fights which Dojw Jobtf wonn , he 
call'd upon the name of St. Thomas, the Apoflie of the 
Indies , we believe they were got by the fiivour of lb 
great a Fadrone, who, torecompence the piety, and 
honour the memory of Dom Joh/s^ Ca/ho, was pleas'd, 
in the days of his Government, to difeover thatmhra- 
eulous Crofs, found at MeUapor on the Coaft of Chwo-^ 
mandeU'i the wonderfull Crofs and the Body of the 
Saint being as k were cover’ d with the fame Earth , and 
as Dom J<dm deCafiro worfhipp'd this fign of our Re- 
demption , "with a due , but a firange iReverence , 
( lighting always from his fdanqmm or Horfe when he 
met the Crofs, and putting himfelf on his Knees} this 
dkcoveiy will not feem to have been by chanee , fince 
the mercies of Heaven come not by accident. We will

5^7. After thc.'wc3®derfdlt fi^ng the^®ody6f,th^ 
holy Apaftle in the City, or, rather fulfil 
f then caird Caltumna ) the Kings, Mdnoelf 'md 
XXom J(fhn, being with a pious SJeal inflaUi^d- to Vh^ive 
thole dead Aflies, which had been there from thc^iirft 
planting Chriftianity vby the Apoftifc , f'-^bugh now , 
corrupted bytheDoftrine of tht.Jrmema^^iidehaldeait 
Priefts , .who feparated ftom the K^i^;r-CathoIick 
Church , did make thofe well-mcaniu^ Chriftians 
fwallow dangerous Opinions, which by the pains of our 
Minjonarics have in part been reform'd ^ let Upon 
Building a Church in the fame place where thcVene- 
rabJeBodyof the Apoftle was found , and opening the 
Foundations for theFabrick, found a Crofs" (wrought in 
a Marble Pedeftall) of four Spans long and three broad, 
befprinklcd with dropps of Blood , which might be 
thought to be newly done, ( theCroft was like that of 
the Knights of j ) on the bottom of the Pedeftall

58. The fame Miracle hath fucccflivciy for many 
years been feen on the fame day, and we know by good 
Authors and faithfull Belations that it yet happens 
fumetimes , by which means, thoic Chriftians with a 
ft conger Faith receive our Dodrine. This Mira cle, after 
much arguing on both fidcs , was clear' d before the Bi- 
ihop of Cochim in open Court, the proceedings came to 
this Kingdome, . in the time of the King Dom Henry y the 
Cardinal , who, by the coofenc of Pope Gregory i 
coufirm'^d the Miracle, which is now divulg’d in our own 
Chronklcs and forein Authors.

I fo begirt with thofe Forts, our Ships mufi: pais by the 
mouth of the Canon; that the fitfi Ship they fhould 
fhattcr, would hinder the reft from paffing. But Dom 
Aharo urging, that he was refolvM to execute his Or. 
ders, which were, to get on fhore and burn the Enemies 
Ports i the Councel replied by propofing, that he as Ge- 
neral fhould flay to Command at Sea , and that mofl of 
the Commanders^ of the Ship would ftrive to pals the 
Barr, becaufe if any thing fhould happen anfifi to the 
I Admiral of that Flect,Son and Heir to the Govemoor of 
India , what greater Dammage could the State receive, 
then the neeeffity of engaging in fo ;uft a Vengeance ? 

On which Dom Alvaro in a great deal of paffion brake 
off the cpnfult , faying, that he car’d for no Vi&ories 
where his danger was not as great as the leafi comition 
Souldiers 9 that, out of obedience he was their Gene- 
ral, and in danger their Companion | chat, hehadin- 
(Iru^iions from the Govemour , to venture his own 
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t^erfon on every occafion , his S^ouldiers but upon ne. 
ce0ity . chat he look’d upon the Dangers they repre. 
rented to be le& then thole he came in chaie of, becaufe 
Honour was not to be purchas’d without hazarding ; 
that he came from FortugsU to find out this Day, which 
he hop’t would be glorious for them all , and chat in 
this Relblution he askt not their advice, only that they 
would confult about the manner of the falling on. The 
Generals Gallantry, and Youth , did then exculc his 
Rafline/s, afterwards the Succels. ’twas agreed that the 
men (hould go into the long Boats , and that at the be. 
ginning of the Dawning when Day-light was not well 
broke, and fo the Enemy not fure of his aim, they 
(hould get on (bore j they all that Night provided them- 
(elves, feeing in the Generals looks hopes of Viftory. 
The General (having left fufficient Guard on the Ships^ 
got on Hiore, with Boo.

6z. The City ('which ran along a great Plain ^ con. 
tain’d hve thoufand Families, the Houles by themfelves, 
and not leaning on one an other, without any other 
policy, union, or (hare of ground, then what every one 
took for his pleafure or ability ; ind yet the Turrets 
and Balconies of every Houfe, <hd altogether prefen t a 
rude Staceline(s , as if Built with more Pride then Art j 
it had on the North-fide a little Mouhtain, whence ran 
(bme fmall Rivulets, with no name, which, contribu. 
ted both to the plealantncls and fertility of the ^iJ. 
The City was antiently Inhabited by the Brmenes, now 
by Merchant Moors^ a place amongft the Ediferu people 
always famous, then for^Superflition, now for Wealth j 
it was not defended by either Walls or Works , the In- 
habitants being fecure by the Power of their Lords, or 
the Peace they preferv’d with the Neighbouring Princes j 
but at prefent, the Warr we had with Hidalcaon begin. 
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ning Viftorioufly , the Moorsy (aw the danger they were 
in, by example, and had drawn two thou^nd paid 
Souldiers to Guard the City , who with the Itahding 
Militia, were C ^^ccording to their computation*) fuffii 
cicnt for their Defence. 

63. Thefc came, with their Colours flying, and with 
fo much refolution to hinder our men from Landingj 
as for a good while they retarded us, obliging us to 
Fight at a (land, and fo clofe as our Souldiers could not 
make ufe of their Mufquets whole firll charge only, 
they receiv’d with notorious refolution. Here Dofft

raging his men to Fight , fometimes by Speeches, (bme. 
times by the Example of his own Adlions. Ours at laft 
faw the mfelves lb llreightncd as they fought more for 
Life then Vidlory. T he luccels, for an hour hung doubt, 
full, till a great many of the Inhabitants, wounded 
with their own fear, and our Swords, quitted the Field, 
(hewing in the firft encounter. Valour j above Men, in 
the fccond, below Women ^ a thing very ordinary in 
raw Souldiers , where the greatc'ft fear follows the 
greateft daring ; the reft by this example were getting 
ofl^ in fear and diforder j here the Moors receiv’d great 
lofs, falling with little or no RefiftanCe , thofe who 
drop’t too were fo many as they hindred the reft from 
Flying. 

64. Ours entred the City mingled with the Moors, 
where the poor men ftop’t , o’recoine with the fond, 
nefi and tears of Wives, and Children , who then with 
I ufclcfs compaflion bore ’em company, rather Witnefjes, 
then Defenders of their Lives; fome there vi'ere, who 
embracifig theit Husbands let chemfel vesibc run through 
with out Lances , inventing fre(h!fadiie6 by a hew 
remedy 5 Of our, Souldiers f fome Robb'd ’em, fbme 
Defended^ ;’cm , fomc following the tti^ofltion of the 
^afon, others iofhtheir NaturCij Odt of d^erateLove 
4 >ine ^:thofe Women ladi aihongfl oilr; arm’d^ Siqua^ 
drons to f^ek; theit, Oead^ ^ieemihg not jJbo.vakw their 
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lives ; foil of tendernefs for others Wounds, without 
any for their own 5 at laft we gain’d the City with Icfs 
lofi, then danger , bccaufe refolving to enter under the 
Enemifs Canon , Dom Alvaro was more lead on by 
Courage, then Difcipline ; the greater part of the 
Moors was Deftroy’d , fome in the Fight, moft in the 
j Flight 5 the Women foew*d more Courage, then their 
Husbands $ Thefo loft their Lives, they could not 
defend, the others delpifd theirs they might have 
fav'd 5 of ours there Dy’d twenty two, the Wounded 
were more , of whofe number was the General hurt by 
an Arrow. *Twas neceftary to end one Cruelty to begin 
an other , their Anger ccaft, and their Covetoufnefs 
began ; Dom Alvaro gave order to Plunder the City, 
where the Booty was as great as the Victory , bccaufe, 
cither out of Confidence or Carclefnefs the Moors bad 
fav’d nothing , and kept in the City thofe who were 
ufelefs for the Defence of it, out of contempt of our 
Forces , or not to dishearten their own. In fine, the 
Prize was fo great , that it could not all be carry’d 
aboard, the Souldiers took the l>eft, leaving the reft as 
Fuel for that Fire which was to Confome the City, 
by Dom Ahvaro given up to the mercilel's Flames, 
wiuch did not a little ftrikethe Neighbouring Colonies" 
that place being the Richeft and moft Tenable of all 
tfaeCoaft, once, as it were, the Bulwark of the reft, 
now their Lamentable example. 

65. The General with all the Fleet weigh’d Anchor, 
and fleer’ d for Goa to unlade the Ships , ( put out of 
thek trim, by too great a Burden ; ) refolving to leave 
there the Sick and VVotuided, ai^ return to carry on 
the Warr, which ithc Shuldiers, content with the Li- 
;bepali<^, aindFcirtaHcof t^eirnewQeneml, vefy>much 
jdeficVl^p > The [ie^affiw '4 at Boa before the Ships, the 

I Qavctnooeteryniich yaloed the ViiSlory^ thopeopk 
cheTlundef^^uht loognfoer earner dnteifigeneer^. that 
tho^ who hadrfcai^ the Rjoat« had' been t*nae^uatnt 
Hhtoiran withifhK^/ianf^ahfo D their 
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City’, who, while they vented their firft grief for theit 
Children and Kindred, could not keep in the fecoed 
calamity of their Goods and Houles, wherethe devou- 
ring Fire had fo mingled the A flies, they could not with 
peculiar tears, weep over their Dead ; they told HiekU 
caoKy that if he refolv’d to continue the Warr with fuch 
a people, they would go and Inhabit the Deferts, where 
they fliould be out of light of thofe Wefiem Beafts, 

Born for the reproach and mine of Afia^ they told and 
curs’d our Victories one after the other, which look*t 
bigger in their Fears, then our Books. 

66. Hidalcaott, conlidering the fortune of our Arms, HiUcaon 
the complaints, and calamities of the Inhabitants , and prefers 
many difalfedled to his Service, whom the Warr, and 

thofe Succefles would more embolden, was inclinable 
to Peace, thereby to remedy the DilTentions and Sedi- 
tions at home , which might grow Urongcr by the li- 
berty of men in Arms 5 and communicating to his 
Giuncel the prefent condition of things , all were of 
opinion , they ought by a feignd peace to cloak their 
grkvances, expelling till time offered 'cm a fairer op- 
portunity tofet upon the State, joyning their Forces . 
with other Kings who^ycre offended. And the Moon 
fighting more for their conveniency then quarrel , Hi- 
daicam lent Embafladours to the Governour, lrivo*» 
loufly excofing the Warr he made, and minding him of 
the benefit the State might receive by his Fricnd- 
iChip. 

67. The GovernoUr , in publick and in great State, | 

gave audience to the Embafladours, anfwering them, Accept' 
ithat as he fought not for Warr, lb he could not deny it. 
it j that the felicity of the State conlifted in having 
Q%any Encmies> becaufe with Spoils and Vi^ories k gre# 
alway^grtater $ but, tMc he never deny’d Peace coar^ 
otic , whobyhkA^^s, and fakhfuU Fiiendfh8|»de^ 
ftffv’dit J that he would d^jrive hkt Souldie*s of the 
abkveoiences diey look^ foe from that Warr ; bvr 
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King, was that in which he treated Peace with the* 
PortH^fe* Thus did he difpatch the Enibairadours,aw'd 
with To great a Courage ; with the fame negic& did he 
al ways manage the Warrs in the Eaft , in which his V a- 
Jour was equal to his Fortune. 

68. He prdently betook himfclf ro the diipatching | 
particular bufincis ^ rewarding the Souldicrs who had } 
ierv’dhim, whom he parted with as well fatisfy’d with ! 
the rewards he gave them, as his acceptance of their Ser. 
vice j He put Commanders into the void Forts, which 
were unprovided by the King; making fojuft ancAi- 
mate of Deferts , that he was Debtor neither to conve- 
niency, or the State, a virtue hardly arriv'd at by Princes, 
and very rare in their Mini Aera. 

69. He was not Icfs fir’d with zeal for the honour of 
God , then for that of the State, in the confufion of 
Warr, and the noiie of Arms , applying himlclf to mat- 
ters of Religion, as if he had been only fent to Aickle 
for them. And the King Dom Johns knowing his Piety, 
as well as his Valour, commended to him the propaga*. 
tion of the Faith, and Divine worlhip. Out ot a Letter, 
which on this Subject the King writ him, iswellgathc- 
red, how both King and MiniAc|^ were inflam'd in God’s 
!caufe,of which we will here give a Copy, that the World 
may fee our Arms in the Bajt^ brought more Sons to 
the Church then VaflaJs to the Stare.

7 u The light of the Gofpel had fliin’d in thofe I- 
(lands 5 ( Saint Francifee Xaverio as a laithfuil Labourer 
in the Lord’s Vineyard , having in a great part clear’d 
thofe places of the Thiftles and Briars of Infidelity j 
though we owe the firfl: Cultivating to that great 
F.ortuguefe Antonio Cahfaon , the mofi; Couragious Go- 
vemourand Zealous Apoftle of thofe Fagans, whofc 
Proweft was anfwcred by its Fruits in the wonderfull 
Converfion of Souls, who with their fiaptil'm re- 
ceiv’d the cafie Yoak of Chrift , the Princes and great 
I Ones, as well as the People, being all Tunable to the 
I Obedience 
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Obedience of the Gofpcl. The Devil perceiving that 
in that Ceflation of Faganifm , a Light appear’d from 
Heaven difeovering the ways of Life, arm’d againft the 
innocent Chrifiians a Pagan thereabouts call’d lolon, 
who had ufurp’t the Ifland of Moro, He with in- 
fernal Zeal began to pcrlccutc the new Converts, 
forcing them by new Torments to tmaKenegados from 
chat Faith they had profeft ; for which, many chofc to 
filed their Blood in a happy Martyrdome, others of 
weaker faith yielded to the Torments. The Tyrants 
boldnels encrcafing to the Aftronting of our Arms, 
oblig’d ’em out of obedience to the faith, and for the 
fervice of the State, to Chaftile that Idolater. The 
periecuted, and fearful!, came with complaints to the 
PortHguefe, in lernate^ wiio refolving to bring down 
the Infidel, with more zeal then ftrcngch went to findi 
him out at his own Home. Their motion could not be 
lb lecret, but the ly rant had notice of it; who, by 
fortifying the entrance of the Ifland with Trenches and 
ftrong Barricades, provided for his Defence j and in 
cafe our men.fhould get thofc, he had fi tew’d Splinters 
and long poyfon’d Crows-feet in all the Avenues 
which led to the City , o’re which, whilfi; oursin the 
heat of Anger, and Vi( 5 lory, paft , they muft neceflTarily 
lofe themfeJves. It hapned, that after winning the firA 
Stacade, ( which the Infidels probably quirted without 
any hot difpute , in confidence of their fccond Strata- 
gem J whilfi: ours, baited with the flight of the Enemy, 
were incautcloufly pafling on, there fell on a fuddain, 

( a thing miraculous ) fuch a quantity of Afhes from the 
Sky as made ours ftop , till, after the Air was clear’d, 
they purfu’d their Vidory over the Crows-feet, where 
the Aflies had made the way hard and furej fo the 
afionifti’t Infidels afterwards related it, making ufiof 
the Miracle , for an argument of the truth of that Do' 
driiie they perfecuted.

not very difficult ; their Arguments \vcre , that tht 
State was a monffrous Bo<Jy, whofe Head being in the 
ffefi, fed the Members fo inftnitely diftant from it' by 

the interpofftion of fo much Sea, and Eahd j that 
Cambay d 9 ffreogth was lb great s that as well by its! 
Ruine, as Vidiorifes, it could cruft the State , already | 
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wcakned with fo many accidents. The great Ones,! 
and Nobility of the Kingdome, were divided in their j 
Opinions i feme, arguing from theiBrft Siege, f their j 
Wounds at it, and Memory of it, being yet frefliSj 
thought the “fortuguefe s Arms fatal to Cambay a , and 
though they took to heart the Death of ^adur , yet by 
others patience in taking Affronts, did they cxculc their i 
own j they tax’d thole, who were the firft Authors of 
making peace with the State, and thofe who now would 
have it broken ; the laft, becaufe they kept not their 
Faith J the firft, becaufe they were not lenfible enough 
of injuries. Ocners, ( as when things are uncertain, it 
frequently falls out ) difcours' d to the contrary ; and 
^ound as many arguments for Warr, as Viftory, if 

3. Amongfl: all the reft, Cage-Sofar^the moft Power- 
full and Obnoxious man of Camhaya , arid who had got 
thebeft lhare in the King^s favour, with a great deal 
of Caution fpurr'd on the Warr, believing, the Heart- 
burnings which were againft his Fortune, and* the Envy 
of the great Ones , would, being the fruita’of Peace, 
ceafe in the common danger 3 and by his Command and 
Powet in the Warr, he fhonJd preferr others, who being 
his own Creatures would be true to him 3 f 1 give a ihoi t 
rektiqn of the man, becaufe bis name will often occurr 
in this Hiftory. 

4. CogeSofar was by Nation an Albanefe\ and the 
Child of Catboliei^^ Parents , though the Fruit degene- 
rated from the Stock. He had ferv'd fome time in the 
Watts of haly , more taken notice of for a brave, then 
a Sooldier 3 in all Mutinies and Tumults , pick't out as 
theworft; for fbme years he led this loole Life, with- 
out, either reward, or puoifhment; untill, like a reft. 
le& man, who had rather fcck then expe6f his Fortune, 
he chang’d his Profeftion 3 pf a Souldier becoming a 
Merchant, for being Cunning and Covetous, this was 
the neaieft andfureft way to what he aim'd. He begun 
in a little time, (knowing the opportunity andfeafons 
of ^mmecce ) to glow great by his bofinels, being at 

once 
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once Liberal, and Covetous, for his own ends cunningly 
making ufe of both Vice and Vertuc. His Stock and 
Credit was at laftfo confidcrabic, as Trading up and 
down the StreightSy with three fmaJl Veffcls of nis own, 
of different Lading , he was met withby 
Admiral for the Holdan of Cairo , who Boarded him, 
made him yield, and took what he had. The Prize was 
greater then the Viifory , and Solyman for the credit of 
his own reputation, treated him Honourably, prefen- 
ting him to the Soldan as a Prifbner of Qu*^hty , valuing 
more his Perfon then his Booty. CogeSofar to 
be as content with his misfortune, as if it had been of 
his own fecking* He was cxpcrienc’t Souldier enough 
by his Service in the Armies in [taly and Flanders i He 
{poke of the Forces of the Chiflians with malice and 
undervaluing, as if intending to teach th€ Soldan to 
know his own Ifrength. The Soldan was by thefe Arti. 
fices brought to look on the Slave as capable of great 
things, and begun fir ft out of curiofity to liften to 
him j afterwards out of afte^ion. Coge-Sofar with fo 
fly a flattery commended what ere he did, well, or ill,! 
as itpaft but for freedome, bccauie making a fliewto 
be only zealous j not acceptable, he kept to himfelf, the 
Soldan s favour ^ and avoided all publick honours more! 
out of cautioufhefs then modefty. He came to be 
Treafurcr of , a place of very great truft, which 
he manag’d with prudence, and fidelity, Vertues fo 
pris’d by the Soldan, as if not till then known amongft 
the Infidels. At the Counccls of Warr his Vote weigh'd 
moft , fometimes tor his experience, fbmetimes for the j 
reafbnof itj in all defigns again ft the Chifiians, par-* 
ticularly in thole which were to be carry’d on by others, 
'Hc^cclar’d his fence with a great deal of confidence,, 
and by this means grew fo great that he could not bear i 
his own Fortune , till, not minding the preferving him- 
felf by the fame Arts he was advanc’r, his Ambition and 
Pride burft forth j He pofleft what places he could, and 
more follicitoofly look’t after Preferments then Friends, 

whole 
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wtiofe help or comply he now Valcw’d not , he defied I 
to be known, only for t^ic Soldans Slave, and for Mafter | 
of the reft. He plotted the Deftruftion of the great 
Ones on publick pretenfions , a;jif he aim’d that two 
only were to Govern, till .the Moors^ wearied of fo bafe 
a patience, began publickly to complain and difturb 
the Soldans inclinations to favour Coge-Sefar ^ they 
very feelingly acquainted him with their grievances, 
faying, they might now be very well excuso from’ let- 
ting out Galleys againft the Chrifiiaus^ if their Slaves 
were to be made their Matters , when 7 url^s of the beft 
quality were by the fo cruelly usd, as to go 

up and down Ital^ and Spam dragging their Chains 
after ’em , and had their Faces ftigmatisd with infa- 
moils Lexers,. in token of their Captivity, tkat .*twas not 
to be born for fo many great Bafbaws to receive Laws 
from a delpicablc Slave} tliat, though everyday they 
with their eyes law their own Outrages, they could not 
diigeft thole which were offered to their Prophet, by 
a vile, irreverent and hjiughty not. fo much 

as going into their Mo^ues}. that., now nothing more 
was to be done then the letting up Crofles in the ftreets 
of Crfiro, and commanding dm to be ador’d. . 

5 . Thcfe things were (aid with fo much freedome, 
as they look’t more like conlpiracy then complaint, and 
with particular grievances involving the caule of Reli- 
gion , C which ordinarily carries with it, its own Jufti« 
fication, and the afteS;ions of the People J were wil- 
lingly liftned to by the Soldan , who put CogeSofar out 
of his Office, with command to change hb Religion } 
fo frail do even the greateft Favourites find their Princes 
favour. 

6. CogeSofar feeing himlelf falln , put on agahl his 
firft Humility, and thole Artifices thenecefficy of the 
times taught him , and having now only the name and 
memoryofaChriftian, ealily chang'd , for the Poyfor 
of theAlcoratty Evangelical Salvation, quitting the name 

. given him in ^ptifm for that of Cogi^ofar , by whief 
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we before hand call’d him, not knowing the fir A he had. 
C&ge»Sofar being a Mahomitafij began to winn iippn the 
Mow/ in their confidence in him ; healing by gifts the 
hatred of thofc who envy’d him ; by his new Apoftacy, 
(by which he Cancel’d the liifpition of his fidelity) 
the malice of the people ; carrying on his defigns with a 
more fly ambition, which made him more affable to his 
Enemies then to Strangers i but knowing the Soldans 
Ficklcnefs, fearing too a fecond complaint, not reckon- 
* ing on reconeiKd favour as fecure. He treacheroufly one 
night Kiird his mortal enemy Kox Solymau and his 
Son , and putting together all the Jewels and Money 
he could, went away fecretly for the Service of the King 
oi Cambay of whole Grandeunand Liberality he had 
had full information , and how he valcw d Strangers, 
thole efpecially who had any experience in the Warrs 
and Policy of Europe j the fuccels anfwered his fore- 
caft, for in a littjc time, cither by his Fortune or Indu. 
duflry, he came almoft to engro& Badurs favour, being 
his Companion in hisVidories andLofles, being in the 
lafi which befell him at his Death. So that now grown 
by the King’s bounty , to be in Power and Authority 
the greateft Subjedf, holding alio with Mabumed Heir 
of the Crown the fame repute , for the realons we have 
already related, and to deferve the favour of the new 
Prince , by the love and fidelity he Ihew’d to the Albes 
of him who was Dead, he urg’d him to revenge Badur's 
Death 5 'tis reported, that he Ipoke to this purpofe be- 
fore the King and Nobility of Camhaya, 

7. The favours which for ten years 1 receiv’d of 
Suhan Badur ( for which thole abroad admired bis 
“Grandeur, thofe at home envy'd my Fortune ) arc 
“ known to every one. He caft his Eyes upon me, and 
“ like a Vapour rais’d ml from the gtound, preferring

8. Coge-Sofars Arguments were, for the Odioufnefs 
of the caufe, and the Authority of his Perfon, wdl ap.. 
provd of - The King , after magnifying his Loyalty, 
commits to him ( as to one who out- went all the reft 1 to 
in his Zeal, and Condudf J the defign : He immediately 
quickens the preparations by diverfc meflages to the 
Neighbouring Kings , putting them in mind of the Af- 
ftons had been put upon ’em , and offering them his 
Princes arms in favour of their grievances. He difpach’t 
Embaffadours to Conftantimple , inviting the to 
i redeem the credit of his Arms by beating the Fortnguefe 
out of india , a thing which as much concern’d their 
Religion, as Policy j He made wayforihc Succour he 
ask't of him , with a prcfeiit of Co great Value, as’twas 
more likely to ftirr up the againft his 
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Riches , then that he (houid fend him Auxiliary Forces 
to maintain ’em. 

9. Dom John Mafearenhas was then Commander in 
chief in Dw, great by his Birth in fortugall^ by his Vir- 
tue, in the Eafi , a man who deferv'd as well from his 
Fame, as Fortune : He, by private intelligence know- 
ingCoge-Sofar's defigns , ai d that all his preparations 
threatned that Fortrefs, writ what advife he had to Dom 
John de Caftro , and that he wanted Men, Ammunition, 
and other neceflaries j negledts which fo many years 
peace wink’t at; or, ’twas perhaps, that our men 
thought themfclves fecure , by the reputation of the 
former Victory • he added too, that the Soldan s Levies 
were very forward, and the Enemy near , and that Win- 
ter would Qiortly come , which would fhut out all 
Relief 

10. When Dom John de Caftro receiv’d thisadvilc, 
he had already fent two hundred Souldiers to the For- 
trefs , under the Commands of Dom John, and Dom 
Pedto deAlmeyda, Sons to Dom Lopo de Almeyda j the 
other Commanders were Gil Continho, and Luis de Soufa 
Son to the High Chancellor of the Kingdome. And 
that he might know the condition of the Enemy , He 
dfpatch’t two Envoys , ( experienc*t in the Coaft and 
In-land oiCambaya ) with Letters to Soldan Mahamud, 
in which he told him the advice he had, of the Levies, 
and preparations he had made, of which, he hop' t, for 
an account from him, becaule like a Friend he would 
accompany him in hisdehgn, which he could at prefenc 
very eafily do , having ready at Sea a very ftrong Fleet, 
and in the Fortrefs of Dio ftout Souldiers with an Over, 
plus of Provifion , who had much rather enrich them- 
felvcswith thcfpoilsof VVarr, then be at the pittance ; 
of an idle Peace ; He charg’d too thofe he fent cun- 
ningly to obfbrve the Enemies Forces, what Auxiliaries 
he had, and what the people laid, that fo by that, they 
might Dive into the bottom of the defign. But whilft 
our Envoys are fetting Sail , we will forbear fjpeaking 

about 
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about the bufincfs of Cambaya , to make room for the 
fuccefles in the Mohicco\ whicii depend on this Govern, 
ment. : 

1 1 . The MoIhccos were many years under the obe- 
dience of out Laws , Difeovered and Conquer’d by the 
Arms of this Crown^ which were the firft of Europe 
came to thofe Iflands, aflign'd to us by .the partition the 
Pope made 'twixt the Kings of Portugall and Ca^Ue j 
the King Dem Manoel, had on Ij^s fide the right of Arms 
and Laws j thefe Iflands not coming to Fortugall by 
Conqueft only, but by Inheritance. In the time of the 
King Dorn Maaoely the laft and firft of the Name , the 
Church and State equally floqrifti't in thofe Iflands, the 
light of the Golpcl , in the ecclipfe of Paganifm^ flii. 
ning there through his Zeal 5 many Kingdoms receiv’d 
from this fo happy Prince their Religion and Govern- 
ment. This King Oaffi ("baptiz d inG^tf J was 

amongft others King and Lord of the chief Iflands of 
the Moluccas^ who well grounded in the Myfteriesof 
our Faith, returning to Govern and Inftrufi his people, 
Dy'd without any Heir,in Moltucoi^nd out of Gratitude, 
for the benefits receiv’d of this Crown, left, by Solemn 
will , ( Confirm’d by all the Formalities of the Law ) 
the King Dorn John the third , Heir of the King- 
doms of the Moluccas, to be fucceflivciy annexe to the 
Crown of Fortugall. Thefe Iflands firft difeovered with 
Pains, defended with our Blood, and pofleft with lb 
much Right , have we feen parted with (againft the 
opinion of the beft Lawyers and Geographers ) to C<f- 
fitU. 

1 1. The Governour Vom John de Cafiro found in Goa 
Cachil de Aeyro, one of great Power in the Moluccds } 
who had for his Service deferv’d well of the State, and 
was the neareft Ally'd to the Royal blood of the laft 
Prince DomManoely but, by many accidents fo poor, 
as he came to hdia to recommend himfeJf to our Cba- 
rity. The Governour, thinking his misfortunes not 
deferv’d by hb Blood, ( believing too chat the memory 
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of Dur Kings would be more honour'd by giving away, 
then receiving a Kingdome ) invefted him in the Crown 
of the M0luc€t>\ with this caution, that in him, and 
his Pofteriiy', the exercife of the Regality (hould depend 
on fmngdl. Amongft the Kings of India^ lome,made 
fo great a gift a piece of Prodigality, others of Pride, 
but ,all flood amaz’d that we fhould take fb much pains 
for what we gave away fo eafily. 

13. VVhilft this was^oing, things in the Aftf/^ceo’s, 
were not a little diiluro d, by the arrival of three CaUu 
lion Ships, which, falling from their intended courfe,got 
fight of ihofelflands, and, ( to refrefb themfeivcs after 
a Storm at Sea, and carry their Prince more certainty of 
their difeovery ) Landed in the Ifland Tidore 5 I will i 
not relate the Refiftance our men made ’em, bccaufcl 
that hapned under an other Government, and is Writ- 
ten by a better Pens rle*buc juft tell what fell out in 
Dorn John de Cafiro*s time, who Cent Ferttaon de Sonfa 
de Cavora to the Moluccds to diflodge the CaftilianSy 
who , invited by the Plenty and Richnefs of the Soil, 
had a mind to enjoy the Fruits of other mens Labours, 
^and difturb the Peace, and Trade of thofc Iflands , to 
which, by Conqueft and Inheritance, we had a double 
Title. Ruy Lope^de Villalobos^ a man more wary then 
Vaiiant*was Commander of the Cafiilians , he had 
proudly boafted of the ftrength of the Emperour Charls 
the Fifth his Maftcr, and, of the advantage, which 
from his Friendlhip thofe Fagan Kings might receive in 
their Warrs and Trade , had too handled the report of 
us with a great deal of Di/paragement 5 and, ( things 
hop’t for, being in the opinion of men, greater then 
thofe at prefent J fomc of the Iflands liftned to the 
Cafiilian, pleading for it, cither Height or forgotten 
Grievances. 

14. Fernaon de Soufay fent by the Governour, arriv’d 

about this time at MaluccOy who upon information, how 
things flood, by Jurdaon de Freitas , Commander in 
chief of the Fortreft) perceiv’d the Cafiilianj party grew 
greater, 
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greater , in hopes of Succour and Money promis’d from 
Spain ; As foon as Kuy Lope^ had notice of Fer^ 
naon de Soufds coming , and of the bufinefi he came 
about ( defiring artificially to excufe or delay break- 
ing with us , till the afliftance he hop’t for, came from 
Spain ) he fent to Vifit him, and by a plaufible Letter, goss 
minded him, that they were amongft Pagans, who, that 
they might be their own Mafters, Coveted our falling 
out 5 that we already had Warrs, and Enemies enough 
in India i that we were very few to plant fo great a 
World j that he profer d us his Sword, with that to keep 
the Pagans more in awe j that, as Spaniards they were 
good Souldiers p and as Catholicks they were better 
Friends j that he was to confider, Peace with the Em- 
perourmore concern’d then the Cloves of the 

Malucco j that thole differences betwixt the Sub;e6fs, 
might prove like Mines , which often play a great way 
off' the place they were Spruiig at. 

15. To this Letter, compos’d of and rer^aQiide 

Flatteries, Fernaon de Soufa^ anfwcr was, that be was an- 

but a little man, but as Ihort in his Refolution as his ’ 
Stature j that thofe Iflands were his Mafters the King of 
Portugall j that he was able with the fame Sword which 
got ’em to defend ’em j, that he very well knew him to 
be a Spaniard, and a Catholicl^, but that bcit/gfo, did 
not warrant him to take away his Cloak ; that the 
Emperour would not make Warr with before 

{firft reading in the Chronicles of CafliU, how it far'd 
j with his Prtdeceflbrs j that what he was to do, was, ei- 
ither to embarque for India, or put himfclf with his men 
j into the Fort , thence he would provide him with fafe 
I Shipping for Spain, 

j 16. The Ctf/i/iaw, by this fo peremptory Letter, faw TheC//. 
that FfrnaondeSoufa would not by flow-working Phy- I'm conti- j 
fick Cure the diftemper , and, neither able to refift 
him, nor willing to obey him, writ to him the fecond 
time, for a fufpenfiou of Arms , that they might advife 
their Princes how things flood, and they make an accom- 

modement ,

diligence there (hould be any Blood fhcd, it would lye! 
upon both the Kings to revenge their JSubjcfis injuries 5 j 
that there were betwixt Portngall and CajHle many prc- ! 
tences and grievances which Peace co\’er*dj that he I 
was notdefirous to revive that Fire which was Buried 
in the Aflies of a long Jmefty » that if the Caftilians 
went away with complaints in their Mouths, their own 
injuries might eafily bring them back again j that, 
though broken with the Sea, and their Sufferings , if; 
dalig’d to unreafonablc conditions, their own Gallan- 
try would inlpirit'em, with more vigor then their pre- 
fent ncceffity. ♦ 

17. FernaondeSouft, by the intrigues of this Letter, 
and other intelligence, knowing, that the Cajiilians aim d j 
at doing their buffnefs by delays j anfwef d, that leaving 
off Arguments he (hould prepare to defend his right by 
the Sword. 

f 8. Kuy LopcT, dt ViUalobof , by this anfwcr finding 
himfelf, cither dece^cd or fcorn’d, chofe rather to be 
overcome by realbn, then force , and immediately writ 
to Fmtaon de Soufathit the next day, only with three 
Companions they might meet at Sea, to conclude on 
the terms of Pafege and Shipping he had proffer’d, 
which was accordingly done, Fernaonde Soufa coming 
(rom the Fort in a Boat very richly adorn'd, and ftccr. 
ing to the CafiilianXj who ftaid for him , they Ipent a 
great deal of time in the tedious Ceremonies of con- 
ducing who was to go into the others Boat j the 
Cajtilian went into Fernaon de Smfds , where their Sa- 
lutes and Civilities made way for the bufinefe in hand. 

1 9. Fernaon de Soufa with a great deal of moderation 
infiffedon thercafonsof his pretenfions, which were 
engroft and allow’d of, by the Kings of Portugall and 
, CafiUe^ and Viih\ch Ruy L>ope% de Villalobos to 

fee, our right being his difchargc ; they concluded, that 
within three days the Caplians (hould come into our 
Fwtrefs of lernate, where paffage (hould be provided 
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’em tor India , with liberty to carry away the Goods, 
Commodities, and Arms they had, and that the King of 
! '^idore, of their Faiiion, flioiild continue as before in our 
favour j the Solemnities which ended this agreement 
were a great Banquet, and merrily Drinking their Kings 
healths , a civility they often afi'^rded ’em j Fernaon 
de Saufa ( as the cuftom is in India ) added prefents 
to the entertainment , giving jewels to the Captain 
and his Companions, lo leaving ’em more fa tisfy d with 
their Merchandize, then diipatch, for the pleafantnefs 
of the Cloves made up the Dilgnhs of their recep- 
tion. 

20 Fernaon de Sat fa, having feiu away the Captains, 
return’d to the Fort, very well latbfy’d that he had fo /-ik kcc[s 
much, to the advantage of his own Honour, and the ^ 
State , plaind I’o perplext a bufineis on the third day, 
d the day appointed for the CaUjlians to come to our 
Fort j Fernaon de Soufa made all the Pompous prepa- 
rations he could , to fliew the Pleafure with which he 
expeefed his GucAs, whom he went out to Sea to feck, 
which when Kuy Lope’z, was advis’d of, he fent off a 
Boat from fliore, definng him to put off the bufinefs till 
the next day , for he was then encountring with f me 
difficulties, which from him hefhpuld be acquainted 
with. Fernaon de Soufa, taking this delay to be defign, wbic Fa-. 
and that the Cajiilian kept not touch with him, and 
receiving the mcllage at Sea, commanded his men to hTmcis. ^ 
Row , and with more paffion then prudence went alone 
amongft the Caftiliaaf > Ruy de Lopex, faw it, and with 
a Guard of fourfeore Mufquetiera came to wait for him 
at theSea-fide, whence carrying him to his Lodgings, 
told him what a Tumult had hapned amongft his men, 
iotDomAhnfo Henri^ue%, Captain of a Ship, cloaking 
his own intereft with the zeal of fervkig his Prince, 
refus'd to ftand to the agreement , and had about hhn 
( who upheld his party J his Friends and fbme muti- 
nous Perfons, pofleffmg th^ King of Tiddre and others . 
with extravagant Jealoufics thereby to encreafe his 
I T Faaion,! 
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Fadion , calling his Sedition, Zeal, and the Generals 
moderation, Cowardile , tor delivering up the Arms 
and Banners ot Spain^ which with his Lite he had fworn 
to Defend , and depriving the Emperour of the Com- 
mand of fuch plentiful! Ifland?, and the poor Souldicrs 
of the fruit and reward of fo dangerous a Voyage } that 
the Fortuguefe, a proud Nation, and always Crofs to 
theirs , would Laugh at our fo tame a furrender : But 
that he knew all that bravery to be falfly grounded, for 
, ewas neither the iervice of Cefar, nor the love of Ho- 
nour, which mov'd 'em , but the defire of the Cloves, 
ot winch they had gather’d great quantities, and could 
not truft us, that we would let'em carry to Spain the 
Dcwsof that Commodity, whole worth would pay 'em 
for all the dangers and troubles they had run through. 
Ferna n de Souja and the reft, ( who faid as he did ) 
hearing this, as to that particular , took off their fears, 
and (the Cajiilians gallantry only covering their in te- 
reft ) the next day they rendred themleives at the f ort, 

I forgetting the high words in which they had llantcd. 

2 1. But the noife of Camhayas Arms allows not a 
Digreftion for Ids concernments. Coge-Sofar did ablb- 
lately fuperintend this Warr, the good Event of which j 
he laid partly in his Forces, partly in his Stratagems.' 
Whilft he brought together his Baggage and rupjdies, 
(which for their greatnefs required leveral opportu- 
nities . he writ to Domjobn Mafearenhas, tiiat he was ! 
defirous to take away that Scandal which dilquieted the i 
Peace made betwixt the Soltan and the State , that ! 
with mutual Friendfhip they might enjoy the Fruits of 
fo jvifl an agreement j that we had, by the Articles, a- 
greed a Wall fhould be made 'twixt the f ortrefs and 
thp. City, which was then not done, not to fhew 
any Jcalpufic in fo young.a friendfhip , but now, when 
fo many years Peace bad carry 'd away any unjuft afie- 
diio/a , ’twaa^ftt .to fatisfiethe people who defir'd that 
^FW^tion, as a mark of the Libc^y they liv’d in j that 
when on that jidewe ileightedtbe Wall of the City, 

, twas 
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’twas out of Anger, and the Jiberty of Victory , and the 
Inhabitants could not endure to be every day minded 
of their Ignominy by fo fcornluU a Memorial , that 
when no Symptoms of hatred were in their minds, ’twas 
not w'ell to preferve them in fcattcred ftones j that we 
beifig but grangers in Dw, twas not for us to give Laws 
like Maders; that the Citizens would take it very ill 
that what their Kings allow d ’em , their Neighbours 
fliould take away that we ought from others Subje^fs 
to feck lor Friendfliip, not Obedience ; that the 
had given him that City, which he rclblv’d to enlarge 
with new Inhabitants , who fliould lee that Fortrels was 
not a Bridle, but a Delencc to thole who Liv’d there ^ 
that twas but fit the P^rtuguefe fliould give the people 
all pofllbJe fatisfadion to lecure a Peace founded on 
oppreflion. 

2 2. Dorn Jdlm Mafearenhoi by this Letter perceiv’d 
that Coge^Sofar Ibught for pretences to break, for , to 
permit the Building of the Wall, help’t his defign ; to 
deny it, juftify’d the Wart s whereupon he anfwered 
him , that in lo well grounded a Peace as was 'twixt 
MabuMHct and the State , twould be more fecure to 
(throw down, then go about to build up Walls ^ that 
! the Wail would neither endanger us nor fecure themi 
I that ’t wixt the Fortrels and the City there was an other 
j manner of defence which Guarded it, which was the 
I Loyalty of the Portugnefe 5 that he gave him ;oy of 
his new Seigniory, that he might reckon on the For- 
tuguefe as of his other Subjeds i that what he pro- 
pos d was to be referfd to the Governour of Itielia, 
I who was fctting out a Fleet to come and Vifitthe 
‘Fortrefsj that upon his arrival he would acquaint him 
with his propofition ; and immediately advis’d the 
< 3 ove#hour how things flood, who by the Envoys he 
fent to Camhaya had already a more perfed knowledge 
of the intended Siege , receiving but a dubious anfwer 
from the Soldm , who neither own'd, nor deny’d the 
Adion, unfcafonably repeating paft offences, as if 
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( without difturbing the Peace ) he would commence 
a Warr. 

I 2:^. The Governour , giving himfelf wholly up to 
this bufiiicls , and confidcring the importance ot the 
place, refolv’d for its defence to engage all the ftrengch 
iof the State, without fparing expence, danger, ordiJi. 

; gencc. He very feelingly recommended the iuccouf of 
I Oio to the Cities ot Bacaim and Chanty which were the 
j ncareft to him , putting them in mind of their Honour, 

I Reward, and 1 'uty i in Goa he ordered the providing a 
I great Carvel with Ammunition and Provifion, and two 
hundred and fitty Souldicrs, who finding the Seas high, 
with a great deal of difficulty recovered Bat aim , and 
ftriving to crofs over to Dio^ were by ffrong and con- 
trary Winds lhattered and forc e back. 

24. Coge-Sofar not having his Forces together, fet 
I upon us by other ways. With large gifts, and greater 

promifcs, he bought out the fidelity ot one of our 
bouldiers , that in the dead of the Night he fbould 
either fire the Powder, orpojfon theCiftern, or if he 
could not compa/s eithci of thole defigns, he Ihould 
endeavour, through the Houfc in which he Liv’d ( fit 
for that mifehief by its joyning to the Wall j to let 
the Moors into the Fort, The Souldier being timorous, 
or irrefolv^d, acquainted an intimate of his fa Moor'^ 
with the bufincls, who ( the reward for dilcovering 
Treafons being lurer then for Executing ’em y told 
it to the Commander in chief, he having, by two other 
hands had it , and confidcring how foul the fault was 
j for the example of it, and not fufficiently prov’d for the 
punilbing it , that the Offence deferv'd not pardon, nor 
the Conjun£l:ure allow'd not the punilhment , lent 
away the Souldier with Letters to the Governour, ac- 
quainting him with what proofs he had of the ful^ic^fed 
Treafon, 

25. Dom John Mafearenhas making fiire of a Warr, 
gave order f whilfi a pretended Peace gave Colour to a 
Trade ^ to buy up what Pro vifions were in the City, 
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a card whkii for fopc time •Keptrotf^, 'oriid^’d the ir ^ 
] ^tarvmg ■ for the ^ fecunty 'of commerce '' ' 

I tered , by a Captains coining into the City vvith-^jjvc 
hundred r«r^r, more to dilpofc, then make a J^Vafri 
He brought frcfli Letters for the Commander frOmj 
Coge-Sofar^ in which both warily and carneftk, he preft ; 
the making up of the Wall 3 Pom John M)^carenhas\ 
would nOcnow return any anfwer to ’em, telling tbei 
the granted HO PetitionSj which were 

writ by men with Mufqucts on their Shoulders, That 
day was not the firft ot Warr, being the laft of Peace ; 
for on the next Coge-So/rfr entred with eight thousand ' ''' 
men to begin the Siege, cutting off from us all fuCCour V 
by Land i what was to cxpe^cd by Sea,' the ftorms > * 
of Winter began now to hinders the woift Enemy 
the Fortrefs had. * This being the place where the Por~ -i 
tuguefe a£lcd io great wonders , we will in fliort inform 
you of itsfttuation. 

a6. The Ifland of Dio, renowhd for the Richnefs of its ti 
commerce, deplorable for the ruine of its Inhabitants, 
famous for the report of our Vidorics, lies in a Bay, and 
on a Point , which bounds the Kingdome of Cawhayay 
in the heighth of twenty two degrees Northward. The 
Uatwis do fabuloufly fpeak of the antiquity of its 
Foundation , allowing it a more noble, then cerrain be- 
ginning i keeping the Records in their Traditions for 
[want of writing ; The Port was always the chief Scale 
I of the Bay , frequented by Ships which went to Meccdy 
which Voyage, Religion and Trade make very grate- 
full to the Moors. The City , is by a Channel which 
goes about it , divided from the main Lands tis by 
iptuation ftrong, arid by hdpingout natuie with art, 
is iiuidc more tenable. The Channel which forrbunds 
it, hath, two Outlets , one toward the Northy ^hich 
fballow, and full of Sands is of no ufe ; the other to. 
waiH the Umtb inconvenient too for the Crag^hef^ of 
l|iellocl|s>%iikh.f6tm its it hath on^he ibre.pait of 
theJile aftothd: QhanneLwheiro Ships xn^ and 
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by thb is the beft pai&ge co the City. 'Tis not of that 
figure, de Banos deferibes it of, having been al- 
tered by the dilFercncy of Moors who ha\^c pofieft it, 
each of them Fortifying it a new way, as they were 
taught by their judgment or the variety of Times. 

27. Coge- Sofar came into the Town with eight thou, 
fand men , (' many of 'em lurk^ who ferv’d him for 
Pay ') fixty great Pieces, (’mongft which were eighteen 
Bafilisksj Ammunition and Provifionfor his men, as 
foreseeing the length of the Siege 3 He had too in his 
Camp a thouiand Jam%ariej^ who had more then ordi- 
nary Pay j who , out of their Habituated infolence 
flighted tt*e defign, condemning Cogt\ fear for bringbg 
Forces together , and diflurbmg the Grand Signiors 
\rm3 againfi four pitiful] Chrifiians , defended by a rot- 
ten Wall , againfl whom, neither Honour was to be 
gain'd by Fighting, or Plunder by Conquering. Cege- 
Soiar neither commended , or condemn d the Iwrki 
courage 3 but ( better taught by his fear, or experi- 
ence j look’t upon the Vi&ory as not fo furc j in 
opening his Trenches, planting his Batteries, forming 
his Squadrons, he fliew’d himfeU a Souldier 3 and when 
he was laid down before the Fortrefs made this (hort 
Speech to the 1 nri^r. 

28. “Friends, and Companions, ’tis not my deflgn 
“ to teach you, either, to fear or dcipilc thofe fewP^r- 
“ tHguefe^ whom you fee befleg'd within thofe Walls 3 
“ for chough Souldicrs, yet are they not more then men. 
“ Fortune hath hitherto, bore ’em company, orfcrv'd 
“ 'cm all over the EaH 5 and the Fame of their firft 
“ Viflorics hath hclp’t ’em to the reft. With a few 
“ men they make V Varr upon the whole World . and 
“ by the courfe of things, an Empire ( kept up only in 
“ the Opinion, or by the weaknefi of the Conquer^ ^ 
^'cannot lafl, without Forces; they have icarce fiv6 
“ hundred men in the Fortrefi, moft of whom are Gar« 

rifon Souldicrs^ who of cuftom uie to be the poorefL 
moft ufelefi 3 by Land they can have no refie^ 
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« what is to be had by Sea, the, Winter cuts olF; they 
“ want, by the fecurity of their Peace, or Pride, ( out 
“ of which they defpis’d every thing ) Amtuumtion and 

Provifions : being but few, the fame m«fn muft always 
“be upon that VValJ, not having oneSouldier inre- 
“ferve , to fuppJy an others place; they have not 
“ pioneers to repair the Breaches of our Batteries, and 
“ their Duty amongft fo few muft ncceftarily make 'em 
“ yield j they are infolent upon the Oammage they did 
“ the Grand Signiora Galleys at the fiege of the lame

3 1 . The Govcrnoiir writ a very civil Letter to Pom 
John MafearenhaSy telling him how much greater it was 
on this occafion to be Commander of Dio then Gover- 
iiour of Jndia 'y that he had in that relief Tent him his 
Son Dorn Fernando y that if ever he return'd into the 
Kingdomc, he might amongft the Vanities of his Old 
age tell of his being a Souldier under hiraj that he 
might be confident , all the flrength the State could 
make fliould be ingag'd in the Defence of that For- 
trefs i that there were on thofe Ships many yoitog 
Gentlemen , whofe forwardnefs it behoov'd hiiti to 
temper, becaufc men Bcficg'd were only to ftand upon 
their Defence ; that he had there fent him , as much 
Ammunition as would expe£f a fecond Relief, two En- 
gineers,; and a great many ordinary Work-men -(’wth 
Inftcuments^ and Materials for that purpofe ) to make 
up the Breaches of the Eaemies batteries . In which 
Pom John de CaflroQicvi' d not only the«eal ofapub- 
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lick Miniftcr, but the experience of a Souldicr, by fore- 
feeing their extremities and preventing ’em. 

52. Dom John Mafearetthas had Commanded a 
Bridge ( which went from Saint James i work, lor the ■ 
convenience of the Garrilon over to the other fide 3 to 
be broken down , and the making of a Draw-bridge in 
ftead of it. Saint James his Tower he committed to 
the charge of Alonfo de Bonifacio Clerk of the Cuftom- 
houie, Saint work to Luhde Soufa^ St, John's 

to Cil Coutinho , that which was over the Gate to Anto- 
mo FreirOy and another work of Saint James's which 
commanded the River to Dom John de Almeyda and his 
Brother Dom Pedro de Almeyda^ Saint Georges to Antonio 
Pecanna, the Faiife-bray to John de Vene%»eanoSy and the 
Curtain to Antonio Rodfigue% \ amongit thofe Officers 
he divided one hundred and feventy Souldiers , He and 
thirty more were Supernumerary to help upon occa- 
fions. Dom John with fo few men expelled fo great an 
Army as came againft him j providing with fo much 
fecurity for his Defence, as if the danger was neither 
fear d or unexpe^f ed. He or dered the Ammunition and 
Provifion to be kept very ftriifly, becaufe the hindrance 
of the Weather, and the Enemy, made the receipt of 
anymore uncertain. He fet the Slaves and thofe who 
were not fit to bear Arms , to bring Lances, Powder, 
Stones, and Provifion to the Works, that the Souldiers 
might not be taken up in any thing but Fighting 5 in 
this Work he employ’d too the Children, the Old men, 
and the Women , fo that there was not in the Fortrefs 
Perfon, or Sex idle or unferviceablc , and calling them 
together Upon the Parade of the Fortrefs, hefmilingly 
fpake to em ; j 

jj. “Thofe tHrksy and Janixaries you fee from 
“ hence, are come to winn of us the Honour they loft 
“ in the firft Siege , yet are they not more confiderablc 
“ then thofe who were beaten , nor we Icfs then thofe

54. When the Speech was ended, there was in the

were come to him from C^mbaya , all old Souldiers, 
who made the fuccourmore conlid^able by its quality, 
then number j there came with thefe two of the 
Mogulti Commanders, Perlbns very much Cry d up by 
their own men. The fame day there came in a great 
part of the Nobility from the Court , which at fomc 
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' diftance from the Leaguerc, Lodg’d thcmfclvcs in Rich 
in Tents, with fuch Order , as wanted rothing of the 
Difcipline of Enrope; Our men, by not valuing their : 
Lives, put off the Terrourof fuch great preparations^' 
encouraging one the other by Difcourfes fuitable to the i 
occahon , taking Counfel of their neceflity how to be- 
have themfeivcs. 

eoin 3 5 * The next day ( which was Maunday Thurfday 
in the year i 546.3 there appear’d betimes in the 
Morning near our FortreG afolid work of Earth, with 
its Skit-gates, and in them fome great Pieces, and on top 
of the work a great many Sacks of Cotton, cover’d with 
Raw hides to refift the Fire, a thing, which for the Jittic 
noife and rime it was contriv’d in, much ftarticd our 
men , and did not look like the dt fign of a Confus’d 
and Barbarous multitude, who, wLilft the Siege laftcd, 
(hew’d as much Valour, as Difcipline j they prcfently 
began, with a great deal of fuccefs, to batter our Fort, 
difmounting four of our Gunns, which did the greateft 
Dammageto their Battery.

, and Canoneers, their Battery did no confidcrablieharm, 
only Saint James's Baftion, being the w^eakeft or the 
mofi Batter'd, was open in two places, and the Breaches 
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wide enough to enter upon affaulc i though thole with- 
in defended thcmfelves with Retrenchments, and by 
Night ftole Earth to make up the Breaches. 

58. The Battery continued not without Execution, 
the Wall being in many places open, every where (hat. 
tered, and not a Souldier coufd peep through the Bat- 
tlements , who was not peirc’ t with the Enemies Ar- 
rows, or wounded with their Shot , which was lb thick 
as it appear’d to be a continual Difcharging , Coge-Sofar 
JittJe valuing the (pending Ammunition, or venturing 
Soldiers, as being fufficiently furuilh’t and ftock’t with 
both ; He was too, anfwered by our Gunns from the 
Fottrels, and with more Dammage, for the Moon being 
in multitudes, not a Bullet was (pent in vain. 

3p. The furl^ were earneft to go on upon the 
Aflatilt , bccaufc in many places the Battery had done 
Dammage enough to (bale the Wall, yet did Coge-Sofar 
keep them off’, expeding more Foite, or willing by 
continual Duty and Wounds to abate the height of 
our men , whofc eagerncls he hop*t by flow Fighting to 
tame, and waffe the Forces, Ammunitions, and Patience 
of the Befleged i an Argument not altogether out of 
the way, for the Winter, which had begun furioufly, 
took away the poflilnlity of that fuccour which was I 
neceflary, and wanted from the firffday, for the care- j 
lefnefs of Peace and fuddain invafion of the Enemy had j 
made ours unprovided to endure the weight of that 
Waff, their confidence in that kind being fo extrava- 
gant, that fince the (iege Jntomo da Sylvma held our, 
the place was only kept by tl|e repute of that Vidfory . 
and Dorn John Mafeare^as had no more then forty 
Barrils of Powdf r for Canon, and twenty for Mufquets, 
(barcity of Provifions, as well as of Men , who (aw the 
VVarr before they exp^cd it , the Defendants were 
but two hundred, moft of them Garrifon-Souldicrs, 
who were to have their firft credit by that Siege. 

40. The Captain was not a little troubled at. the 
Statte of things, and the uncertainty of relief, which, it 
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concern’d him as cautioufly to keep from his own as the 
Enemy , neither would he in the beginning of the Siege 
I ftint the Provifion, and Ammunition , feeing, one way, Fct. ! 

i the ill conlequence , the other, the neceflity of doing , 

I it . when the Watch catoe to tell him there appear’d 
nine Sail, which feem’d by their Built to be Ours, the 
tranfpprt of this News brought all the Souldiers on the 
Wall. The diftance , and clofenefs of the Weather ^ ^ r>?c 
made them of diiSerent Opinions, but within an hour f j ^ 
they made the Colours of the Squadron, and prclently af- 
ter the Admiral with the King’s Arms, which by contrary • 

VVinds was working it up towards Fortrefsj they 
all had their Pendants flying, and . ggs of defiance 
in the main top ; they immediately faluted the Towers, 
who return’d them the fame Sea-civility. The Moors 
from the Sliore made man)ra Shot at them whilfl; they 
call Anchor j They firft unladed the Ammunition and 
Provifion , afterwards the Souldiers , and laft of all 
Dom Fernando went on fliore, which was cither the Fa- 
thers advice, or the Sons gallantry. 

41. The Commander in chief, having receiv’d thofe 
Gentlemen as Companions of his Fortune, knowing of 
Q(0h Fernando s coming, went to feek him on Board, and 
met him on the fteps of the Fortrefs as be was coming 
up , he took him in his Arms, and Ipake to him as time Dow Joh, 
and place requir’d , offering him his own Lodging, 
which Dom Fernando would not accept, defiring him to hl^. 
referve that honour till they had Peace-, that for the 
prefent, that part of the works where was the greacefi: 
danger (hould be his Chamber • that his Sleep would 
do him no good, one ftep from the Wall ; Dom John 
Mafearetdms again embrac’t him, wondring, in fp Green 
I years, to meet fo Manly a temper. 

41. There came in the Ships good florc of Powder, 

Arms, and Provifion , with which they might holdout 
the Siege till frcfli Relief j neither did the Governour 
forget to fend Phyfick and Regallos for the Sick and 
Wounded. The Commander fliew’d the Souldiers the 
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Governours Letter, in which ( as^e faid) ^ (ecar’d 
him of his coming , for which he was providing with 
the grcateft diligence and ftrength the State was capa- 
ble of, which put new hearts into thcBeficgcd, and 
I made them look with an other Face upon the cxigen- 
cies and preparations of the Warr, which was like to 
continue. Coge-Sefar receiving every dayfupplies, and 
laying ne w defigns, for which he had from diverfc places 
brought Engineers, who were, by ambition and reward, 
put upon new inventions, which made our men more 
ioilicitbus for the danger they faw not, then for that 
before em. * 

45. The Governour, after having di/patch’t his Son 
Dom Fernando , gave Order for Pioclaiming a Warr 
at Fire and bword againff the K ing of Cambaya , as one 
who was perjur’d, and bad broke the Peace betwixt him 
and the State: this he did with Warlike and* Legal 
folcmnities, thereby to publifh, and^uffifie the motives 
of a Warr, which kept in iufpence the judgments of the 
’whole taH. He writ to the Inhabitants of Bacaim, 
minding them , that as neareft, they were oblig’d to 
fuccour Dw, that other places help t in the States dan- 
ger, they in their own , the Gunns which battered J^ip^ 
(baking the Houles of Bacaimi that he was providing 
CO go raifcthe Siege, and ufe all imaginable Hoftility 
againft Cambaya^ bccaufe the State never hadadefen- 
fjve V Varr with the Kings of the EaB j that he defifd 
’em to be ready to accomp’any him with Ships and Men, 
as was to be expected from fo many Honourable C/ti- 
T^enSy and Loyal Bortugmfe 9 that be left it to them -1 
felves what they would do for the Service, looking that 
every one out of Loyalty and Love to his King, fhould 
I ouc-go his polTibility. 

44. He writ in the fame manner to all thofe places 
from which he could receive any help, finding them 
difpoa’d to the Service, and for that to the fpending their 
Eflatea : an happine^ which we. muff reckon upon as 
I peculiar in hia Government , as on diverie occafions 
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the Hiftory will Shew. He fell upon providing the Fleet 
with a great deal of earncftncfs , and finding the State 
too poor for fuch an expence, ask’t great fumms of the 
Merchants upon his word { which was the Gold and 
Diamonds he only laid up ^ a Pawn on which all men 
of Trading ofiei’d him what they had j 1 know not if 
now amongft men of Power Eftates of that nat»’re go 
currant for fo much. He ordered publick and private 
Prayers to he made , befieching God, fince t’was his 
own, to proted the caule of the Faithful!, relying more 
upon Sacrifice, then Arms j his ordinary difeourfe was 
with Experienc e men about the bufiuefsof Dio ^ and 
was more inclin'd by the reafon, then the autlk)rity of 
the Votes. 

4^. Our Arms in Dw did not grow rufty. The Com. 
mandcr having advice that there was expefted to be 
put into the Army a great Caravan of Provifions, which 
were to be Laden on the Coaft bctvvixt Balfar and 
Damaon , upon it fenc forth the Sea-Commander 
Jacome Leyte with three Ships, to lye about the Ifland 
Dos Mortos , who by Night getting over the Barr and 
Sailing along the Shore, took by it a great many Vef- 
fels which came to furnifii the Army, he put the Moors , 
to the Sword except foine he kept to hang at the Tards ' 
Arms when he came over the Barr ; which he did, pre- 
fenting the Army with a Lamentable fight , who had 
too the Confirmation of wl^ had paft by the Fire they 
law burning the Veficls , tW Qfovifions were brought 
into the Fortrcl’s, which were what they then mod 
wanted. 

46. Coge-Sofar had already loft a great many men, 

I without lecing the Fortrefs or minds of the Bcfieged 
(haken to flatter his hopes of getting it. Our men 
walk't upon the Wall with wanton Ornaments and 
Feathers, to fticw their pleafure in, or contempt of the 
V Varr they were engag'd in, Coge-Sofar^ feeing us with 
fo inconfidefablc a ftrength Matters at Sea , and that 
the Provifions his Army had came by ftealth or in 
I Z danger, 
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I danger, ordered the fetting out a Fleet from Surrate^ 
which met with three Ships of ours coming from Ba^ 
cam and Chaul to furniih the Fortrcfe ; the Fortuguafa 
fought very defperately , but by the Odds of their 
ftrength, moft ot them Dy’d, who lold their Life at fuch 
a rate, that the M>tors had no caufc to re;oyce in either 
the Prize or Vi^ory. Dom Fernando de Cafiro ask't 
leave of the Gommander in Chief to go with fome 
Ships to their help , which he did not grant, knowing 
'twould be labour loft , tor the Enemy ftole out and 
prefently retir’d. 

I 47. Dom Jvhtt Mafeareahas thought of advifing the 
|King b|r Land how things were with him ; there was 
tit for that puipofc an Jimemany skill d in the Language 
and Cuftoms ot the Moors ; he was tent away in a light 
brigantine^ which was to fet him on ftiore on the Coaft 
of For , thence in a Jogues cloaths ( which is amongft 
them a Religious and poor Habit ) he was to go to 
Cinde^ and from thence to Ormus with Letters to the 
Captain : He travel! d in the company of iome. Bafora . 
Merchants , who by the River Euphrates carry ’d him to 
Babylon , where he was to ftay for the Caravans to go 
over the deferts of Jrabia. 
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48 Coge-Sofar cairy'd on his works with no left 
danger then toil , and with fo Cruel and Barbarous a 
rclblutencfs, that he us'd the Bodies of thofe Pioneers 
our men Kill'd, for Blliim up the Ditch j uGng fo in- 
human a Difcipline^ t|> wver perhaps the loft which 
now began to be known in the Army, though made up j 
by daily Reliefs which continually fill’d the Camp. | 
Coge^Sofar , where the advantage was moft, planted 
fixty great Pieces , of which there were Bafilisk^s^ 
Salvages^ Eagles and Cantellsy, befidcs left Gunns which 
exceeded that number ^ He fecur’d the five works he 
had rais'd with new Walls, and covered the Pioneers 
with crooked Travefesof fo many windings that our 
Guns could not come at ’em ; The Moors by this means

(b Solemniz’d with repeated Vollees, was to welcome 
thofc Turl{s they look’c for j Dottt yohn Mafearenhas 
prelcntly commanded Fermon Cavalho Commander of 
i the Fort next the Sea, to let out a little Boat to know 
j what paft amongft the Enemy , the Spies he had in 
;thc Camp , being either Treacherous, or Difeovered ^ 
i which was done that very Night , and a hloor brought 


jus, who told us of the Sultans coming , C»ge^Sofats 
.promifes, and the confidence they had of their dengn. 
;Thc Commander freed theM^xir, and bid him from 
him defire the King of Cambay a to ftay in the Army , for 
he hop*t to come and Vifit him in his quarters. The 
Mtfiir rejoye’t at his Liberty , and wondred at th® 
.Captains anfwcr j being brought before Mahnurndy and 
lepeacing the Captains words, he told him, the For- 
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^tugnefe had their Fort thrown down , and their Hearts

I 51. Cogt-Sofar commanded they (hould continue 
Battering, and bid Simeon Feo ( one of ours whom he 
I had againft the Law of Arms detain’d Prifoncr ^ tell 
Dom^ohn Mafearenhasj that he wondredto feejiimfo 
pent up, without Sallying out to Fight in the Field, 
as did the brave Cavalliei Antonio da iiyl^vtira , that his 
adions very much difagreed with his words j our men 
anfwered the mtflage with Bullets from the Wall j the 
Battery laficd five hours, not without doing a great deal 
of Dammage to the Buildings , which were tottering 
I before j yet our Shot return’d it with more lofs, and 
! better fortune , for a Bullet at randeme kill d a Moor in 
I the Sultan's Tent, as he was difcourfing with him j and 
j the Eaftcrn Moors creduloufly addiuteci to Otuem , the 
King looking upon what had hapned, as a warning of 
fomemifchict which was coming f perhaps diiUmbling 
j his fear by his Superftition ) immcuiately went out of 
I the field , leaving behind him Ju%arcaon, a ftout^- 
bejpne, who in the Mogulh Wans ferv’d againft Sultan 
\Mabumed^ and now as a Souldier of fortune, was by 
fome advantages perfwaded to take pay in this Warr. 

5 2. The King, having left the Tents, ftouter in Peace

hard by him, he fcrupicd to fet upon ’em , becauie to 
carry off two was impoflible, to fight with 'cm incon- 
venient. 
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|venicnt, but advifing with the occafion, he.|Cnock*t 
; down one of ’em with his Lance, and clofing with the 
[other (who by Crying out biting and ftrugling defen- I 
ded himfcif ) carry’d him to the Gates of the Fortreft, 
where he found the Corps of Guard, who with Praifes 
and Envy, brought him and his Prifoner to the Captain. 

1 will now relate a Circumftance greater then the; 
adion , Diogo de Anaya had borrow’d a Head-piece of a 
Souldier, and miiHng it when he was in the Fortrei\ 
thinking he had loft it in ftriving and clofing with the 
Moor , went by the fame Cord down the Wall, and 
looking it in the fight of an incenft Army, found it, and 
brought it back^ not lefsralh then fortunate. 

55. By the News the M>m brought, the Captain 
knew, that CogoSofar and Ju%arcaoH ^ this ftout, the 
other defperate, had both mutually Vow’d to Mahomet\ 
to take l3w, or perifli in the defign > that, if they could | 
not brook us when vvevvere Friends, they Ihould not I 
endure us when Conquerours. By their continual | 
Battering many of their great Gunsburft, inftcad ofj 
which they fitted others, (hooting impetuoufly againft i 
Saint Johns, Saint Ihomas, and Saint James s Balbons, | 
Commanded by Dom Johnde Jlmoyda^ Lovis de S&nfa^ .. 
and Gil Coutitdso, who (lept always in their Armour , in I 
danger conftart, unwearied in duty. i 

54. Saint Jameses Baftioj was the weakeli and inoft 
battered, and the T«r^/ in that fought with our men 
upon very little difad vantage. There was not in the 
i Fortrels Parapet or Battlement which was not thrown 
down , and from Saint Johns to James s Baftion 
ail the Ciyrtain was open, which made the duty of the 
Day be feconded by the labour of the Night , it being 
Inot poflible, yet neceflary (or lb few Defendants,* fo 
i broken, to repair in a lew hours the ruins of a Fortrefs 
Ifo every where Battered , yet did they unanimoufly 
|betake themfelves to that Labour, they could neither 
imafter or excufe. 

55. The Women of the Foitrefs help’t to bring Ma- 
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tcrials for the making up the Breaches , going without I 
any fear upon the Wall, Bumbling at Lances, Swords, 
and Bullets, maftring their Nature and Sex, as if they 
wore men’s hearts in a difguiie : fome there were who 
put on Arms and brav’d the Enemy, running from their 
I Needle to a Lance , from their Couch to the Wall > | 
of all the reft Jfabell Fernande% deferv’d the greateft 
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glory , whom ( inftead of Prailes to honour her Me- 
mory 3 our VVriters call the Old woman of Dio , fa- 
mous by this name in the Annals and Memorials of the 
Eaf. This great Matron fpent part of her Eftatc in 
Junkets and Regallos , with which in the heat of the 
dilputc (he fed the Souldiers, animating 'em ( with Ar. 
guments above the courage and judgment of a Wo- 
man ) to defend them/eives by Fighting. This diligence 
of the Matrons ( which readily and feafonably put 
'cm upon anything, were it fervile, or hazardous) was 
in fine a lightning their Labour, and an example in 
Dangers. 

56. Cogi'-Sofar , feeing that the mifehief his Arms 
didby Day our induftry repair'd by Night, contriv’d a 
defign more fubtil in the laying of it, then ufefull by 
thewceefs. Againft Saint Tbomas sworky ( which by its 


make and place lay moft obnoxious^ he refolv'd to 
caft UD an other which ffiould eaual or command it J 


caft up an other which ffiould equal or command it, 
that by Battering it from ^ove he might thrbw down 
the Battlements, ib hindring the Ckfendants from Fight, 
ing, and from making up their Breaches by night, his 
Guns being fo Levcll'd by day as to be fure of their | 
aim. He prefcntly ordered whole mountains of Earth, i 
and bruffi Fagotts to be brought to fill up t^c Ditch, 
and ftrengthned the Counterfearp with bodies of 
grclt Trees, to keep up the Earth. The multitude of 
Pioneers who were in the Camp made up an other 
Army, who without fear or time carry'd on the work. 
In the interim the Guns from our work plaid to the 
great lofsof the Enemy, for the Work-men being foj 
chick and expos'd, not one Shot ftom thcFortreft was 
loft» 57, 
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57. Cogi-Sofar, confidering the greatneisc^f the lofs^ 
gave order they fliould work by Night, when our flioot- 
ting being without aim and at Rovers the Execution 
would be lefs , commanding them to make the mod 
Noife, where they Work't lead , that our Canoneers 
led by their Ear, might point their Ordnance as the 
Sounds and Ecchos reach't them. This was known to 
Dorn John Mafearenhas , who fill d the Fortrefs with 
Lights that the Pioneers who work’t on the dcurity 
of the Night , might be expos’ d to the fame danger as 
by day j but Cogn Sofar ( who had learn t Experience 
in the Warrs of Europe ) gave order for the making of 
crooked and cover’d Trenches, by which the Moors 
more fecu rely went on with the railing their Fort, and 
we vainly to our lofs Ipcnt dore of our Bullets. 

58. The Captain was not a little troubled at it, for 
if that work went forward there would not be any fo- 
cure place in the Fortrels , the Enemies Canon com- 
manding our Fortifications • fo that between the Be- 
fiegers and Beficg’d there would be no advantage of 
place , and that of numbers the Moors had eminently 
above us. Upon debate of the matter in Counfel every 
one knew the danger, none the remedy. Some, with 
more Courage then Prudence, were for our mens Sally- 
ing forth with apparent danger to interrupt their 
work, not confidering the hazard they run upon, to be 
greater then that they freed therafelves from j but few 
confenced to this advice , yet none could give other. 

I Some Sallies ours made but to little purpofe , for the 
Numbers andVigilancy of the Enemy fecur’d with a 
great Guard the Pods of the Work-men. But in great 
Straights danger being ufually the bed Counfellour, 
Dorn John Mafearenhas bethought himfelf of an cminen - 1 
cy in the Fortrefs, which was higher then Saint Thomas s \ 
Fort, from whence our Guns might play 1 here he made 
fome Pieces be planted, which did fo lucky Execution, 
as in a few days they beat down that Machine , which 
in its raifing and falling cod the Blood of thofe who 
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Built it. ^But this Hydra being of fo many Heads, with 
the fame ruins Coge-Sofar ict upon the filling up the 
Ditch , which was eafier for him, being a Work that 
needed neither meafure, defign, or fore-caft, 

59. Two thoufand Fioneers began with the mate- 
rials of the Fort to fill up the Ditch , and whilfi; 'twas 
doing a great body from the Army with Darts, Arrows, 
and Mufquet-ftiot , kept our men from coming to the 
Wall. The work increaftas did the danger of the Be. 
fieged , for the Fortrefi being ruin d above, the plain 
ground with but little raifing would be equal to the 
\Wall. The Captain laid about to frullrate his defign, 
and being irrefolv’d how , fome Old men ( brought up 
in the Fort r els ^ told him that by their quarters there 
was a Sally-port in the Wall, which length of time] 
had covered with loofe Earth ; that, by that, without j 
any danger , and with a great deal of cafe, might be 
ftole away the Earth they brought to fill up the Ditch. 
The neceflity demanded fpcedy Execution , the Cap- 
tain commanded men to Digg, and found a Sally-port 
fit for hispurpole. Our men Sallied out in the Night, 
^ and ftole the Kubbifh which was undermoft , leaving a 
2' hollow fuperficies which covered the hollowncfi, folid 
Itn appearance to the Enemies, and as the ground was 
'expos’d to the violence of the Weather it funk of it 
felf, with the fall of all that imaginary Superftrudfure 
in fight of the Enemy. 

do. Coge-Sofar had prelently intelligence of the way j 
we took to delude that which coft him fo much pains, j 
and coming to that place ( out of impatience to fee 
all his defigns Counterplotted J there came out of the 
Fortrels a Bullet ftiot at randome which took off his 
^ '■jHead, in the middle of a Squadron of Tur^i. There 
j was in the Army a general reientment for the loft of fo 
great a Souldier. Our men faw them with inarticulate 
Lamentations, and drag’d Colours bury the Body, with 
all the Military and Ciyil ceremony the vanity of VVarr 
could teach ^em : His Son Rumecaon fwore prefently by 
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the Blood of his Father, to be reveng'd of it , grief and 
anger being amongft them the laft Sacrifice offer’d to 
their Dead. 

6 1. Rumecaon fucceeded hb Father in his Enmity, p.umccMn 
and Charge, carrying on the Warr with the Obligation 

of a General, and Rcfcntmsnt of a Son , engaged both 
by his grief and office. He commanded the filling up 
the Ditch ffiould in fix feveral places be gone on with, 
the Army being hourly furniffi’t with Pioneers, Provi- 
fions, Munition, and Souldiers, and the work every 
where rifing , which Rumecaon haftned on, as a difpo- 
fition to a general afiault ; by comparing defigns, he too 
bethought hiiiiielt to go on with contrivances that hb 
Father had begun j He made fix cover’d approaches, 
all which ended at the Sally-port of our Fortrefs, by 
which ours had tane away the Earth, thefe met upon a 
wooden Bridge, which we had made there, out of de- 
fign under it to fical the Earth ; upon this they were 
making the Fabrick we Ipakeof, charging the Bridge 
with Stones and Timber, ot inch a bigneis as the weight 
funk it , and it prefcntly fell to the ground with the lofs 
of thofe who were at work under it. The Commander 
feeing this , ordered the (butting up of the Sally-port, 
the ufc of it being tane away, and to avoid any fuddain 
invafion of the Enemy , who without any interruption 
work’t on j while we were Hammering out, any Plot, 
or open Force to defeat lo dangerous a Fabrick , on 
confidence of which, the Moors ( by their Feftivals and 
Shouting^ fcem'd already rather to enjoy then expeft 
theViftory. 

62. Thofe cares were fcconded by others of nolefs 
weight, for there were not now in the Fortrefs two 
hundred Fighting men , lomc being wore out by Duty, 
others by Sickncls, and Wounds, and had more need of 
recovering their firength , then expofing it in fecond 
dangers, Amongft the common Souldiers diftruft made 
way for fear ; Provifion, and Ammunition were fcarce 5

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relief 5 for, cither to fend for’t or receive it, the Seafon j 
was not convenient. 

53. Johw Cee/ho was Vicar ol the Fortrefs , who had 
' befides the Virtues of Priefthood rciolution enough to 
go upon any danger j He offered himlelf to the Com - 1 
[ inand,^(^ which was very acceptable to him ) in Ipight 1 
of ftorms to venture to Sea , and touching at Bacainty | 
©r Chml-, as an Eyc-witneft to acquaint the Comman- j 
decs how things /food , thence too^ by Corners over j 
Land to give the Governour intelligence, promifing on j 
his Habit to return with the firft news to Dio as a faith- ! 
tuU Companion of their Fortunes. The Commander ; 
presently provided him a Catch with twelve Mariners, i 
where wee I leave him wraftling with the Waves, till 
we are to give an account of the iiicccfs or /bltoutandl 
pious a V oyage, ! 

64* The Moors by force work t in (illing up the 
Ditch , imperious and cruel Kumecaon commanding 
them to Dye, or continue Working j for their reward, 
receiving in the very ad, a mifcrable Grave, They at 
laffcame to lay the Ditch plain, and againft G /7 Cou- 
works where it could not be filTd, they laid crofs 
great Mafts , with planks faftned to^cm, which they 
made ufe of for a Bridge, under that to ruine the Wall, 
which our Guns could not hinder ’em in, for they were 
cover’d. 

65- Dom John Mafearenhas immediately ordered 
great Chains , to throw them from the V Vall on the 
Bridge , there hung at ’em Sacks of ihreds dipt in Gun- 
powder , Salt.pJeter, and other Combuftible matter, 
which being thrown, fir'd fo violently on the Bridge, as 
prcfently to ruine it. Kumecaon came to make good the 
work with new Planks , more VVork.men, and Soul- 
diers , the/e defended the place, the others continued 
Labouring 5 which our men endeavoured to interrupt

66. Kumecaon^ by the few Defendants who fupply’d i>ir | on,i. n 
the Polls, knowing how tlie cale flood with us, had a 
mind to found our Inclinations, believing in fo dangc- 
rous a Conjundure, Rcaibn and Nature would teach us 
not to throwaway our Lives. At the beginning of the 
Night, thofe on Saint James’s work heard one calling 
to the Watch in PortHgnefe^ laying, he was Simaon Feo, 
who upon fome extraordinary bufinefs would fpeak naory oi 
with the Commander in chiefs Dom John Mafearenhas ‘ D;c. * 
had prefcntly notice of it, and entring into difcouife 
with the Souldier, he told him, that he was Sim wn Feoy 
fent by Humecaon^ who had a mind, out of his atfc£lion ' 
to the Courage of lo great Souldiers, to {live then 
Lives, they now defperately defended ; that they faw 
the Fortrels every where Ruin’d, the greateft part of j 
tile Souldiers fick, or VVounded, without any hope of 
relief , in want of Provifions and Ammunition 5 that 
we fliould not by pcrifliing obflinately, diferedit by the 
ralhnels of a few, the greatnefs of our Aciioiis j that 
vve would give up our felves, he defiring for his ownj 
glory to keep alive fo brave Fncmies ; that he vvOuId ! 
give us all Honourable terms, leaving us the difpofai of 
lourEltates, andihips for ourpaffage, which if vve ac- 
cepted nor, vve were to look to endure the rigour of 
V Varr , and that Licentioufnefs which in Onflaughtsis 
Authoriz’d by Indignation and Viilory. Dom John 
Mafearenhas anfwcrcd him, that the Fortrels the Portu- 
guefe kept i.ceded no Walls j that in the open Field 
they would defend it againft the llrength of the whole 
World i that on thclirll alTauIt he Ihould learn this 
truth , that he ought to bethink himfelf of lending to

the year i 546^ the Enemies Army at the Dawning, 
being feen round the Fortrcls Ju’^^arcaoit 
hundred choilc men fell upon Saint Johns work , Com-j 
manded by Luis de Soufa, with whom were Dom Fer- 
nando de CaJIro^ SebaUion deS'a^ Diogo de Feynofo^ Pero 
LopeT^ de Soufa^ Diogo da Syl^ua, /J/itonio da Cunba , and 
other Gentlemen and Souldiers not palling thirty g 
Thefe with fo much Bravery expelled the firft Ihock of

The Women 
came to their help with Arms, and Powder , putting on 
that Courage which was rather fcalbnable then natu- 
ral 5 Ibme of 'em with Rcgallos and Drinks put Life 
into the Souldiers, and not able to fliow their own 
ftrength, did cncreafe it in others 5 there were of them, 
who animated cm with Speeches , deferving to have 
had in fo great hearts the iorce of men j and amongft 
the a^iions of this Siege we fliall relate theirs asmoft 
unufual, if not as thegieatefl:. There was feen at the 
foot of the work a Mountain of Dead bodies , fbme 
with their Wounds bleedings others burnt with the 
Fire j fome at their laft Galp, twixt anger and griefj 
cry’d for Vengeance ; fometimes too it hapned, that 
thofe who went to Vindicate 'em Dy’d firft. Our men 
that day did wonders , which were more eafily feen by 
their fuccefs, then they can be by Writing ^ fbr in par- 
ticularizing accidents the truth is uncertain, raoft of all 
in the chances of Warr , where anger, tear, and other 
paftions fo captivate the judgment, that each particular 
man can hardly be a faithfull Hiftorian ol his own 
jAfftions. 

I 69. Dom Fernando de Cajiro that day gave proof of a 
i Courage befitting his Birth, and above his Years. Seba- 
Ijtian deSa left us a famous memory of his Valour, till 
{having his Knee ftiot through with a poyfon’d Arrow, 
'and falling down for Dead, not being able to maintain 
I the Fight, he would not forfake it j He was at laft by 
ihisCamrades, full of grief and envy, carry’d oB] having 
before fufikicntly reveng’d his Blood, on the Enemy. 
Every one in fine behav’d hihifclf fo Stoutly , aithac 
one day was enough to make 'cm Souldiers. After 
Fighting two hours they feem'd but to begin the aflault, 
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KumtcMtt carrying himfclf as if in one day he intended 
to make an end of the V Varr. He commanded every 
Nation to Fight by themfelves, cither the more to Spurr 
’em on by Emulation, or that they might better oblcrve 
Orders i he himfcJi, Commanding and Fighting, by his 
Voice, and Example madefem iiand to’t, and not glut- ! 
ted with the blood he law fpilt, Prais'd the forwardeft, 
and Vilily’d the backward'ft , carrying out ’midH the 
horrour of Arms, his anger with prudence.

many days come to Blows with us , his experience 
king him more Cautious or Cowardly j He now and 
then fact the Fortrefs with fome inconsiderable Pi. 
i^ucering, to fliake us with continual Alarums, or by our 
taking our Pofts, to obferve the inclinations of our 
minds ; yet did he not leave off Battering, intending by 
. a long Siege to weaken us : but the Camp daily encrea. ] 

fing with new Kecruits , and the Sultan declaring his 
concernment for this Warr, Rumecaonic£oWd to giwt 
the Fortrefs the fecond aflault. 

7 2. And confidcring the lofs he had receiv’d, though 
Fighting with fo much advantage of numbers, he 
look’t upon the llaughter of his men as having higher 
Caufes, tor which ’ twas fit to appeafe the Prophet.

Idilpos’d what was necelfary for their defence ; Day- 
I light was hardly broke when the Enemy appear’d before 
the Fortrefs with Clamours and doleful] Noifes , which 
by the founding of Warlike inftruments were in the 
filenceof the Night made more Dreadfull > The Army 
came up divided into three Squadrons, and had carry'd 
before ’em (' amongft the reft ) a Bai ner in wiiich was 
the Image of their Prophet , that both Religion and j 
their King’s honour might animate them ; at liie lamc| 
time they fell upon Saint Johns and Saint Thomases work, 
and Antonio Fecanba s Guard with fo much fury as they 
neither fa vv or fear'd danger, but w'cre by ours fore- 
ceivdj as they w'cre withiiiore hafic force back, then 
they came in to thcOnlct , many falling down Dead, 
jinoft of ’em Woundal, and others burnt by Fire.

the Fortrels, which hit him on the Brcaft, and paft 
through him he fell down Dead j And heinga Perfon ju^arcaon*s

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86. Dorn John de CaUro was at that time very SolU. 
citous how things went at Pig , becaufe the Winter 
kept him from having any News, or fending any Relief j 
yet did he, without Iparing Coft or Danger, even under 
the Waves, fuccour it, (when moft ftreightned) with 
Men and Ammunition , as will be immediately feen by 
the Hiftory. He had f with an intention to go in Per- 
fontoraiie the Siege at Dio ) made march the whole 
hrength of India , and the fuccefs feem’d as it would 
anfwer the defign, for the Kings of jhjfdia made him very 
honourable Ofters, and the Gentidnen and Souldiers 
presented thcmfelvch without Pay or Reward. 

87. About that time, which was the beginning of 
y«/y, arriv’d at the Barr of Goa, the Ship, Holy Ghoft^ 
Captain, Diogo Kehello, fhe had been of the Governours 
Coiifcrve, and by bad weather had VVintred in Meliade, 
and though flic came with fome of her men Sick, the 
Air of the Land, the Governours care* and the excefs 
of joy for the bufinefs of Dio, made them in a little 
time recover their health j Dom John de Cafiro was 
glad of fo feafonabic a Relief to cncreafe the Fleet ; 
yet came no News from the Fortrefs, which the people 
conftrued to be an Argument of fome ill fuccefs 5 when 
arriv’d the Letters lent by the Vicar , by which the 
Governour under (food, the ftraightnefs of the Siege, 
the ftrength of the Enemy, and the want Ours were 
in of Men and Provifions, and the time rather requiring 
Execution then Counfel, herefolv’dvvith part of the 
Fleet to fend away his Son Dom Alvaro de Caftro, againfl: 
the opinion of the Mariners , who in the beginning of 
the Winter counted the attempt too hazardous. Yet 
Dom John de Caftro would not be Over-rul’d , by the 
love ot a Son, or the apprehenfions of the Seafbn, but 
rcfolvd upon fending Relief; which being known by 
the Souldiers, and Gentlemen, they came to offer them- 
felves , even thofe who by their Years and Command 
were exempted » of their number was Dom Francifeo 
de Mem%es , who, after having had great Commands, 
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offered as a common Souldier, to go with the Relief, 
the Governour took him in his Arms defiring him to 
fiay to go on the Fleet with him , but feeing him refo- 
f^ute to go in that Succour, gave him feven Ships, with 
them to try to make his pafiage ^ Dorn Francifeo put 
with them to Sea, and with him were a great many 
brave SoiJdiers, and fome of his Kindred , who out of 
love to Honour bore him Company. 

88. Three days after departed Dorn Jharo^ recon- 
cil’d to his Fatherj|||j|jpon his complaint, that he had lent 
before him, his Brother Pom Fernando^ as if by Birth- 
right he claim d the firft dangers.

j 89. The Governour having difpatch't this Fleet, wag 
bufic in preparing for that hinifclf refolv’d to go upon, 
ia}(ihgout for Provifionsand Money,, which he took up 
upon his Credit, the only Treafurche kept bye him in 
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India , with which he Commanded the Hearts and E- 
ftates of all men , as we fliall prove by the vifible Argu. 
mentsdf example, 

90. The Ladies and Maids olChaul^ poffeftby the 
fame generous Spirit , contributed all the Jewels and 
Gold they* wore, and with a Liberality above VVo-j 
men, without either obligation, or asking, Cent ’am 
to the Governour, and with ’em word that they had 
lefs tendernefs then envy for their Children and Hus- 
bands who went with him. We read not in the An- 
nalls of the Cefars, a braver Adion of the Roman La- 
dies.

“ all their Jewels for the carrying on this Warr , though

“ Katherine. Guels not by the fmallncfs of their number, 
“ how many may be in Cbanl, for I alTure you I am (he

“ Jewels of Ch^K/ alone, without being Fxhaufted, are

in Peace, the other in Warr. And the Fortrefs wanting 
Ammunition, and Provifion, befides what was already 
fent ) he Laded a great Carvell, whicii being a heavy 
Vcflcl would have much ado to endure the Sea. Some 
Souldiers had refus’d to go upon her, counting it dan- 
ger without reputation to drive with the Elements. 
The importance of the bufinefs made him defire to 
entrud the Carvell with fome Perfon of Quality, whofc 
honour would Jeflen the danger. He imparted the bu. 
dhcistoMamtldeSoufsikSepHlveday a Gentleman, for 
his Courage and Judgment, very much indear’d to him i 
who told him, /Antonio Mom Bdretto had Gallantry and 
[ndudry enough for greater things j tliat though, for 
fbme ileight (parrel againd him as Governour, he 
would notfuefbr, yet would he not deny the Kings 
Service in fo great an i:^ency j that he would feel him, 
and bring the anfwer ofnis Refolution. So it was, that 
Antonio Momz, underdanding the Govemours pleafure, 
and that he put him on a Voyage whofc difficulty only 
cepts of a made others refufe it, picfontly cmbrac't it. We will 
Voyage to juj|5pjopcr place tell thefucccis and danger he met 
with. 

9j. There was by the Vigilancy of the Governour 
entred fome Relief into the Fortre^, which the 
Palmer and Duty lay upon more Shoulders, yet were 
chc^ Aot in any proportioa to the Enemy , becaufo the 
* lad 
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j laft Recruit which came to the Army, conHiled of thir- 
teen thoufand Foot, under theCondu&of an other There cnme 
Ju%ar€aon, in Valour not lnferiour,nor in Fortune above 
the firft. He brought exprefs Orders from t\ie Sultan cr-nrii u: th | 
to (freighten the Siege, and Letters from himtoK«/f/f- ' 

caon , that he could not ftand by and fee four contemp- 
tible Fellows, from the Worlds end, affront the Kings 
of Camhaya at home • that they (hould all Dye in the 
defign ^ that he had rather have a defblate then a Tub. 
jeded Empire ; that half the Fortugtufe being already 
Buried in the ruins of the Fortrefs , if they could not 
force ’em to yield as Men, they (hould as Lyons kill 'em ! 
in their Dens. Kumecaon gave no other anfwer, then by 
(hewing ( fometimes for iiis glory , (omUimes for his I 
excufe^ our Walls, and Works, every v<^here thrown 
down, being very much tranfported that the Sultan 
was not fatisfy’d with what he had done, and more pto- 
vok'c withdeipair, then reward, he promis'd to (atislie 
him by Death, or Vidory ; and being more obey’d (or j 
his Cruelty then Command, he ordered the making of ph - Fnrr 
a Baftion’ before Sisimt James’s work, which was with, i ^ 
incredible haftc perform d , and furni(h t with Men and 
Ordnance j and commanding pur Works , our men 
could not appear without being fech’t off by the Ene- 
mies Bullets. 

94. The Commander in Chief was not a little 
troubled at it , for if Kumecaon (hould ( as his defign r 'lrow ic 
was ) Storm on that (Ide , our Defendants would not 
be able to rcfift him, without lying open to the Ene- 
mies (hot. Rcfolv’d therefore to throw down the Work^ 
he recommends the ]pxecution of it to two Brothers, 

Dom Fedro^ and Dom John de Jlmeyda^jutho Sallying out 
about Mid-night with an hundred Souldiers , found the 
Moors^ fome (leeping, others carclcls on confidence of 
the place and hour. Charging them on a fudda% in a 
little time they made a great Slaughter , for, forgetting 
themfelves they run upon our Lances and Swords, not 
aware of Death or Enemy. J^hofc who by flying could 
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provide for themfelves , with Groans and Crys gave the 
AJiarum to the Camp, without being able to affirih any 
thing for certain. In the fame confufion came the news 
to Rumecaouj who ( as dangers by Night appear bigger ) 
concluded this Exploit of ours \yas grounded on Ibmei 
great Recruit arriv'd by ftealth, Which efcap'd his Sen- 
tinels. He call’d the Officers to Courifel whilll the 
Army betook themfelves to their Arms, and rcfolv’d 
with all his ftrcngch to relieve the Baflion. He wafted 
the time of Adion in Orders and Preparations , and 
coming to the place found the Work on the ground, the 
Guards kill’d, and our men Retir’d ; an A^ion of no lefs 
fortune then concernment. There Dy’d of the Enemy 
three hundfid, of ours not one. 

95. Rumecaon prefcntly ordered the raifing thick' 
Walls ot Earth againfl: Saint Johns work, to be Guar- 
ded by a Troop of Moors, who by turns took the Watch, 
and on the top of’em he planted fome Canon to Bat. 
ter the Work at a more convenient diftancc. Dom 
John Mafearenhas, Vigilant in preventing the dcfignsof 
the Enemy, put out through a Skit-gate fourteen Soul- 
diers, in a ftormy and dark Night , who charging on a 
fuddain the Moors, drove them from their Pofts, whilft 
the Labourers with Pick-axes and other Inftrumcnts 
threw down the Work , which being told Rumecaon, he 
rcfolv’d with open force to florm the Fortrefs, ordering 
for the next day a general Afiault, on which he made a 
Speech to hisSouldicrs, encouraging ’em, by the affronts 
they bad recwv'd from fp few Enemies, brought Low 
by Duty, Hunger, and VVounds , that thofe who fell 
there were more honourable then thofe who furviv'd, 
to be to the VV«rld an infamous teftimony of an igno- 
minious VVarr 5 that it was in them, to fave their King's 
Honour , to revenge their Companions and to leave a 
glorious Fame of themfelves in the Ea^ 3 that they 
ought to* be confident of the Suhatts thinks, for he 
would not fail to teward em, and rake a particular jic. 
count of all their VVounds j that ff any would venfufe 
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I to govern the Generals fta^, he promis'd as ji Brivj^tc 
5 ouidicr to be the firft fhouid Scale the Wall. 

p6. Thus he left 'em fir’d with glory and r^yeiige. 

Next morning by break of Day, at the Noife 
lick Inftruments, and with tfieir Colours flying ^ the 
Difplayingof which was obferv’d by ours ^ the Army 

march’ t, and coming to the Walls began, to plant Scaling 

Ladders round about the Fortrcls, with the adv^mtage 
of innumerable and different Shots, of Arrows, Bullets, 
and other Arms, which came from the Body of the 
Army. The horrour too of the Fight was incrcas d, by 
confus’d and repeated Noifes , which , Violently, 
railing their Spirits and confounding their Judgments, 
hindred both Command and Obedience. The Moors 
boldly Scal’d the^’alls, as did the THrl{sonthc other 
fide, as if they enVy'd each others danger , all flrove to 
be the firft at hazards, and blows. Ours, though but 
few ('every one his own Commander, and encourage! J 
fo behav’d themfelves as if each (ingle man had been 
to anfwer for the reputation of all. The firft who came 
to the top with their Blood and Lives paid for their 
daring, but were immediately with the fame eagernefs 
feconded by others , fome prick’t forward by their own 
Courage, others by the General , who from below as 
he difeovered in ’em, heat, or fear, prais’d or reproach’d 
thofe who Scal’d. 

97. The Moors call Granados, Pots of Powder, and 
Balls of Wild-fire in fuch quantity into the Works, that 
our men Fought in the Flamts, which catching their 
Cloaths burnt them alive. The Commander in chief 
ftrovc to avoid this danger with fbme Barils of wa- 
ter, which did partly extinguith of mitigate the heat of men kept off 
the Fire . but the Enemy, knowir^ how much hurt it 
did, us'd in all their aflaults the fame artifice, againft 
which ours found out a more eafie then cffe^ual re- 
medy, many Cloathing themfelves with Leather, which 
the Fire did not fo foon feizc upon. Pom Mrf- 
emnhas with Hangings he had of gilt Leather ( the 
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9^. The^ Warrgrew hot, and the Fortrefi f hid in 
clouds of fmoak ) was hardly feen , 'twasonly difeo- 
verable 43y a weak Light , the continual Flalhing oi* 
Shooting , what was feen, and what was heard was full 
of horrour ; there were at the Foot of the Wail innu- 
merable Bodies, fome Dead, others Galping , and all 
that was before the fight, or judgment, was a foul 
Spedaclc , of Deaths, horrour, and wounds. 'Twas in 
all the VVorks on both fides Fought with great Cou- 
rage , though with difproportion of Numbers ’twixt 
the Befiegers and Bcfieg’d. The work Luis de Soufa 
defended, (' where was Dorn Lernaa^o de Cajiro ) was 
near loft, theaflault taking it with the moft Breaches, 
and being attaqued by the Choife men of the Army : 
Yet did the Defendants give glorious marks of their 
Valour , Fighting with fuch Courage in the Flames, as 
they (hew’d themfclves,befides Valiant, infenfible. Dorn 
Fernando de CaUro did here render himfelf fingular by 
A^iions above his Years , proving Courage ftays not ior 
Age. The fortngutfe did that day things worthy a bet. 
ter Pen, and larger Hiftory.' The very 7 url{t were tefti- 
mony of their Pro weft, faying, the Franks only defer v’d 
to wear Beards. 

99, During the afiault the Work toward the Sea 
(hot often amongft the Enemy, who Fighting in Com- 
panies were more cxpoled, and receiv’d no little lofs, 
which Rnmecaott taking notice off, leeing his Colours 
tori), and his beft men Dead, and that without the lois 
of a ftone the Fortuguefe had maintain'd the Breaches 
of their Fortrefi, commanded the founding a Retreat, 
lefi 'lenfible of the lois, then (hamc. That day was at 
feveral times happy to our Arms 5 for the Enemy iofing 
on the place three hundred, and carrying oft' two thou- 
lahdy Vounded, there was miffing none of ours, though 
fome loft much Blood. The Commander in chief im- 
j medhltciy look't after the Wounded ; the tendernefs 
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with which he us’d thciu* being the chief r^i^ed^ j By j 
helping the infirm, not only with.E^^ehce| buCjg^^ 
and Fellow. feeJing j he ftiew’d himfelf in Peace ^cfrl 
Father, in Waft their Companion/ ThW<KBger was 
prefently fucceedcd by their Labours , for by Nijglit 
they all repair’d what the Batteries had thrown down 
by Day, and all with fuch Chearfulnels undertook the 
Task, as ii they came to ireft tliemfelves by carrying 
Stones, Earth, and Fagots. , 

100. Kumecaon feeing the hazard and dilKciiky of | p, 
taking theFortrels by Scaling, commanded the filling j /;;r// 
up ot the Ditch from Saint Jobaj to Saint 

work , a thing he put the Jam7,aries upon, who proud j 
of their Repute and Courage did ambitioufly covet the | f 
moft eminent dangers of the Siege. There were Dead 
already four hundred, leaving their name and grief for Oicc 
’em great amongft the furviving, whocarry’d on the 
Work, which prov’d to ’em of little advantage and 
great danger j for out Guns took ’em off^ and a great 
many of the V Votk-nicn j whofe Bodies by a Cruel and 
Barbarous difeipline w^re thrown in to fill up the 
Ditch, the Work being of Fagots and Earth, went on, 
Kneaded with the Blood of the poor men who La- 
bour'd in it. They planted fome Pieces w’ith which they 
did harm to our works, chiefly Saint Thawrfj’s , where j 
they took from us the ufe of a great Gun, and the Bat-j 
tcry look’t dilpos’d for greater Execution. 

101. About that time the Vksit John Coelho , with 
nine Souldicrs in a little Boat arriv'd at the Fortrefs, 
for though he found the Seas high, and the VVinds con- 
ttary , pains and neceflity over-came the daiiger 5 He 
reported the Governour was with all diligence prepa- 
ring to conic to raife the Siege j that he had already fent 
great Recruits , that there were five hundred men in 
Bacahtty who hop’twith the firft opportunity to cfdfs 
the Gulf 5 that many not brooking any delay had al- 
ready ventred to Sea. This news went about the For* 
trefs, and was by the Souldiers entertam’d with Dancing 
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and Mufickj every one looking out to Sea took the 
Clonds for Ships , fo credulous are men upon any 
glimpfe of hopes. The Moers had the hews of our Re- 
cruits ^ and before our men (bould gf;ow in Numbers 
with the force they expefted, a general alfaultwas or- 
dered, and they refolv’d to enter the Fortrefs, or by their 
Deaths, Blood, and Pcrifliing , fliow the World and the 
Sultdit, the fault was not theirs. 

102. Tliat day with three and twenty Canon, and 
fome Bafiiisk*; they began to Batter, which they conti- 
nued till Sun fetting, and the next day till three in the 
afternoon. They threw down moll of the Walls, fo that 
jOurs could not by any Reparations or Travelcs Ihcltcr 
ihemlHves from the continual di/charging of the Ene- 
mies Musqueteers. The Turkj by the ruins of the 
Battery got prefently on Saint Thomas's Work, yet did 
theCaptain Dom Fernando de Casiro^ and 

Dom Francifeo de A/meyda, with other flout Souldiers 
who kept it , receive them with luch fury on their 
Lances, as they forc*t them back , fome Dead, others 
Maim’d. There prelently follow’d frelh men, whom our 
Swords made company for the former. The like fortune 
had the Fight in the other Works , the Moors lols, and 
our mens courage being the fame. The Battery had fo 
raz'd our Fortrew, that the Moors C^s in a pitch’t field) 
fought with Ours upon the fame advantage of ground, 

! Levell’d by the ruins , but by their Numbers and Fire- 
works did out-do us. Ours that day deferv’d immortal 
memory for many hours enduring the weight of lo un- 
iequal a Fight 5 for thole of the Enemies, who were 
wearied or wounded, were relieved continually by frefti 
men ; the fortuguefe being always the lame Ihew’d no 
difference of cither Courage or Time. 

105. Dom John Mafearenhas went about all the 
Foils commanding, and Fighting, one while their Cap- 
tain, another their Companion, and feeing St. Thomas’s 
work in the greateR danger , being moll charg d by the 
Enemy, fent for a great many Pots of Powder, by thofe 
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I fo honourable Matrons , who defpifing danger and la- 
bour, camefcaifonably through Lances and Bullets, to 
their help, with unheard of example , and with encou> 
ragements to the Souldiers full of great judgment and 
courage, whilft others animated them with Regallos and 
fweet-mcats as if they coveted or deferv’d equal fame 
with them. We had the wind in our faces, which, rai- 
ling clouds of Duft from the loofe ground the Enemy 
flood upon, almoft blinded our men, who only by that 
accident run the hazard of being loft, yet Fighting with 
their Eyes lliut they received the Moors , more intent 
upon oifending the Enemy , then providing for ihem- 
fclvcs. The Enemies fought defperately, Rumecaon every 
moment minding them of their Kings and their own 
honour. 

104. Ju’x.arcaon with the Soildiers he commanded, 
vyirh fo great a refolution fell upon St. Johns work that 
our men were in no little danger : for after throwing 
down the firft who came up, others with fo much fury 
I got upon the Walls, that for many hours they maintain'd 

the Fight equal, till wounded with our Swords,, fome 
Dead, others faltring in their Courage, loft the place 
and their Lives. Here was the refiftance and danger 
greateft , for upon our men, whofe foree was already 
wearied and fhaken, came other frefh Moors , yet, as if 
they had kept their ftrength and courage for the greateft 
pinch, they repuls’t the laft as the firft. 

105. In Antonio Tecankds Poft the Fight was not lefs 
ftout or fortunate , and without particularizing acci- 
dents, we may by the fuccefs judge the fortune of the 
Day : for the Enemy left fixteen hundred Dead , be. 
fides the innumerable number of the VVounded : an 

; incredible thing of a few more then two hundred Seul- 
Idiers, as were ours : fo we find it writ in the Relations 
land Hiftories of that Siege, which being ours do with 
■a more wary Pen write their own prailcs. VVe came 
off with the lofs of three Souldiers, and thirty Woun- 
ded. 
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10 6 . The Fortrefs by the Battery which preceded! 
this aflault was every where Ruin’d and Open , and we . 
CO repair it wanted Time, Materials, and Men ; yet did ; 
Ours fteal the hours of their reft , working by Night, j 
and throwing down the Houfcs of the Fortreis, made 
ufe oi their Stones and Timber , making a kind of fud-^ 
dain and ftoln Defence, more becoming the time then 
the ncceflity, 

107. Ammunition and Provifion was wanting, there! 
was no more Powder then what was every day made, ! 
a little, and ill Dryd, a want which the Moors began | 
to know , and had thereby the hearts to continue! 
the Siege, they had likewiie advice that the fcarcc-l 
ne/s of oclxer ncccllaries was anlwcrable, for Wheat: 
was at three Cruiadcs an Jlquiere^ and yet the want ofi 
it greater then the price ; the Sick inAead of Hens cat 
Crows , which coming to feed on the Dead bodies, the 
Souldiers kill’d, and at an exorbitant rate Sold , the 
Famine came at laA to that height, as they fpar’id not 
Doggs, Cats, and other fuch Food , unwhollbmc and 
unclean. Yet did they with fuch mifcrablc Dyct rcco. 
vet their Arength, undervaluing dangers, and duty, by 
the greatnefs of their minds over-coming the paflions 
and aAedions of Nature. 

108. Pans for Powder ( which the Militia of India 
ufe by Sea and Land , and in this Siege were of no little 
Execution^ were as well asother oAenAve VVeapons 
wanting, which was fupply’d by putting together two 
Gutter-tiles , the Concave inward, and Pitch’t with- 
out, at which hung lighted match, and being thrown 
amongA the Enemy, divers were burnt by ’em ; by this 
eafie invention did outs haAen the Viftory. 

top. The Commander in chief deflt’d to get forac 
intelligence concerning the pradlices of the Enemy, who 
Aye, and defigning, did yet with Arange referv’dnefs 
keep from us his defjgns. Befides it was advis'd from the 
Fort next the Sea, that mo A Nights rorae^Mt>(?r/ came 
as farr as the Bridge of the Fortrcls, where they Aop’t, 

as, 
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as men who for Ibme end came to furvey, and be ac- 
quainted with the fituation 5 their filence, jhe time of 
Night, and the continuance of it, evince their dili- 
gence not to be cafual. Upon which, Dom John Maf~ 
tarenhaf pcT[w 3 idc^ Martim Botelho ( aSouldicr oftrnft^ 
with ten Cameradcs to go one Night upon the Bridge, 
and endeavour by Force or Craft to bring oft’one of 
thofe Moors. Martm Botelho , with the others about 
Mid-night went out at the Skit-gates of the Courtain, 
carrying only Swords and Bucklers , and being arriv’d at 
the let place, ('not to be difeovered by the Moors) they 
lay with their Faces on the ground, and liftning awhile, 
heard fome coming toward the Bridge y riling, they liid- 
dainly let upon the Moors^ vvho 'were eighteen , and 
feeing themfelves fo unawares attaqu’d, did at the fir/i 
Onfet turn their backs, leaving only on the place a 
Nobite y vvho with a Lance floifty defended himfelf 
Martim Botelho iccing it greater concernment to tafke, 
then to Kill him , put by with his Sword a thrufl: of his 
Lance, and clofing with him brought him fall; in his 
Arms to the F'ortrels , where his Reception was with 
chat honour the Adion merited. 

1 10. The Commander by the Fiifoner knew the 
Enemies intentions , and made ufe of the advice to 
prevent fomc Stratagems the Turl{s were contriving, 
bclidcs he. told him there were milling in the Army 
I live thoufand men cut olT by us , not to name Officers 
of note i tliat the Souldierg of the greateft Authority 
delpair’d of the dclign, hearing vve lliould as foon as the 
Sea was dowm be Reliev’d} but that Rumecaoa was by 
the Ioffes he had fuftain’d more obftinate in carrying on 
the Siege, as one engag'd by his honour, and by his pro- 
mile given to the Sultan ; that by the advice of a Tur- 
Engineer of Dalmatia , he had commanded the 
undermining Saint Thomas s work, C where vviisDom 
'Fernandoy with Diogode Keynofo, and other Comman- 
■ ders and Cavallicrs J which was done in fo great ffJcnce 
as our men could not make out the defign, becaufe 
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perhaps they believ’d that Fire-works were not as much 
us'd as Kuropei but the Chief Officers of the 

Army being Turks > as well Dilcipline as 

Courage. 

1 1 1. Whilft they were yvorking in the Mine , Kk- 
ntecaon commanded ’em to /eem to lap divers places 
of the Wall , that vve being intent upon the common 
danger, might not guels at the fefcret one. And by an 
other Plot to divert our attention , he ordered the 
making fome wooden Horles to be plac’t before Saint 
Thomas s work , as if by them he intended to take it by 
Scaling, and refolving to fall on the tenth of Juguft, 
on the Ninth he commanded the drawing off fome 
Guns which he Lad 'Planted. And that vve might not 
by vvondring at chat find him out, He endeavour’d by 
an other defign to make us more fccure. He that night 
lent an Abejjine lubtilfj^ inftru£ied to the Fortrefs , who 
coming to the Wall^ counterfeiting a Panick fear, cry’d 
to the Watch to take him in, that he might dilcourfe 
things of great concernment with the Commanders 
being Jet in, and Jifinedto by Dom John Majearenhasi 
he difcrectly began his Speech , curfing the defperatc- 
nels of his condition, that being Born of Pa- 

rents, he had like an abortive fruit of Catholick Plants 
abjur’d the Faith of his Fathers in which he was bred j 
that now with his Eyes opened he came to. Knock at 
the Door of the Church, that the Latin Priefts might 
bring back to the Sheep-fold of Chrift, fi> loft a Sheep 5 
that this was the raiferable relation of an uncompos’d 
Life i that about the aftairs of Cambaya , he could 
affurehimthe Sultan had news that the MoguU w'lih. a 
great Army was entred the Confines of hisKingdomc, 
putting all to the Sword j that Ju'z>srcaon^viho had late- 
ly brought thirteen thoufand Foot to the Camp , had 
orders to joyn with Rnmecaony and both together go 
againft the Enemy 5 that with that refolution he 
commanded the drawing off the Canon , but that he 
Oiould be provided the next day to look for a general 

affault, 
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afrauk , becaufc the Turkf woald not without iome ~ 

Noife end that Warr, Dam John Mafcarenha 
mended and confirm’d his refolutions of turning Catho- 
lick, befides the taking kindly his intelligence, and 
again let him down the Wall, to acquaint him with any 
new thing that hapned in the Camp. 

1 1 2. The news of raifing the Siege, with the certainty 
of theafiault which was to be given, was Nois’d about 
the Fortre/s , and the Souldiets for;oy put on that day 
their Bravery, fome rejoycing at the approach of the 
Enemy, others at the en(||)f the Warr. The Comman- 
der in chief found a great 'forwardneis in all the Soul- 
diers to expe£l the aflault, for all thinking ’twould be 
the lafi: of (o long a Siege, every One coveted to give 
the lateft njemory of his Adions. 

113. Dom Fernando de Casiro kept his Bed of a Fea- 

ver, and hearing of the intended afiauk, ro/c, his Gal- came 

lantry offering violence to Nature; Dom John Mafca- 

renhas, fometimes as his Commander, others as his Friend 

went about to hinder it 5 but Difobedience here palling 

for Virtue, he rather oftended againfi: Health then 

again ft Honour, putting on his Armour and coming to 

the Works. 

114. The day of, the glorious Saint Lanrencehrokcy 
Dedicated by his happy Martyrdome to Fiery trials. 

The Gentlemen with fo much tranfport of joy came 
to their Polls as if already in pofleflion of Reward 
and Vidory. They prcfenfly faw at a diftance the 
Enemies Army marching Orderly , ai|^ difperfing it 

felf round about the Fprtrefs. Our Canon plaid The Enemy 
with no little Execution ,' the Enemy, Souldier like, 
enduring the Charge , rather then difeompofe the 
Order he march’t in , till he had gain’d his Poft, and 
planted Ladders to begin the aflault ; they fell on) 
the Works with great refolution , hoping by fighting 
to amufe us , that the confuiion of the Confiidt might 
cover the Stratagem of the Fire they had laid. Our 
men Ihew’d great Bravery, as if in baftc to reft 

li them. I 
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tjhLeqi(eJvcs in Vi^ory, promis’d in the ifliie of that 
bayi* 

j. 115. The fury of the Sword, without any fear of 
that of the Fire, was kept off, in Saint Johns Work; 
the Enemy fought carelcfly , till the fign of Ipringing 
the Mine arriving ’em they all at the fame time retir’d ; 
the fame fear, equal^nd fuddain in ’em all , difcovered 
us the Plot. The Commander in chief cry'd out im- 
mediately for ’em to leave the Work j that the Mine, 
now known by the fuddain retiring of the Enemy, 
might without any hurt takc^ire. Every one by leaving 
his Poft obey’d their Commander , only Dingo de Key- 
nofo with diforderly Courage kept the place, calling 
them Cowards who quitted it. At thole words all re- 
turn’d to their Foils , rather following example then 
reafon. The Mine immediately with a moft hideous 
report took Fire , and thofe flout Defendants lay Dead 
in that place, they had kept alive. [ ^ ] Here Dy’d Dom 
Ftrnando de Cajiro at the age of Nineteen, rais’d from a 
licknefs Nature might have pad over , but Courage 
made it mortal. Dom Fraucifeo de Jlmeydd loft his Life, 
keeping up the courage and misfortune of his Family. 
Here lay Buried GdCoutinho^ Ruy dtSonfa^ 2 Sid.Diogo 
de Keynofo^ who with his Life paid for fo many Deaths, 
he fo generoufly , but fatally was inftrumenttl to. 
Pern Diogo de Sottomajor , flying with a Lance in his 
hand, fell upon his Feet in the Fortrefs, without any 
hurt by the Fire, or his fall 5 Ibme lighted in the Ene- 
mies Camp , fixty men were loft by this mif- 

chance $ thirteen who came o^ with their Lives, were

Others more large- 
ly write the accidents of this Fire. We had rather, then 
grieve the attention of thofe who read the Hiftory, a- 
monglf the chances of this fo famous Siege, filentJy pafs 
over this unfortunate Day. Our men wondered to fee 
the Execution of fmothered Powder fhould be fo great, 
that the flones of the Fortrefs blown up by the vio- 
lence of the blow fhould Kill a great many in the 
Enemies Camp, the Fire rather following the impulfe 
of Nature then the preferib’d Limits of the Engi- 
neer, 

116. After fome time, when the Fortrefs was clear’d 
from fmoak , Kmmcaon commanded five hundred Tnrki 
to enter at the ruins of the fir’d Work, the reft of the 
Camp in whole Companies fecon ding ’em. Yet met 
they with five ftout Souldiers who refifted'em , for a 
good while fuftaining the weight of fo ftrangc a Com- {fve 
bate ; fo unheard of a truth , as there goes as much 
Courage to the Writing, as Adion, though qualify ’d by 
the confeffion of bur Enemies thcmfelves , and by the 
reverence of fo many Years. Dom John Mafearenhas 
with fifteen more came to that quarter to their Relief, r>. 
where he beheld two Speffcacles, one challenging Com- 
paftion, the other Amafement , and relieving the five, 
all together made fo ftubborn ai Refiftance, as to ftop 
the fury of a Vifforioua Army i fuch a thing as, related 
only with the bare truth, out-does all the Cree^ot Ro- 
mans have in their Hiftories or Fables. 

1 17. ’Twas given out in the Fortrefs that the Jurkj 
were Mafters of the fir’d Work , upon which, fome 
Souldiers who fought in the other Pofts came thither, 
as where the danger was greateft. The falfe report hap- 
pily fav’ d the Fortrefs , for thepihade a Body capable of 
refifting thirteen thoufand Foot , fo many C as our 
Hiftories reckon^ were they, who'^n^ent on upon the 

I Min’d work. The Women, taught not to value their j 
Lives-, brought Lances, Bullets, and Pots of Powder, 
and the Migmnmousjfabel Fmandez,, with only a Bill and

in her hand , did by her Aiiioiis animate the Souldiers, 
though much more by her example and words, crying 
aloud , Fight for your God, Fight for your King, Ca- 
valliers of Chrift, for he is on your fide. The Enemies, 
by the fuccefs of the Mine, having fo fair a Door open 
to Vi£iory , refolv\l that day to conclude the bufinels, 
encourag’d by their General, and the opportunity, now 
Fighting as own'd by fortune. Thofe who were on the 
Work, ( out of ambition to bt the firft in fo eminent 
an Adion ) behav'd themfclves the more refolutely, 
and being Jam%aries and "Turh^^ would have for them- 
felves only the honour of the Day, Kumtcaon com- 
manded the re-inforcing the alTauIt in other places, that 
againft fo inconfiderabJc a firength, di\ crfion might fa- 
cilitate the Entry. 

1 1 8. The Forriefs was often loft , the Enemy being 
numerous and frefl? , Ours, befides their being but few, 
Ipcnt with the labour of fo unequal refiflance. The 
V^'icar John Coelho^ holding up a Crucifix, came to en- 
courage 'em, faying, that God whofe caufe they main- 
taiji’d vvas the giver of Vi^orics , at which fight thofe 
Loyal, and fiout Champions, put in Breath again, 
feem’d more then men in their Courage, for not one had 
any weaknefs or fence for his W^ounds, continuing the 
Fight with the fame vigour, and boldnefi, as they begun 
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1 1 p. Now was the Day declining , and the Tttr^ 
clofcly mingled with Ours, now mortally Burnt, out of 
the fame Wounds each man pour’d his own, and an. 
others Blood j and by a whole Armies charging on fo 
few. Defendants , our Souldiers receiv’d many thrufls in 
the fame place. Whar «ve relate with truth ; may feem 
I heightned. The great flings the Portu^uefe did that 
j day let tfae whole Baji fpeak *, I believe, every Stone of 
(famous Dio will be for 'em a fileni Epitaph 5 Our Pen 
ifhallnotbe uiigratefully filcnt of the Names of thofe 
five Cavalliers ^e fpoke of , who were^Sehafiian^^ 

I Antomo Fecanha, Bento Barboftt^ Beriholomew Correa 5 and 
I M eftre 
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Meftre Jolm a Chirurgion. With the Fight ended the day. 

Rumecaon commanded the founding a Retreat , after 
lollng ieven hundred men in the affault, the Wounded 
were without number, of whom very many Dy’d ( for 
want of looking to ) in their Cure j the multitude 
tyring out the Chirurgiohs and making fcarce the re- 
medies, Meftre John only Dy'd of thofe five Cavallicrs 
who kept the Work , torn in pieces by his many 
Wounds, which he fufficiently Reveng’d, unwilling to 
leave the Fight, or obey his Friends , who would have 
forc’t him to retire, as one (o confiderable for his Pro- 
fcfiion, not lels for his Courage, His Wife Ifabel M<t- The pecu- 
deira came to bind up his Wounds, and after Burying 
him with her own hands, with few tears, and great grief; Aiadcira, 
went with the other Matrons to work in the Frenches j jl,. 
fo great a Courage, as hath been but feldome feen in the 
moll refolute. 

120. Upon the Fnemys retiring, Dorn John Ma(ca^ 
renhaf gave order for the Burying the Dead, which were 
in the ruins of the Work , removing them from one 
Grave to an others for the ftraightriefs of time and pUce 
they were Buried all together, fo honourable Alhes 
being without Funeral honours, and Officious tears . 
yet reft they, in fo poor a Grave , more mill by their 
Country, then thofe who in Alablafter urns have lefor 
of inglorious Lives an idle Memory. Dorn Fernando 
de Caftro was laid in a Depofitory by himlcJf, that if 
thcGovernour his Father would carry his Bones to any 
other place, he might make him a more Stately, but not 
more glorious Monument. After the Commander in 
Chief had with pious Earth covered his Companions, 
he fell upon repairing the Breaches the affault had left 
in the Walls, help’c in it by the Women, who had their 
fliare of labour and danger , not referving time and 
place for the grief and tears of their Sons and Husbands, 
whom they had leen expiring before their Eyes, and had 
themfelves Buried, by unheard of examples finothering^ 
the inclinations of Nature.

Eyes upon ’em, as being in a condition todeferve the 
greateft Fame, or Infamy 5 that if twerc not in their 
power to get the V iftory, 'twas in it to deprive their 
Enemies of it , every one having the power of Dying 
bravely 5 that they would purchafe greater honour, cut

Whilft this was in debate, [d] DomJl^aw de 
l^CaJiro WAS ibugling with the ftorins of Winter, for, it 
being then the four , and twentieth ofjutte^ a Seafon 
when thpfe Seas are not Navigable , He, follicitous for 
the danger the Fortrefs was in , not valuiHg that of his 
Fleet, did by force of Oars fail even under the Waves 5

ling their Mails and Tackling, Jay without Steerage at 
the mercy of the Sea , Shippin in water on both lides, 
without any Government of their Helm.

123, Antonio Moni’x* Barretto at that time came 
in with his great Carvel of Provrfions , which ( fo 
general was the Storm ) had been oft times loft, and nves at 
on his arrival deliver’d her up to Don/ *M‘varo , with a ^ 
refolution in a little Vcffel he found, indclpightof the 
Seas to go for Dio ^ fo ieafon’d with one danger, as to

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venture on an other. The ftorm that day encreafing, 
the Ship began to drive, and fpcnt two Cabclls 5 the 
Ve/Jel being of fuch conlequence, as having in her all 
fort of Provifion for relieving the place , Doni Alvaro 
endeavoured to help her , but do the Mariners what 
they could, fo great was the Storm they could not get 
to her , yet did Antonio Moni% Barreno put himfclf in a 
little Boat he by chance found on Shore, and, though 
chofe from the Land faw him a thouiand times under 
water , the Vcflcl being light, and yielding to the Seas, 
Liv’d in cm j at laft he arriv’d, made faft a Cabell to 
the Qirvel, and againil every ones judgment, with 
more fortune then reafon, tow’d her after him, and con- 
cluding that only fuch a VefleJ, little and light, could 
maLe her way through fo great Seas, on which the 
beating and /bock of the Waves would make a'lefs im- 
preffion, he privately bought it of a Merchant, and with 
fome Mariners whom he paid what they ask'r, embark't 
on her. T here was cafually ftanding on the /bore Garda 
Kodrigut’x* de Xavora^ who feeing Antonio Moai’x. refo- 
iution, de/ir'd him, to take him with him, Mont'z, excus’d 
it, faying , ’twas not convenient he (hould have fo emi- 
nent aPerfon for his Companion, who would eedipfe 
him : that only for bimfelf he would have that danger, 
without any other going in his Boat. Garcia Rodrignex, 
a/Iur’dhim he would every where confe/s, ’twas he who 
carry ’d him, and give it him under his hand } lb feru- 
puloufly in thofe times did they manage points of ho- 
nour. Antonio Monix,^ fatisfy'd with that modefty, per- 
I mitted Garcia Rodtiguex, to come on Board. Miguel de 
Arnidcy a Souldier of a Gigantick body, and not lefs in 
Gallantry then Stature , feeing them put out to Sea, 
cry’d to ’em from the 0iore, What Gentlemen do you 
go without me to Pio ? here's no room for you, an- 
Iwer'd one of them , but the ffout Sotildier, with his 
Cloaths on, L<!aping into the Sea with a Mufquet in his 
mouth, fwom toward the Boat , and Antonio Momxt fee- 
ing fo great Bravery fiaid to take him in, faying in one 
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io good a Companion he carry’d a good Hccruit to 
Dto. 

1 24. Thofc Gentlemen were at in fo bad VVca- The dm- 
thcr, as all that day and night they Sail’d at the mercy 
of the Winds , the Boat, with her Helm ladit, and 
keeping no coiirfe, obeying the Seas 5 the V\’’aves Tome- 
times drove ’em on fliore , at others made them lofe 
what they had got, they w^erc with a Bonnet brought 
to their main Yard, turning up and down as the Seas 
carry’d ’em , which fill’d them fo full of water, as very 
hardly did they free her with Bucquetsj in that per- 
plexity and danger paft they the Night , all worn out 
with their continual Labour, by the darknels of the 
Night and clofcncls of the VVeather not knowing 
where they vvere ; The day broke, but with little dijffe- 
r|i|ce from the Night , and they were ftill/friving with 
the VV’avcs, till about Evening they came in fight of 
thcFortrefs, fo Battered, as, for the ruins, they hardly 
' made it j they came at laft to an Anchor, without the 
Sentinels taking notice of it, on which they conjedur’d They arrive 
the Fortrels was loftj Antonio Mom^, call’d fo loud to 
'em, as being lueard by thofe within, they went with the 
news to the Commander in Chief j here ’tis faid, that 
the Sc ntincll asking who's there, aSoaldier anfwercd, 

Garcia Kodrigue‘x> deXa^vora, which Antonio Moni'x.tA^ The ^ene- 
king ill, reply'd, that he was the man came thither, - rousjealoufie 
and, if Garcia K.odrigue'x. had not civilly and modefily 
tempered Antonio Momtf jud refentment, the Jealoufie, 

C though time and reafon were above fo flight Quar- 
rels ) might have caus’d a greater Breach. Dorn John 
Mafearenhas came to receive ’e%and with embraces told 
’em , how much he valued their fo feafonable Relief ; 
he ask’t Antonio Mom% where Dom Alvaro de CaUro was, 
who in the Souldicrs hearing anfwered him aloud , Sir! 7j,.y jejj 
you have him here with fixty Sail in Madrefabaty and n<;ws of 
with the firlj fair weather you'l fee hisSircamers ; but fj’”' 
between themfelves he told him , that, after often put- 
ting to Sea, being forc’t back again, he was yet atl><r- 
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caim^ but To impatient of his ftay there, that he would 
not wait for the time of year to come to his Relief j 
this n<Jws was fo e^ertain’d, that the Souldicrs with 
Danciilg and Capering forgot their paft Sufferings, in 
their hopes of the Recruit at hand ; and thole who had 
lerv’d under Dom Jharoy upon their experience of his 
Gallantry., warranted his coining, in Ipight of the.Seas! 
and Winds. 

Dom John Mafearenhas entertain’d his Gueffs 
Johns and Saint Ibomas^^ works, where were 
the moft ruins , Courting them, who had fo well de. 
ferv*d from greater dangers, with thofe paftimes ol 
VVarr. Our danger was not at that time lels, though 
lefs apprehended. Jntomo Monits fent back the Vcffel 
he came in to his Couffn-german Mello cle Men- 

doca,i^yvho had ^e^g’d it of him there went onJpr 
forae maim’d SouIdierJj, wirh LL Acriiov Dom Ah orTde 
from the Commander in chief, in which he gave 
him an account of all had paff , telling him in fliort the 
ftraights we have bet ore related. The Boat came back 
to hacaim to the great joy of thole who law her , to 
hear the Vortrds ye^ held out for the King, though 
that was allay’d with the dreggs of fo many being Kill’d, 
ot whom the moft refented was Dom Fernando de Caftro, 
who left behind him in lo green Years fo ripe a Me., 
mory. Dom Aharo rceciv'd it with the conftancy of a 
Souldier, comlorting himfell with having his Sword in 
his hand to revenge ftim : and immediately^ that Even- 
ing commanded the Fleet to put to Sea, with orders 
to go away diredly for Dio , and that no Ship Ihould 
look after an other. 

126. KumcaonAn the interim, feeing greater Execu- 
tion done by Mines then AflauJts, and having heard, 
by fomc Slaves who fled from the Fortreft, of our Fa- ' 
mine and Danger; of the grief ours were in for the 
mifs of fo many eminent Perfons who wqfe loft in the 
Mine, and of the fcarcity of Ammunition and Provi- 
fion, refolv’d to continue Mining, which was done with 
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^ ^ and more Execution , and in purftiancc of i 
ithe defign, commanded them to Sap at Saint Jaims^ ] 
work, and that part of the Wall which runs about it. : 
All was done bj crooked and cover’d Galleries, to hijd^ I 
the delign from us, and fecurc the Work-mien. Dom\ 
John MafearenhaSy cautious, and fore- warn’d, arguing! 
from the ftiort truce of the Enemy , that he was work- 
ing in Ibme other new Mine, affiaid too of JutonioFe- 
canhaiViotk y gave order for the Repairing it, and the 
opening fome place to Liften at, by which he found j 
they were working at that part ot the Wail, which the j 
Enemy found fb ftrong , as to be prt»of againft his ’ 
Tools; an extremity he with Fire and Vinegar over- 
came. A proof the Enemies we had to do witli in Jfia^ 
wanted neither Courage or Difciplinc, as fomcfalfcly 
write, who to IcfTen our V^i6torics, take the Ea/iern 
Moors to be Raw and Barbarous, that Jay they begun to 
deftroy the Wall, and prelently Kmmcaon commanded, 

‘ that ’twixt Saint Thomas's Work and the round Tower 
the Mine fliould be made , which our men know ing, 
Counter-mind, and made up a ftrong Wall within ; and 
wanting Materials, and VVork-mcn, tho/c honourable 
Matrons help’t in fo difficult a Work , to favour the 
wounded and fick,who could neither endure nor excufc 
the Labour. 

127. Kumecaon having perfe<fted the Mine, rcfblvd 
under protedion of that, to make a general Aftault, and 
calling to him the Officers of the Army, and thofe who 
were cbole to Scale the Wall , ’tis reported he made 
'em this Speech. Thofe ruins you fee , befmeaf d 
“ with the Blood of our Fellow-Souldiers, mull this 
« day be our Grave, or our Quarters ; they who keep 
“ thofe (battered V Vails are an hundred men , whofe 
« ftrength is by hunger and wounds fo abated, as we 
“only Fight with the (hadowsof thofe w'ho have been 
men , who mifcrably Sacrifice to our Semitars Lives 
“ without Blood, All that honour, they with unhappy 
Courage have won in this Siege, is to be Ours > ior, 
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“ trom the end of a Warr are the Atchievemcnts nam’d, 
“ and the World gives always the Courage to thelaft 
« fuccefe j Let’s make an end of winning the Fortrefs , 
“ Let’s climb that mount of Triumphs, we (hall with 
“ only one ViSory revenge infinite Affronts j Let’s 
“ deliver this Slave A pa from Prifons, and Taxes , Let s 
“ free our Seas, which groan under the weight of their 
“ Fleets; wc fhall by this Aflault make an end of lb 
“ glorious a defign , and the Eap will for whole Ages 
“ joyfully remember lb glorious a Day. 

128. Having ended his Speech, he fpoke to, and ani- 
mated particular Perfons, with motives lealbnable to 
the Time, and Ferfons, defigning rewards to thole who 
(hould firft Scale the Walls , as would have done the 
moft prudent and experienc’t Coiuinander of Europe, 
On the fame day, thefixteenth of Augup^ the Enemy 
with all their ftrength march’ t out of their Quarters, 
and dividing themfelves orderly about the Works, left 
the main Body of the Army to fall upon Saint James Sy 
where they hop t to open the Gate lor Vi^ory. Here 
they gathered Tumultuoufly, with rude Crys in their 
mouths , and letting fly, in great abundance. Arrows, 
and Darts, to fummon our greateft ftrength to the De- 
fence ; here the Fight was at the hotteft , till in the 
height of if, the Enemy, feeming to yield to ourrefift- 
ance, as on a fign given, fuddainly retir’d j Our men 
who bad been forc-warn’d, knowing the cheat of their 
feign’d fear in which they went off, quirted too the 
Work, looking for the fpringing of the Mine, which 
the Moors made play, and being reftfted by the Counter- 
forts and Scarp of the Wall, which met with it, it 
fprung Recoyling towards the outward face of the 
Wall , and the Curtain flying, carry’d it with fo great 
violence upon the Moors , that above three hundred 
were Kill’d, and many more Maim’d. 

129. The Fortrefs was for forae time hid in the 


{ Clouds of Powder, and Smoak , fb as neither fide knew 
(their lofs; as foon as the Air grew thinner, the Enemy 
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came on in Troops to get upon the jfpoils and ruins of 
the Fire, with fo much conhdcnce of Viftoryasthev 
hindred one the other, droven on out of Covetoufnefs 
of reward, or Ambition of honour j yet did Ours re- 
ceive them on their Lances, fending ’em back VVoun- 
ded to thoie whomi the Mine had deflroy’d ; after them 
came on others , alio after a long difpute Ttepell'd 
by ours , who were Galfd with the multitude of Ar- 
rows, Darts, and Balls of VVild-fire which came from 
the Camp , with which they fpoiJt fbme of our men, 
and hindred the Souldiers, attent on both dangers, from 
the Defence j yet fo Burnt and Wounded, not one 
quitted the place he kept, where they fo Heroically be- 
hav’d themlelves , as is witnefs’d by the fuccefs and ine- 
quality of the Fight, The Bte, the Moors caft into the 
Works, was fo great, as Ours fought in live Flames, 
wiiich the Commander in Chief remedy»d, by bring, 
ing Barrels of water, which mitigated, or put out, the 
fir’d Cloaths, and Bodies. The Enemies greatefi: force 
being drawn hither, here it was our men made the grea- 
teft oppofition,. which made the Fight the more ter. 
rible , Recruited every moment by the Moors with frefh 
men, and Rc-infbrc’t with the prefence and voice of the 
General. 

130. Antonio Monits Bdrretto , smd Garcia Kodrigne’:, 
de Favora gave here emiiient proofs of their Courage, 
enduring, with more then ordinary oonftancy , the 
weight of the Enemies, fiiewing,in the extremities both, 
by Land and Sea, the fame Gallantry. A great fhare 
of the honour of the day is due to thofc, ne\'cr enough 
prais'd Matrons, companions not only in their labbur, 
but danger. The good Old woman Ifahel Fermnde%, 
with a Bill in her hands , by her words, but more by her 
example animated the Souldiers 3 and the others, a- 
mongft the Arrows, Lances, and BuJIets, either (bow'd 
their own Courage, or aflifted it in others. 

131. In the o^her works, they were not idle i for to j 
facilitate, by the divcrfion,the entrance ax. Szint James's^ 
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where the Minefpmng, there was Fighting inTilTK^I 
mecaan gave order to Batter the Church in the Fortreis ! 
which, by being high, might be thrown down, believing i 
too the ofienceinthat place would be more lenfibJc jj 
but ours had lb receiv'd the Enemy , as they now coldly | 
and remifsly went to Scale the Wall, kept back by the! 
horrourof our Execution amongl^ ’em. i 

152. Kumscodn out of impatience Commanded the 
founding a Retreat, leaving above five hundred Dead, 
without number the Wounded. Any one of ours 
might content himfelf with the honour he that day 
gain'd. That ftout Souldicr Migud de Amide fo fig- 
nalis'd himfelf, as he prov'd even that Body too little 
for lo great a Soul, and accompanying fo vafi: a Growth 
with proportionable Strength , who ere was reach’t bv 
his firfi blow, excBs'd him from a lecond. Mojatecaon^ 
who was come to the Army with a great Recruit, and 
•caor fpoke with fcornof the valour of the Portuguefey by 
the experience of that day forming an other jtidgnient, 
faid they were worthy to coimnand Kingdoms , and 
that the Worlds good fortune confifted in their being 
fo fmali in number 5 for Nature had, like Lyons, made 
them few , Locking them up in the Denns of the 
WeU, 

1 5 5. VVe loft that day feven Souldiers , thofe who 
were Scorch’t were twenty two 5 and now the well 
were fo few, a»not to be enough to help the Wounded, 
lefs able to repair the ruins of the Fortrefs, for which 
time. Materials and Men were wanting ^ butKm<7^ 
finding fo tough refiftancein theAflaults, had an 
othler opinion of our ftrength. At this time three of 
our Slaves ran to the Enemy , who brought before Ku~ 
from mesmy told him, there were not threefcore Souldiers 
in thcFortrels, who could bear Arms, and thofe very 
f much wore out with Hunger, and continual duty of 
Labour, and Gentries } in whom nothing was to be 
found but obftinacy without force. ^umcao»y on the 
certainty of this news, refolv*d the next day with all 

his 
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liis ftrength to ftortn us, acquainted his men with the 
condition we were in, and gave order they fliould all 
hear it from the Slaves mouths, who running tip and 
i down the Army merrily I'prcad the relation pf our ne- 
i equities. , 

154. As foon as the Day broke, the Artny had orders 
to give the Aflault 5 at which , as at the laft of the 
Warr, every one would be prefen t fdbie put on their 
Bravery , believing they went rather to Triumph then 
to Fight. They came out of their Tents with their 
Colours flying, playingon diverile Inftruments, which 
leconded by the noiic of the Camp, forrU’d Barbarous, 
and hideous Ecchoes , and having, by the intelligence 
we have fpoke of, o^recome their fear , as foon as they 
came in fight they advanc’tto Saint Thomass work, 
wihich being almoft all thrown down help’t them up by 
its ruins. The firft company who fell on, with confi 
dcnce of V i^ory, were Turks 5 who, by our mens caft- 
ing amongft them fome Pots of Powder, were forc't 
being all on Fire to retreat. Others came on with the 
fame fury , and after a long di/pute, as the firft, gave 
back, of whom our Swords had drawn. Blood ; but 
Rumecaon not doubting but fo continual refiftance 
would fpend us , as Iron which is blunted by^utting, by 
the flaughter of his own men gueffing at our weakiieft. 
Commanded his Souldiers^o go takepoflefljonof the 
Fortrefs, which had now ntme left to oppofe ’em. Here 
cumultuoufly fell on a great Body of the Moor jy en- 
gag’d on by their own credulity or the words of the 
General. Thefe at their firft fpeed got upon the Wall, 
and began body to body to Fight with ours, many and 
frcfti, againft a few, already wearied and wounded j yet 
deriving Courage from their gallantry, and neceflity, 
the laft found them as Valian t as the firft. Some of the 
Enemies falling down, others came in their places, which 
often loft the Fortrefs, Here fell in Doffi John Mafca- 
renhasy animating, as a great Commander, nis Men, and 
Fighting, as the ftouteft Souldier, himfelf i a^d provi- 
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for all the chances of VVarr , had ready all forts of 
I Anns ; which our men made ufc of, being by thofc flout 
j Women , put into their hands. Luis de Soufa Com- 
niander of that Work^ fliew'd that day great Gallantry. 
Jntonio Motti% Bdrretto^ Garcia Rodrigue's:, de Tavorat Dom 
Veciro^ and Dom Francifcode Almyda, did things wor- 
thy a larger Hiftory , and all the Cavalliers, andSoul- 
diers, who were in the Aflion, purchaft a raoft dcferv’d 
Name. 

! 135. Rumecaon by the Slaves information , believing 

he (liould find free entrance , Commanded his men to 
fall upon Saint Johns work s but thole few Defendants 
thete were, fo behav’d themlelves , as the Enemy was 
forc’t with lofs and fliame to retire. Rumecaon^ amaz’d 
at what he law, laid, vve were the Inftruments of Hea- 
vens anger againft Cambaya , and the fccond time, with 
certain Barbarous and Ridiculous expiations, went a- 
bout the appealing Mahomet j and becaufe in florming, 
he loft a great many men without fuccels, and the SouL 
diers now grown Cowardly , did on the apprehenfion 
of their being fo daily Butcher’d, flight their obedience, 
he fet upon Mining again, as a way more efiefiual or 
more fecure ; and firfl he commanded the opening fome 
Loop-hole?in the Wall, which divided the Army, and 
our fortrels, by which our men receiv’d no little harm. 
Fighting as in a plain field^ without the proteSion of 
the VVall, which was thrtmn down j and the fliowring 
of Mulquetsvvithout any intermilfion annoy’d us. 

156. He commanded his Souldiers to Batter theCi- 
ftern with a great Gun , becaule that being broke, as 
in a neccllity paft Cure, thirft would deftroy us j this 
Ciftern is at the entry of a Street, which vve call the 
Cova, and was the Moors old Ditch , where thofc who 
were not fit for Service retir'd j here fell ftore of Bul- 
lets , not without doing mifehief to the poor people 
who fled thither for Proteflion , and endangering the 
Roof which cover'd the Ciftern. The Commander in 
1 Chief prevented this fear by ordering an high defence of 
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WoodJin’cl with Earth, which fccur’d the apprehen- 

fion; of cither inconvenience, making holes too in the 
' common joyn^ig oi the Houfes, next the Fortrcfe , by 
i which they fupply’d one the other fccurcly. 

I I j7. The Moon in the interim work’t in the Mine, 

; which was carried to Saint James s work, and being 
j by Ours found out, they on the inlide put ftrong Abute- 
•ments, and opened fomc Vents , that the Fire might 
i fpend it felf, at the time of fpringing the Mine, it met 
I with fuch refiftance in the Scarp, that carrying with it other 
’part of the Work, it plaid without thcFortre/s, Kil- wilh loii' co 
ling great numbers of thofe Souldicrs and Miners, vvhoiti^e Enemy, 
were employ’d in it , not one of Ours mifcarrying, by 
the Courtain of the Wall holding firm j it might be by 
chance , but that lo extraordinary, as it appear’d a mi- 
racle. The Moors f when the Mine plaid, did by whole 
Companies get up on the ruins of the Work, where 
they were Refilled by our men, worn out by Watch- 
ing, vveaklied by their Fading and Wounds, and more 
in Heart by the grcatncls of their Courage, then the 
force of Nature , yet fo animated by honour and dan- 
ger, as they feem’d to Fight with frefii, and entire were in. 
llrength , keeping off the wild Current of the Enemy 
with his own lofs > The place was of reception for more 
to Fight upon , and the danger encreaft by the ine- 
quality of the numbers. The noifeof Arms, and con- i 
fufion of Crys , interrupted all Commanding, and 
Obeying j of the Moon many fell , but by the dili- 
gence of the Commanders, others came in their place, 
by which they gave Ours no refpite , who froriiafarr 
were thrown at by Darts and Arrows, and fought 
clos’d hand to hand. Thus did th^ for many hours 
hold out the Fight. The Enemy gain’d fo much as to 
plant three Colours on the Works, which their great pianrs three 
numbers of Mufqucttcers defended ^ thence they dc- 
feended by the Wall to the Apoftlc Saint J antes s ^ 

Church , which jpyns to the fame Work, and placed 
themfelves on the Top of it, fo that one half of the

138. The night came on, and not Peace but Nature 
put an end to the depute i yet did they with wandering 
and uncertain blows blindly continue the Battail. T he 
Commander in chief gave prefently order for the cart- 
ing up a weak Work ( which more divided then pro- 
te6ied us from the Enemy ) which was made by rtealth, 
and with Swords in their hands 5 the Souldicrs had no 
other Lodging then the place they fought on , where, 
not on their Arms, could they fecurely take a little re- 
pofe ^ neither had they conveniency of time or place 
to drefs their Wounds. The Commander indulg’d 
himlelf no reft from his Arms, left from his Thoughts j 
He that night Commanded the Levelling a Canon at 
the Door of the Church , which commanded the 
VVork, and with that gall’d the Moors^ who while they 
kept poffeffion of what they had got, receiv’d no little 
lofs , till by a high Rampier they cover’d and fccur’d 
themfelves. 

^ ^ 13 c?. The danger by Sea, was not left then that by 

,1/r^ d*: Land; for immediately, upon the arrival of Antomff 
pi c- f;om M.oni’xfs Carvel to Bacaim , the next day (' the four- 
teenth oi Jugufl ) Luisde Mello with fifteen Compa- 
nions embark’d on her, and after him Vom lorge^ and 
^ ^ , Dom Duarte de Meae^es with feventeen Souldiers in a 
/ /, L)j(. Fly-boat. Dom Antonio de Attayde, and Francifeo G»iU 
f ! ; herme-i each in a Ship of his own, with fifteen Souldiers. 
L*tii de Mello prefently put to Sea, but for the contrary 
VVinds made but little way , the further he got ofFfrom 
the fhore, he foupd the Seas higher , and the Carvel 
• ci .n >er little, and loofe, and the Waves fo great, as 

bis Voy-j by the force of the Storm to break over and flo wre her, 
fhe ihip’t the water on both fides, which the Mariners, 
every moment over-whelm d , freed with Bucquets, 
upon which both Crumets^ and Souldicrs, grown fearfull, 
and out of heart, defir*d Luis de Mello to rtaod for his| 
Port again , faying, that with meii they could Fight, ! 
- . but 1 
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but not with the Elements; that’twas now notGou- 
rage, but Obfiinacy, to lofe themfelvcs for nothing j 
that againft the wrath of God no Bravery could carry 
it out. Luis de Mtllo went to quiet ’em, allcdging, that 
Antonio Mom% paft in the fame .Veflel and fame Storm ; 
that he had not with him better men then he, nor did 
the Seas (hew him more favour; that none without 
danger atchiev’d great things ; that when their Friends, 
and Camrades were Fighting with the THrkj., they were 
not to wait for calm Seas, and fair Winds to go and re- 
lieve 'em j that though the Waves fwaIlow'’d the Ship^ 
he would^^ on his Sword fwim to Dio ; that they fliould 
go man the Sails, for God wofild help. 

140. The terrour, and (bame of thele words, did for 
the prefeiit quiet '’em , fo as that Evening and Night, 
they were driving with the Storm , expelling every 
Wave fhould overfet ’em, arid now wanting drength to 
furnifh their Duty , feeing the Terapeds likely every 
minute to grow bigger, Mariners and Souldiers agreed, 
by force to compcll Luts de Mello to Tack about, which 
being told him by one Gomi% de Qiuadraf, a Souldier 
under his command , he took all the Arms, and laying 
'em up in the Gun-room , with his Sword in his hahd 
faid , who ere fpoke of going back, fhould be anfwer d 
by Stabbs ; that none of their Lives was more Valu- 
able then his, that they fliould be Afraid where he- 
was lod, to lofe'em; that they fliould look forward, 
towards Dh , for that now, neither their honour, nor 
fafety had any other Port. The SoUldiers lecing this 
refolution , and the Mariners more afraid of the Com- 
mandCT, then the Storm, purfu’d their Voyage, with 
water always on Board, and drinking in Death , as if 
every puft' of Wind had been to Bury ’em ; thus were 
they Sailing in continual Shipwrack, till in the Evening 
they came in fight of the Fortrefs, Whence, they were ( „ 

perceiv’d with Joy and Atnafement. The Ma»r/ ar 1 r . r. 
j their coming over the Barr ply’d ’em with Shot f but 
they came without any hurt under ^hc Faufe-bray, ,v. 
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\^here the Commander came with an Over-joy to re- 
ceive ’em 5 who, was by LuisMello afTur’d, that 
Jharo de Cafiro could not be two days behind, news 
by every one entertain’d with fuch Rejoycing as reach’t 
the Moors , on which they concluded the Relief was 
now at Sea , and Kumcaon refolv'd to ftreighten the 
Siege. Luis de Hello with his men were quartered on 
Saint y^wc/’s work, the moft part of which was held 
by the Enemy, and which he had Carrifon’d with the 
beft men of his Army , put there to Dye in defence of 
what they had got. The next day arriv’d Dorn lorge, 
and Dom Duarte de Mmexex, having fcap*t with the fame 
refolution, as Luis de Me//o, the fame dangers i with this 
Recruit, more confiderable in quality then number, the 
Warr leem’d topyt on an other face. 

1 4 1. The new Guefts importun’d Dom John Maf» 
carenhas to Jet ’em fee the Enemy , by letting on the 
driving him out of Saint James's work, which he eafily 
granted, and refolv’d to bear them Company. All 
provided againR the next day, and when it broke, got 
upon thofe Walls the Enemy had made for his Dcicncc • 
charging the Moors fb Vigoroufly, as they fore’e them 
from that place, maugre the Courage -and Oppofition 
they maintain’d themlfelves with 5 The noife before the 
news rcach’t Rumecaons Ears , who coming with all 
his Force to that place , again engag’d with Ours, on 
equality in the ground, but advantage in the number 
Here both lides fought it out, Hand to Hand, and Body 
to Body, wounding one the other with fhort Weapons, 

I every one with his Blood and Life maintaining the 
ground he flood upon. Ours with fb iuferiour a party 
ihew'd fo much Gallanty , as the Moors without the 
Works flood looking on with fear and wonder ; yet, 
the Enemies force having fo much the Odds , he re* 
gam’d that part of the Work he had won before, and 
rc-intorcing, it with a double Garrifbn, ordered the gi- 
ving a general Aflault to the Fortrefs. The Fight was 
every where at the fame heat , many of the Moors 

drop’t, 
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Idropt, fome ta’neofFby the Sword, others burnt with 
: the Fire j but when the difpute was at the hotteft, the 
j day began to over.caft with a great ftorm of Wind, 
Rain, Thunder, and L^Mtning , as if in the Air was 
kindled an other new Battail^ 

1 4 2. The Mom, feeing our Match put out by the R ain, 
and that neither our Pots of Powder, nor any other Fire- 
works could do them any mifchief, looking upon the 
courle or variety of the Weather as Divine favour, came ^ 
under covert in themidftof thick Rain, upon us with-* 
out fear, and with Shouts, and Crys, as it they had Hea- 
ven on their fide. This was the day, in which our men 
flicv.’d the greateft Courage,and the Fortrefs was in the 
preateft danger i becanfe the Moors run upon our 
Canccs and Swords, ^her Brutifh, or Valiant. Six hours 
lafted this fo refoRte Aflault, till the day turn’d clear 
again , and our men began to make ufe of their Pots of 
Powder, with which they Burnt not a few, whofe fight 
cool’d the others Courage, making them Fight more 
Caiitioufly till the clofe of the tDay, and Rumecaons 
founding a Retreat j when he left, four hundred Dead, 
and above a thoufand Wounded j of ours feven Dy’d, 
the Wounded were more. All the Gentlemen of the 
Recruit were in this Aflault , giving the fame proofs of 
their Courage and Birth j Dorn John Mafcarenhar play’d 
by turns the prudent Commander and flout Souldier, 
always prefen t in danger , without proflituting his 
Command. Our men paft that night with Watching, 
having for their fb near Neighbours the Enemy , who 
had, for the flraightnefs he held the Befieged in, receiv’d 
new Honours from the Sultan , and a Recruit of five 
thoufand Foot was come to him, with many Turk: 
Officers, whom Rumecaon defir’d fliould be prcfcntly 
brought to face our men , that by fliewing them with 
whom he had to do, he might juftific his Aifions. 

143. The day after the Aflault, came ovet the Barr 
Dorn Antonio de Attayde^ and F ranrifeo Guitherme , who 
found not the Seas lefs Boiflerous then thofe we have 
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fpoke of j who reported Pmt Jlvaro de CaUro could 
not be mining a day , having made the Fleet let out j 
with this Order, that no Ship fibould ftay for an other. 
The Souldiers, for this News^Jj^J Recruit , kept Holy- 
day with Mufick, and continual Dancing, which made 
the dangers of the Siege go onely fora pals-time. 

144. Rumecaon, having notice there were already ar. 
riv’d fome Recruits at the Fortreft , and thinking when 
the Weather opened, the Portuguefe would not be back- 
ward to aflift one the other in the grcatcft Dangers, 
began to defpair of the defign, (eeing hardfoips (hook 
not our mens Refolutions, and that his Souldiers in their 
Difcourfcs did not allow thecaufeof thcWarr, accu- 
fing the Breakers of that Peace we kept fo inviolablj^ 
He was afraid of fome dilpolition he law for a mutiny, | 
which , by aggravating the miier^le condition of 
Ours, and the infallibility of their Vii3:ory, he Labour’d 
to prevent. He paid the Souldiers, and commanded the 
* Cadges to Preach the certainty of Glory for all thofe 
who Dy*d in this Warr , and the Rew|jrds, which for de- 
fending their Country, they were to receive from the 
Sultan , not forgetting to joyn the Temporal, with the 
Spiritual. And Mines not being fo Dangerous as 
Storming, and of more Execution , he refolv u to go on 
with them i on this delign, he commanded the opening 
a great Mine , in that traft of the Wall which from 
Saint Johns vifork goes untill it end in Jntonio Pecanhds 
Centry-houfe; but our men being caution'd ( though 
fubtil, and contriving Knmecaon^ fap’t under the ocher 
Works , commanding his men by night to make a noife 
there, by that diverlion to keep from us his intention ) 
Dom John Mafearenbas had notice of the Mine, againfr 
which, as at other times, he fecur’d himfcif, the Gentle- 
,iTien working to prevent it, whofe example eas’d the 

Labour of the Souldiers. 

145. When ’twas time to fpring the Mine, the 

whole Army mov’d, and begun to furround the For- 
trds 9 there came before two Satijack^ commanding a 
I Com- 
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Company of Turkf^ who were to enter at the Breaches ' 
prefum'd upon at the playing of the Mine, which with I 
a hideous Noife carry’d into the Air the whole face of! 
the Wall j The Turk/^ ■tljfcgh blind with Smoak, and | 

Duft, ( the force of the ore had rais’d ^ ran prefently 
on, but found the oppofition of an other Wall , the 
Fire either had not reach'r, or had prov’d too ftrong j 
yet feeing Antonio Fecanhas Watch-houle open in three 
place ^ carrying thither their Arms, they endeavoured , 
toga.* .t 5 but our men, as to the weakeft place came to 
its Relief, stopping the Current of the Enemy. 

1 46. Here the difpiitc was for a while clofe and hot, 
the Befiegersand oefieg’d, as it wcie Fighting in a plain 
Campagnia , and Rumecaon believing, that there was 
all our b;"cc , Commyded ’em to fall on the other 
Works, where too the Forttt^ue/e entertain'd ’em with 
theic Swords. 1 he Enemy that day fliot infinite Bul- 
lets into the Fortrefs , which, though That was almoft 
raz’d, did no harm , an accident which for its rarenefs Tf,,. pj,„ 
look’t like a miracle. The Fight lalfed fome hours, the retires. 

! Enemy retiring with his ufual lofs, we with our ordinary 
good lortune. 

i4'7. Rmm^aon , who now thought himlelf re- 
proach'd by the length of the Siege , as one who to ;u- 
ftifie himfclf, went in queft of dangers, and difficulties, 
the next day in Perfoii fell upon Saint Thoma/s work^ 
commanding leveral Officers to Scale the other Works, 
which made thofe days Storming go for a fucceffive t iiif 
aflault. The Moors fought here, more Defperately then Sr . 7 Ijuwaj's I 
Valiantly , making hafte, though run through with 
Lances, and Swords at once, toDye, ahd Killj readier 
to offend, thenfave themfelvcs, feeking Death as the 
gate to that imaginary Glory, promis’d ’em by theCtf- 
ci-z^es , who in favour of the defign, and to beget in the 1 

Souldiers a contempt of their Lives, continually j^reft j 

that Diabolical incentive. In this heat , did th^y for 
fome. hours endure the Crifis of the Battail, with the 
lofs of fourfeore , upon whole Bodies they continued 

Flglitwg 
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Fighthig , forc't on by the grief and lofs of their flain 
Caniradcs. They in fine behav’d themfelves with iiich 
rc/blution, as to keep chat part of the Work where the 
Fight was, planting on it tM^ Oolours, covering them- 
ielvcs with Trenches and BiilTicados. 

148. The dilpute in Saint James's work was not j 

cooler, the Enemies had twice got it , but met with fo! 
gallant a refiftance, as at no little expence of Blood 
they again loft it ; The fire the Enemy caft amongft us 
here was fo much, that our men fought in Flames , ha- 
ving no other remedy for their ‘Relief, then to cool 
thcmfelvcsin Barrils of water. Antonio Monix Barretto, 
was, with but two other Souldiers on the Work, re- 
pelling the fury of the Enemy, and Monix ftepping off 
to allay the heat of the Fire iiy:he Barril, was feis’d on 
by otic of 'cm , faying^ Ah Signior Monix, will you let 
the King’s work be loft } I’me all on Fire ( aiiiwered,he} 
and go to bathe in the Tubbs, if your Arms C teply’d 
the Souldier ) arc well enough to Fight, all the reft is 
nothing) whofc hints accepted, fb pleas'd with 

the Souldiers courage as he got himhisdifeharge, and 
brought him with him for Portugal/, gencroufly con- 
feftlng his own backwardnefs, to the otRcrs advantage, 
and always calling him by an honourable Title , The 
Souldier of the Fire j neither do the relations of this 
Aftion, make him known to us by any other name. 

149. In this, and the other Works they this day 
fought, with equal courage and danger, which we will 
not particularly relate, becaufe the Circumftances do 
fo agree , as looking like the fame thing repeated, the 
Writing, and Reading would J?e tedious 5 yet, though 
the relation of this Siege doth not by its variety delight, 
who will deny this A^on to be one of the moft fa- 
mous in human Story , which as fo was valued by the ' 
moft Warlick nations of Jfia, and Europe ? Upon the 
Enemies retiring , we fortify’d our fcl ves in the ruins of 
the Fortrefi , where we were continually on our 
Guards. 


1 50. Dom 
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150. Dm John Mafcarenhas the next day, fentout 
Jntonto Correa with twenty Companions in a Carak, \ 

a Souldierof great Courage, whofe Birth C but by his »u: Vo feoJ 
Afiions, which deferve, or ftippofe it Eminent J) wc 
know not. He got over the Barr, and Coafting the 
Iflahd as was commanded him, without any Prize re- 
turn’d j but as flout Souldiers fatishe not thcmfelves 
with brave unlefs fucceflfull Afiions, Correa ( more defl 
peratc then obedient } return'd to tempt Fortune five 
^times on the fame Errand ; but that which ieem’d 
chance, was Myflery , and Heaven decreed or per- 
mitted the flout Souldier fliould be obftinate in the 
defign , who is to blame himfeif if his own fault pro- 
cur’d his misfortune. He^in fine, with too importune 
Curiofity, return’d , to provoke or know his Fortune, 
and ftanding up with the Ifland, perceiv’d a Fire at a 
diftance, which made it feem lefs, but Rowing towards 
that place, leaving his Companions in the Boat, went 
on Shore, and walk't a while alone, till the light of the 
Fire dilcovered twelve Moors, who were warming them- 
fclves about it ; immediatdy he return’d pleas’d to his 
Companions, bidding ’em leave their Boat , for now 
they had in their power the Prize they fought for, yet 
the Souldiers, either forgetting themfeivcs, or Minifters 
of an higher providence, went not with him, making 
way for their Commanders fortune , who feeing the 
Souldiers bale refolution, went alone to the Moors, 
having heart enough to go attempt that danger, he 
could not mafler 5 on a fuddain he fet upon the Moors, 
who fur pris'd with fo unlook't for an Aflault, fome fled, S;ts u] 
the refl , but Faintly and Timeroufly flood to their 
Defence , but coming to themfelves, and feeing them- him. 
felves Hack't but by one man, began with more re- 
folution to refiflhim, thofe alfowho were fled came 
back to joyn in the Defence , and while Antonio Cor- . 
tea was at blows with fome of ’em , oth^s behind 
maflered him , and after taking him, like a Beafl kept 
him Ty’d, and lb carry ’d him to Rumecaoa , in credit 
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iof ThSr Prize , (bewing the Wounds they had re- 
ceiv'd, 

1 5 1. Rumeeaorl commanded he fliould be loos’d, 
asking him how many men were in the Fortrcfs ? if the | 
Governour intended to come to Dio ? with \yhat 
force, and in what time his Son wasexpefted ? he with 
great affurance anfwered him , that there were in the 
Fortrcfs fix hundred men, who were every day earneft 
with the Commander to lead 'em forth to the Camp 5 
that they very (bonly look’t for Do/// Alvaro to come 
with fourfeore Veflels , who upon his at rival would 
Sally forth into the Gampagnia , becaule fome Gal- 
leys he brought with him wanted lurkipj ^iaves ; 
that the Governour was preparing greater Forces, bc- 
caufeatonce he would determine the bufinefs of Cam- 
bay a. *Rumecaott who knew the truth of our firength,. 
envy d fo brave a Soul in fo low Fortune, and cficeming 
him as a Souldier, who in Chains delpis d him, ask't him 
to turn Moor , that he might in abetter Religion have 
- better Fortune , and know the difterence there was 
’twixt ferving a rich Mbnarck, and poor Pyrats. The 
. flout Cavallier fcandalis’d at the Affront ot fobafe Ci- 
vilities, told him , The Portuguefe were always ready to 
flied their Blood for their Religion, and King; that 
Ualoamed was an Impoftor, infamous for his Adions and 
Dofirine j that if there were in Cambaya any Rcne- 
gados , they were of other Nations, as was his Father 
Coge-Sofar y whom, as a Monfter of the place he was 
Born in, his Parents and Country own’d not as their 
Son. 

152. Rumecaon notibic to endure from a Slave the 
affronts of his Religion and Perfon , kindled with 
Zeal and Contempt, commanded, that before taking 
away his Life, he fliould in his prefence be beaten and 
fpit upon , believing the Punilhment not fo much to 
him as the {corn, then ordered, he fliould in dilgracc and 
derifion go naked through the Streets , a Barbarous 
i'ivcntor of fo new a Punilhment, firff: againfl Man, 

then 
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then againft Humanity j yet did this Souldier of Chiift 
f like one, now a houldier of an other Militia } with 
a foftcr Courage overcome by fufoing. Rumecaon, 
after thefe affronts, faying, his Prophets honour deman- 
ded latisfa6iion in Blood, commanded he fliould be 
Beheaded , and the Palm, he deferv'd as a Souldier, he 
obtain’d as a Martyr ; his Head was put upon a Pike 
and let, wherefrom the Fortrels our men might fee it 
who asSouldiers , out of a natural but nnjiiftCompun- 
dion vow’d to revenge his Blood, as Catholicks, envy’d 
his Death. ' The next day, thofe who were in his Com- 
pany return’d , whom the Commander, rcfpe( 5 ling the 
ime, would neither fee or punifli ; yet did they expiate 
their fault, by venturing on all occalions, like men who 
oath’ d Life without honour. Many of ’em accus’d by 
their Conlcience , defign’d their own Death. Thei 
Moors at a diff ance mock't^nd geef d at us, pointing at 
Antonio Correas Head, recompcnfing fo many Ioffes with 
that fatisfaflion, and grown by it more daring , did in 
contempt of us fomc extraordinary Adfions. 

j. Between Saint Thomas’s and Saint James s work 
was our Colours planted } which one of the Moors 
believing he could without danger effeft it, the Wall 
being Low, and not Guarded ) had a mind to take 
away } coming by ftcalth and un feen of our men;| 
getting up by the Ruins, he got hold of the Staff, aj d 
though he by forcing mov’d it, yet could he not carry it 
away, and quitting out of fear his hold left it Leaning 5 
feeing how little his firft attempt coft him, return'd 
with the fame Caution in queft of the Colours, and as 
he was reaching out his Arm to take hold of it, one of 
our Souldiers with a Mufquet-fhot Kill’d him. T his 
hapned in face of the Camp, who for hisfirff; exploit 
entertain’d him with Shouts and Praifes, now look’t 
upon him falling with a profound filence. Ours ran in 
great haffe to cut off his Head , which they fo planted, 
as with it to confront Antonio Correas, 

1 54. The Moors who were fortify'd in Saint Thomas* s 
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work, went on at the purchafe of their Blood, getting 
ground inch by inch, carrying always 'before ’em Moun- 
tains of Earth, and Boughs , with which they covered ^ 
and foftify’d thcmlclves. tyom John Mafcarenhaf com- 
manded the bringing a great Canon to the Church 
door , which lying higher then the Moors, had em for 
a mark, from whence he fo furioufly Gall’d ’em, as to 
break their Defences, and with the lofs of a great many, 
make ’em Diflodgc. 

T - c- c- 155. The Fortrefi rwas now raz’d, and the Portuguefe 
- infteadof Walls defended their own Ruins, the Enemy 
lO ciLis. yyitijin the Works at the gates of Vi^ioryj of the 
PrOvifions, fomcthe time had Corrupted, the reft for 
their quality were llnwhollbme, from whence procee- 
ded fo malign Oifeafcs, as the well rcceivM more hurt 
by the Infe&ion, then from the Enemy. 

Ai. 1 56. Dom Alvaro de Ca^ro was departed Bacaim 
V- iuac’c yyith fifty Ships , ( fo they call any Boats in Jndiahc 
they European Carvels, or Veflels with Oars ) and being 
Over-laded with Ammunition and Provifion, not able 
to Live in fo great Seas , they were, (hattered and 
loofe, forc’t to alter their courfe, and recover diverfe 
Bays and Creeks, as the weather drove ’em. Amongft 
thoife Ships which were fcattered by the Storm , was 
that commanded by Athanafio Freire, who ftanding in ♦ 
for the Land, was caft into the Bay of Cambaya, almoft 
quite funk, and in ftich a condition, as by common con- 
j feet they agreed to run on Shore at the firft Land they 

made, counting Life more prifable then Liberty; ac- 
cordingly they run a.ground near Surat, where they 
were taken Slaves, and carry’d to Sultan Mahumed, 
who fent ’em away Prilbners, and commanded ’em to 
be put in th€ fame Dungeon where he kept Simaon Feo 
with other Portuguefe. 

157. Pbty Freire who came in Conferve with Dom 
j.-irrives ^Ivaro, in a Ship of his own, and Souldiers paid at his 
j ^‘0. own Charge , did better keep the Seas, and Sailing that 

j j day and th^next in the Storm, came in fight of the Coaft 
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of Dh , whence he lay in for the Fortrefs, and coming 
over the Barr got to an Anchor under the Faufe-bray, 
where he was by every one welcomed , and told the 
Commander in chief the news of Dotn Al'^aro's com- 
ing, as much expected as neceffary , not then knowing 
any thing of his going back, of which we Oiall give an 
account, 

I 58. Al^vaTo de and Francifeo de 

Meae’x.sf , were with the general Storm forc’t back to 
Agacaim^ all fliattercd , where they quickly fitted 
thernlelvcs, and v/ith mofl: part of their Fleet ventured 
to Sea again , and over-coming the fury of the weather 
got fight of the other Coafl near Madrefaual ^ whence 
they made at a difiance a great Ship which came lleal- 
ing by our Fleet. Dom Al^varo commanded the Captain 
to make up with her , as did two Ships more of the 
Company. The Ship prclcntly firoke Sail, being the 
King of Cambay and coming from Ormus , fbe font 
off two Merchants who came and prefented Dom AL 
•varo their pals, fign’d belorc the Warr j whofeis’don 
the Ship, and fent her to Goa , tiiat the Governour 
might determine if flie was to be made Prize 5 The 
Commodities in her were Coral, Chamlots, Pintados, 
and Carpets, all which were judg’d to be loft, Pom 
Al<varo de Caflro holding on his courle arriv’d at the Barr 
of Dio with forty Ships, with their Waft-cloths, Strea- 
mers, and Pendents, making a fliow both warJickand 
plcalant. He lalutcd the Fortrcls with all his Guns, 
which, with the founding of Drums and Trumpets re- 
turn’d him the like anfwcr. I he Commander in chief 
made the Gates of the Fortrel. be opened to receive 
Dom Aharoy all the Gentlemen, and Souldiers too, 
came to receive and welcome the Fleet , on which be- 
fides Dom ^ Perlbn, came Gentlemen andCa- 

valliers of eminent condition ■ they brought Ammu- 
nition and Provifion for fome time , the Governour 
not *willing to have it at the Courtefie of the Seas, to 
deny or give paflage to a fccond Kelief. Dem Alfaro 
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took up his quarters in the Work where his Brother 
Dofft Fernando fell , thofe who formerly had been under i 
his Command came to ferve under Vom Aharo , and 
moft of the Gentlemen, fome as having bore a part in 
the foriow for his Brother, others in his ViQories ; all too 
vvould take the word from him, as Admiral at Sea, not 
one being willing to be exempted from his Command,; 
a thing contrary to the Time, and more toDifcipline'^j 
yet Dom Alvaro told the Commander , he came to re- 
ceive orders from him, which Dow John Mafearenhas 
taking for a Civility , anlwered with the fame Coutt- 
fhip 5 but Dom Alvaro fhew’d him his inftru£iions, which 
were not the leaft part of the other excellencies of the 
Governour , to fay, that, though by the Jurisdiifiion of 
his Place, and the King s Commiflion, he himfelf was 
exempt from any fubjedion which belong’d not to the 
Governour of India he fent his Son Dom Alvaro to re- 
ceive orders from Dom John Mafearenhas , the great 
Honour he had gain’d in that Siege fo requiring it- a 
temper in a man truly great, where he had already loft 
one Son and ventur’d an other , to covet none of that 
Fame, he with his Blood help t to purchafe , greater 
doubtlefs in this NegleQ:, then afterwards in his Vi- 
j£iory. 

159. Kuntecaon knomtig of Dom Alvaros arrival, 
faid, there were now Prifoners in the Fortrefs to ho- 
nour his Triumph, and commmanded his men to work 
more eagerly in the Mines. Dom Alvaro immediately 
difpatch’t his Ship to the Governour with Letters, inti- 
mating in what condition he found the Fortrefs , and 
Dom John Mafearenhas advis'd him of all had paft. 
There were now fix hundred men in the Fortrefs , all 
Souldiers of repute , whom , Dom John Mafearenhas 
thought capable of greater things, then only a Defence i 
he commanded the planting three great Guns againft 
the Enemies Polls, with which he lb furioufly Batter’d 
’em, that Rumuaon^ as intent to defend himfelf aslpoil 
us, re-inforc’t Ims Fortification. 

i 6 o> There 
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1^0. There was in the former aflaults. Buried in the 
: ruins of Saint Thomas’s works, a great Gun of an extra- 
vagant bignefs , which the Commander was carnefl to 
get up into the Fortrefs , and imploying Ropes and 
Machines, found it impoffiblc, defiring foat leafi; to 
fecure it, as the Enemies might make no ufe of it , he 
ordered it to be ty*d there with great Cords. The Moors 
continued digging under the Walls of the Work, and 
firiking on the bottom Stones, by the failing of the 
Foundation the Walls fell down, the great Gun re- 
maining ty’d and fufpended in the Air. The Moors came 
prefcntly on to enter the Work, but found in their way 
Dom Frattcifeo de Mene%esy with others about him, who 
engag’d the Moors in a very hot dilpute , and that being 
the firft day of their feeing the Enemy, they charg’d 
him with fuch Vigour, as he wasforc’t to retire, leaving 
many of his men on the place. In the height of the 
! Fight, fome of 'em fafting a great Cabell to the Gun 
dragg’d it off, unfeen of Ours, who engag'd in the Fight, 
j did not take notice what the Moors were doing. 

i 6 i* Dom John Mafcarenfjas did vigilantly attend 
the defigns of the Enemy, more affaid of their Mines, 
then being Aflaoltcd openly 5 which coming to the 
knowledge of Dom Jlvaro's Souldiers, warn’d by the 
late example of Dom Fernando de Caflro , and other 
Gentlemen, and Souldiers, who were Burnt to Death, 
they all agreed to Sally out and Fight the Enemy , fear- 
full where the danger was doubtful] , refolute where 
'twas certain. 

161, They faid they would not by their ufelefs obe- 
dience be I^rnt to Death, when they might Dye in the 
Field, with Viftory or Revenge ^ that knowing how to 
Fight like men, they would not perifti like Beafts, faft- 
ned to their danger j that oi two, they rather chofo 
that they might overcome, then that they could not 
avoid. Dom John Mafearenhas^' firft by Reafon, then by The 
the Authority of his Place, and Perfon, did what. he 
could to diffwade ’em, but in vain , becaufc ( as their 
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crime bad fbme fembJance of Virtue J they were proud j 
of it , and expefted rewards and praifes for their Dif- 1 
obedience. Dofu Ahvaro de Caftro help’t to keep 'em i 
back, much difgufted by fo foul an obftinacy , faying, | 
the King would be more fenhble of the dilobedience 
of one Souldier, then the lofs of a Fortrefs j that it 
belong’d only to the Commander to Govern, to them 
to Obey and Fight. Dom Francifeo de Mem‘x,es told ’em 
they were the firft who would Defame the name ofi 
Fortuguefe 5 that they would go witli their Honour loft, 
their Lives in no little danger , and though they fcap t 
the arms of their Enemy , they could not free them- 
fclves from the juft anger of their King, whom, by fo 
bafe a Mutiny, they in the Perfbn of his Commander,' 
delpis’d. For all this, with a fatal refolii tends did they 
provide to give Battel , faying, no fault could be fuch, 
as Viftory would not cxcufe, and if they were loft, they 
were exempt from reward or punifhment ^ that they 
flood up for the honour of the State , whofe Cuftom, 
was rather to take places on the Moors^ then lofe its 
own. 

1^:5. All the mhtinous Souldiers could be brought 
to , was to put off their Sallying forth till the next day, 
having left ’em for their Counfellonr that fofliorttime 
to conftder, what was beft for their fafcCVy and honour i 
They, by a fatal unanimity, all rofc rdolute and ready 
for the Fight , telling the Commander if he would not 
command ’em, they would amongft thenilelveschufea 
I Head. Dom John Mafearenhas^ f eeing hiinfeif now fore t 
to go along with the unruly j and that ftanders by 
would judge more advantagioufly of the daring, then 
prudent 5 refolv’d in Perfbn, with Dom Aharo^ and inoft 
of the Gentlemen, to follow ’em } the Commanders by 
a new Difeipline obeying / and the Souldiers comman- 
ding. 

164. There were in the Fortrefs ( as wc have faid ) 
fix-hundred men , of whom one hundred ftaid to main- 
tain the Polls , df the reft, Dom John Mafcarenhds made 

tiucc, 
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three Batfallions , two he gave two Dom Jl^aro de 
I Cafim, and Dom Frandfco de Meaczes, the other he took 
forhimfcif. They immediately Sally d out of thefi^pr- 
trcfs , and at the firft charge got the foils the Mp'orj 
had made in the Ditch, who on eafie terms quitted 
’em. By this ibaddow of Vidory began our raine j for 
our men ambitious, and out of order,, aflaulted the 
Wall, The firft who got up was Dom Alvaro^ feconded 
by two Brothers, huts de Melloy and large de Mendoca^ 
who came up after him 3 Dom Francifeo de Mene’x,es 
entred at an other place 3 and amongft the firft were 
Antonio Moni'x. Barretto^ Garcia Kodrigue%, de TavorUy, Dom 
lorge-i and Dom Duarte de Mmz.ej, Dom Francifeo^ and 
Dom Fedro de Almeyda. 

165. Kumccaon^ Ju^arcaon^ and Mojaiecaon , came 
with numerous Companies to receive ours, ^ewixt whom 
the Fight began , maintain’d on our fide with moxe 
Courage then Dilcipliue 3 Dom Francifeo de Menex.es 
was forcing back the Moors , who not able to endure 
the weight of the charge loft ground apace, till reliev’d 
by a great many others, they ftop’t the Current of our 
men. Dom John Mafearenhas climbing up the Wall, at j 
the fame time with the other Officers, feeing diverfe of 
the mutinous Souldicrs, ftanding at the foot of it, with- 
out the hearts to get up, with ffiarp words,did aloud up- 
braid, firft their Difobcdience, then their Cowardliness, | 
who without a word follow’d him, ftriving to anfwcr by I 
their Actions , and prefently charging the Enemies who 
were cngagM with Dom Jl<varo^ made ’em quit part of 
their ground 3 but the party being fo incqual, the Moots 
began to recover , fo charging Ours, as to put ’em to 
difbrder. 

166. Dom Alvaro behav’d himfelf, as his Birth, Re- 
pute, and Courage promis’d , not being at a loft in 
Difeipline, hard to be kept up when the day is loft 3 
He was, as much as poffible. Ordering and Leading off! 
his men , Retreating honourably with his face always| 
towards the Enemy, who had cut off fome of his men, 
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and the reft, not able to endure the force of the Moors ^ 
were leaving him ; which lorge de Mendoca perceiving, 
though Wounded, took Dom Aharoin his hands to 
help him up the Wall, and not able by the bleeding of 
his Wounds to perform it, was help't by bis Brother 
LuisdeMello j Dom Alvaro being upon the Wall, re- 
ceived a blow with a ftone, which made him without any 
fign of Life fall down on the other fide. 

167, After huisde Mello had help t DomAlvarOy he 
lifcewile fav’d his Brother , who was with Garcia Kodri- 
gue% de Tavoray Antonio Muni-x,, and other Gentlemen, 
repelling the futy of the Moors j till fbot through with 
a Bullet he fell down for Dead •, his Companions carry 'd 
him off, and laid him on the V'V’all , thence was he 
brought to the Fortrefi, afterwards convcigli’d to Chaul^ 
where he Dy’d of his Wound, delci ving, by his fingular 
Courage , if not a more glorious Death , a longer 
Life. 

168. Do/n Framifeo de Mene^es, as he was Fighting 
ftoutly, was taneoff with a Bullet, at whofe lofs his 
men began diforderly to retire s here was the Execution 
greatefi:, for the Moors knowing our mens confufion 
charg’d 'cm more Vigoroufly. 

1^9. Dom John Mafearenhas in this misfortune be- 
'hav'd liimfelf with Courage, and Prudence, fbme times 
Beading off his men , other times facing the Enemy, 
( whilft the Mutinous were retiring ) by this courfe 
avoiding no little mifehief 5 and having now fecur'd the 
Walls, there went a report the Fortrefs was loft , on 
which the Souldicrs like Routed men, began every one 
to difperfe 5 in this fo dangerous Confli^, Dom John 
Mafearenhas cry’d to his men , fliaming them with their 
going off, and Fighting fo couragioufly that only with 
a few who ftood to him he kept oft' the Enemy. The 
Gentlemen who were in the Fight^ got a loud name in 
fo unhappy a Day. Lopo de Soufa at the foot of the 
Wall defended himfelf againft a whole Company of 
Moors y making them often retire, with fuch Bravery,

that they charg’d him at a diftance, till by a Dart which 
part: his Brcaft he fell down Dead , leaving his Blood 
iiifficiently reveng’d. Antonio Momi. Barretto , Garcia 
Rodrigues de Tavora, Dom Duarte, and Dom large de Me~ 
jiresoe/, who had 1‘eventeen Wounds , made the Vi( 3 :ory 
dear to the Enemy. 

170. Kumecaon endeavouring to make the heft of 
jour Raflincft, commanded Mojatecaon with five thou- 
Uand men to march to the Fortrefs, to intercept thofe 
’ who were flying in the Rout, and falling upon Saint 
^Ihoma/s work, he found Lair de Sou/a there, who with 
j Canon and Mufquet-fliot, Kill’d great numbers of his 
men , yet the Moors emboldned with the heat of Vi- 
fl:ory, continued Scaling, but werefo ftoutly refifted, 
as with notorious lofs to retire. Dom John Mafearenhas 
took fuch pains , as he Rally ’d thole men who were 
fcatteringly going off^ and making of themaclofe Bat- 
tallion, led ’em on to the Fortrels, meeting by the way 
many of the Moors, who being carelels in the ftcurity qf 
ViQiory , he fo Couragioufly charged ’em, as many left 
their Lives, more the Place. There were Joft* in this 
milcarriagc five and thirty men, of whofe number were 
the Gentlemen we have fpoke of j the W'oundcd were 
above an hundred, but in fo unbridled a defign, the lols 
was not fo much as the difobedience. T he Commander 
in chief went prefently to lookout Pom Aharo, whom 
he found yet Speechlels, and by the judgment of Chi. 
rurgions in danger of Life , which lafted thole days 
Philofbphy calls Decretory or Critical ; yet his pain 
abated, dndPvm A haro recovered his health, to the 
fatisfadion of thofe, who lov'd him for the quality of 
his Birth, and Perfon. Uhuo Pereira was in the Fight, 
who behaving himfelf with known Courage , came oft’ 
with fourteen Wounds 5 he defired leave for his Cure 
to go to Goa , having there a Family, and being lately 
Married to a great Fortune, moft of which he ^ent in 
the King sfeivice, till ('as we fhall tell hereafter J he 
loft his Life.

liot)'. (ink it , by the failing of the Foundation on which it 
refted. Dom ‘John Mafearenhas deluded this Plot , by 
ordering an other Fort to be made within, which took 
a left compaft , and by containing left Earth was fitter 
for defence. This could not be hid from Rumecaon^ 
who brought thither a great party of Moors , thefe with 
Stones, Darts, and Balls of Wild-firc, did without inter- 
iiniffion charge our Work* men, fomefure of their aim 
in thofe places the Wall difeovered, others by rafting 
over it, by which they Wounded our men , more intent 
on their Work then Defence, to avoid which, the Com- 
mander gave order they fhould by hidden Lights v;ork 
I by Night , laying the Stones by the marks and obferva- 
tion they had taken by Day. 

172. Rumecaon high, and confident, ‘on the counte- 
nance the Warrfhewdhim in the laft Fight, in con- 
tempt of the Governours coming, every day expeded,, 
\ began ( as one who would in his imaginary Vidfory 

P, 1. 3 already enjoy the eafe of Triumph ) to Build a new 
ii:,\ City. City 5 whether ’twere to put bis men in heart, or as a 
Credulous man, he grounded upon the profperity of his 
imagin’d fuccefics. He made Palaces for himfelf^ with 
that Order and Grandeur , the wantoiineft of Peace 
1 would, 
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would have allow’d off ; He fet out quarters for the 
Officers, by that, obliging ’em to defend their own 
Dwellings, (hewing in the Fabrick, no lefs Skil, then 
Pride : He ordered the laying B<||its acrofs in that place 
of the River which goes from the Cuftom-hoUie to 
the Town of Rumes, which being made faft with great 
Cabcis, he filPd equally with Earth , o’re which, { as 
on a Bridge not fteady , butfecure^ the Carts which 
provided the City had an eafie paflage. Upon Rum- 
I confident fetting upon fo coftly a Fabrick j 'twas 
Voic't in many of the adjacent and remote Kingdoms 
from Cambay Xy that we had loft our Fortrefs, which re- 
port pleafing the ears of .the Moors , and Pagans^ fpread 
all over the p.afi , till the Snkan receiv’d the Comple- 
ments of many Princes who gave him the joy of the 
Vi£lory. The found of this News was with fear and 
filence liftned to in Goa, and though at large, ahd with- 
out an Author, came to the Governours ears , who by 
the privacy and caution with which it went from one 
an other, did argue its probability.

Govetnour would bring in Perfon , ( greater in report 
then appearance 'twould be ) yet did not for that un- 
bend his refolution of carrying on the Siege, and ex- 
pediing the worft of Fortune. He comnunded liis 
men to under-mine the Watch-tower over the gate, 
where Jntonio Freire had his Poft 5 and rijoogh they 
worfc’t with moft profound filence, by uivcrfe Strata- 
gems diverting our attention , the Commander in chief 
( whom no Cafualty, or Accident took unprovided ) 
found out their work, which as at other times he pre- 
vented. The Moors on the lo^^h. of OBobtr play’d the 
Mine , w’hich (prung without any hurt on the outward 
face of the Wall , the fire giving back by the refift- 
ahceof our Counter-forts , and the Moors faw within 
a new Wall rais'd, wondering at our fore-fight of all 
their defigns , and that neither ftrength, or induftry 
I profitted ’em againfl; fo flout and cautious Enemies.

4. Lourenco Pire% de Tavora Commander of the L^,.;re„cr 
Ships which came from the Kingdome as hath been 
faid before J put in , with inoft of the Ships of his 
Squadron, at Cachiw , there hearing the news of the 
Siege, he immediately parted for Goa , believing he 
fbould find the Governour on Shore ; and upon know- 
ledge of his being parted with the whole Fleet, fet Sail 
direftly for Dio , preferring the King’s Service to the 
'advantages of his Voyage. His example was follow'd 
by moftof the Gentlemen who came that year from 
the Kingdome , the ruins of our Fortrefs being the firft 
jplace they Landed at in India • Amongft whom was ^ 
Dom Antonio de Noronha, C Son of the Vice-King Dom GencLmen, 
Garcia ) with threefcore Souldiers at his own charges : 
thefe were the Riches the Gentlemen of thofe times 
came for, to the Eafi, wounds being then more pri- 
fable Commodities then now Diamonds.

by Night into the River of Surat, iind getting up with Dam 
the Tide came in fight of a great Village, which, though 
not Inhabited by the Abijpnes, had its name from ’em $ ^ ouc5«n«. 
the yillage was on the Eaft fide of the River, ipread bn 
a great Plain ^ and, though in an open place, had 
: . Y y two 
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two thoufand Families, defended ( without any othcT 
fortification ) only by fome Trenches, on confidence 
perhaps of their firft beginning the VVarr , apd thej 
ftrength of that Army they had in the Field. Dorn Ma- 
notl went on fliore, and oar men, in the fame order they 
Landed, fell upon the Enemy with more Courage then 
Difeipline. The Moots were flout enough to ^xpc6l, 
not to refift , lefs fear’d by their apprehenfion of our 
men , then the horrour of their own who firft fell j 
whole Blood fo frighted ’em, as they turn’d their backs. 
Many were cut off in the Flight, few in Refiftance ; the 
Slaughter was great, the Souldiers Sword fparing nei- 
ther Sex or Age. Vom Manoel commanded his men to 
Fire the Houfes, burning together Town and Eftates j | 
Covetoufnefs was below their fury 5 only one Moor 
had his Hands ordered to be cut ol^ who was left Alive 
not to carry the News without figns of Vi£f ory. 

7. The Fleet went out of the River, and Coafting 
along two days came in fight of the City oi AmotCy 
famous for its proud Buildings, and rich Inhabitants, 
whom their commerce by Sea had well cnrich’t ; 
thefe, warn’d by others fiifterings, rclbJv’d to Defend 
their Houfes, or Dye in ’em , valuing fo equally their 
Lives and Fortunes. T)om Manoel got on Shore, though 
not without loisj for the Moors waited for us, fliowing 
themfeivcs Souldiers in their Refolution, not in ^their 
Condu6l, who charg’d us divided into Companies, with 
wandring and uneertain Shot , betraying the fame fear 
in their Refiftance, they did afterwards;in their Flight. ! 
Dorn Mamel got ground of ’em, till he forc't ’em into ! 
the City, where, at the fight of Women and Children, 
they were made ftand by their Compaflion 5 here our 
men thought they had to do with Enemies , for they 
fought, with the Bowels of Fathers, Cowards ki defen- 
ding their own, ftout in prote&ing the Lives of others ; 
but thek Courage not being natural, and proceeding 
fr6m tender or timerous afieffions , their compa^<oo 
yielded to their fear, which gave us pofteffion of the 
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; City, Cliildren, and Victory ; and Pa^t Mansel, more 
; defigning Ruine then Conqueft , gave up the City to 
the Flames. The cruelty out-went the dcftru(3:ion, for 
j many Brameni/b yoang Ladies, exempted from crime by 
j their Sex, from the Sword by their faces , in Colour and 
j Beauty not inferiour to thofe of our Europe, were not *

i . .8 • Pom Manoel de Lima went Coafting all the Bay of 
'Cambaya, deftroying the Towns, fo depopulating every 
place, astofeemnot to be glutted, with Blood or Vi- 
dory i at laft retires with more Glory then Booty, and 
found the Governour with all the Fleet together at the 
: Ifland Pos Hortos , the next day ( the fixth of Blovem~ 
her ) they fet Sail for Di<?, the Ships went light, and 
with the multitude of Pendants and Streamers , made a 
plcafanc and beautifull fight. 

9. At the FortrefTes making the Fleet, fuch was the 
I general fatisfadion, as of men who after fuch a deluge 
of Blood, faw thofe who brought 'cm Peace in Vidfory j 
the Fortrefs was round about full of Colours, the raz'd 
Ruins pjutting on contentment. The Commander in 
chief gave order, for Shooting off all the CimS’ an- 
• fwer'd by the Governour from Sea with an amazing 
Vollee, fccondedby Inftruments of Warr and-MuBck, 
foleninizing fo frightfull a day -with chearfull Vefpers, 
the Moors' too difeharg'd a great many Pieces, Oiewingl 
their joy or contempt for the Governoufs arrival, 
t lO. Pom John de Cafiro kept that Nig^t at Sea, and 
jfentforon Board, the Commander in chief, Garcia de 
'[Sa, Manoel de Sou fa de Sepuheda, Urge Cabr^ , and 
other Gentlemen of the Counccl, whom he acquainted 
with the refblution he came with, to Fi^ the Enemy, 
upon which he ask’t no maos Opinion , becaufe the 
(GovernQur of India drew not his Sword tp Defend l^ut

men in three Nights by Ladders of Cords got into the 
Fortrefs j which was done with fb much Caution , as 
not to be difeovered by the Enemy. 

11. Rumcaoft, on the approaching danger (hewing 

hihifelf moft Refolute, told his Souldiefs, if the Gover- 
nour refolv'd to come out and Fight in the Field, the 
Moors would march into the Fortrefs through the Gates, 
not over the Walls ; that he hop't with the Fortugitefe 
Colours to fweep the Houfe of their Prophet 5 that 
they fought for the Liberty of fo many Princes , who 
figh’t under the heavy Oppreflion of Tribute, and Ser- 
vitude j that they fhould referve their Courage, in one 
day to revenge the Injuries of fo many Years . that the 
State was crufh’t under the weight of fo many Vifto- 
ries 5 that Fortune had fo ordered it, to bring 'cm toge- 
ther, at one Blow to cut ’em off| The Turl{ heightned 
this infolence, by Commanding all the Souldiers fhould 
have double Pay j his Army was of above forty thou, 
fand men , mofi of the Officers^ old Souldiers, 

famous by the report of theii* Courage, brought thither 
by extraordinary Pay. There were come lately to the 
Camp feven hundred Janizaries ^ who proudly defir'd 
to Fight by thcmfelves, that the Moors might fee who 
gave ’em the Viftory. Rumecaon fupply’d the Pofts, and 
plac’t the main Body of his Army , fo as to attend that 
place where he thought our Fleet would Anchor j nei- 
ther did his Confidence diftiirb his Difeipline. Thus 
expe6fed he to be falln upon by us, ready for Defence, 
jdoubtfull of Succefs. 

12. The Governout having now got all the Soul- 
! diers into the Fortrefs , found diverfe Opinions about

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profpedive, [inclin’d to the BHitvers, falln to*the ln-| 
fideJs i Our men more animated by Heavens then the 
States injuries, flicw’d in a different caufe, different 
Courage, more eilgag’d by the Outrages offer’d their * 
Creator, then by the fevere Commands of their Mo- 
narck. On a fuddain they all Rally ’d, and recovering i 
llrength, were rather Inftruments then Anthors of the | 
Viiiory. Kumecaon upon the Routing of his men re-! 
tir’d , arid Dom Jharo engag’d with him at the fame | 
time entred the City, more hindered by thofe who fell, 
then by therefiftance of the Living , who did not now 
defend themfelves. 

23. At that time Came up Dm Manoelde Lima, as 
Contagious by Land, as Sea, who, where he was plac’t 
broke the Enemy, till joyning with DcftH Aharo^ and 
both entring the City, did bloody Execution on the 
Moors , who Routed, and Scattered, ftrove to favc 
themfelves more by Flight then Refiftance, and the 
face of Warr look’t more like Plunder then Fight, our 
men found Moors, not Enemies j many of ’em creeping 
into their Houfeshid their own Eftates, asftoll’nfrom 
the Vidory 5 others caff: away their Arms to fly nimbler.

(like an impetuous River carrying all before it^fell upon 
them undefended j now was the Exccutirjn without 
Fighting , the Moors looVt like Enemies by their Fly- ^ 
ing, not by their Defence j and our men falling upon „ 
1‘ome Companies not yet broken , they, as for their ad- 
vantage Difordered themfelves, flying from one another 
with as much, rather more apparent Danger then from 
U8 j others not to pafs for Enemies threw away their 
Arms , as Inffruments which might mind us of their 
Offence and out Vengeance : there were in fine, in that 
Tragedy aftcdall thofe affeftions fear puts on. Rume- 
caon feeing all loft , put himfelf in a poor Garment a- h 
mongft the Dead, exempting himfelf from Rage and Vi- 
6fory j but a Stone from an unknown hand, by his Death 
fav'd ins waiting on the T riumph. Many flood to be 
the Authors of his Death, as formerly of Galba.*Sy who 
had more Muidercrs then Wounds , and in our own 
Age and Kingdome have we feen rhe like accident. 

16. 1 purpofely omit the particular accidents of this 
Bartail, becaufe none can be prais’d without injury to 
others , wec’l only give a fhort relation of the Officers, 
and moft eminent Perfbnages, out of reverence to their 
Place, and Quality 5 befides in the confufion of a Bat- 
tail tis difficult with the exa6l Rigour of truth to par-

27. The numbers of the Enemies Army cannot with 

certainty be affirm’d , bccaufe with different Calcula. 
tion, fomc raife ’em above fixty thoufand ^ others fay 
lefs, neither could the Mom who were ta’nc Prifoners, 
make any exa6i judgment of tbofe they loft j but by all 
accounts, the difproportion of the Armies was fo notoi^ 
rious , as was fufficient to amafe the World with the 
report j and in forcin Hiftories we find the Victory 
writ with more applaufe then in our own Memorials 5 
and if our Country imitated the Empires grati. 

tudi towards her Sons of defert , ihe would in proud 
Statues let the World read Domjohn dcCajlrds aSions, 
which like Annals of draft (houtd bepublick Volumes 
to all Ages i we find not that his Reward was fuicabic 
to his Merit, perhaps to raife it, he here met 
with the ufual misfortune of Bereef , yet enjoy’d he as 
a more durable recompence, the glory of his Name. 
The Princes of Afia , by ambitious Embaffies gave him 
the joy of the Viftoty. The Chamber of Gom call'd 
him Duke, either to mind him of it, or to feem to defire^ 
it. The King Dorn John honour’d him with the Title of 
Vice.King of India , the Fourth the State had there.

The Governour had but few days reft in the 
repofe of Viftory , being immediately feis’d on by the 
Anxious care of Re-building, rather founding the For* 
trds from the firft Foundation 5 a Work, fot theNe- 
ceftity of it indifpenfable , for our Straights impoftiblcj 
for the expences of fo long a Warr had drain’d the 
States Revenues , fo pawn’d befides, as only to be rf. 
deem'd by a Peace of long continuance ; yet the Go. The g 
vernour, not Diiheartned by thefe difficulties, went Biindrup 
about beginning the new Fabrick, with a neyv defign j Fortrefs. 
for in the judgment of the Skilfull, ’twas re^uihte to 
enlarge the Situation, to make the Walls thicker, the 
Baftions nearer , to Build Maga%tns in a dry place for the 
keeping Ammunition, and Provifion , that it might 
be preferv’d well conditioned, which it had not been 
formerly, but by the moiftneft of the Soil corrupted. 
Materials could not be bought, or brought, without 
pay^ or wages} Stone.cutter5^ Pioneers and Workomen 
ask’t fatisfadf ion for their Labour. 

T he Governour had neither Plate, or Jewels to ferve 
hk oecafions , fo as to be fore' t to try other Pawns^ 

Valuable by his honour, not their own nature. He

Dom Manoel not underfianding the fign, conclu- 
ded that in defiance they bid him Battail, and’twixt 
anger and impatience making ready^ perceiv'd the City 
emptying , and the poor people running in cqnfus’d 
multitudes towards a finall Mountain, which was im 
fight, believing the difiance, andetagginefsof ics fitua« 
tion would fecure «em from being fall’n upon by our 
Souldiers • Dom Manoel found out the defign of the 
Ships bawling, and put to’t,’twixc the opportunity, and 
his obedience, brought the bufinefs to Council ^ and 
amongfi Valiant Souldiers, Gallantry being the befi in. 
terpreter of Orders, *twas voted they fbould enter the 
City, becaufe the Governours infiru£fions could not 
take in all accidents, who, if there, wonld be the firfi 
fbould leap on fiiore ; the Counfcl was immediately 
follow’d by Execution ; Dom Manoel, almofi without 
any refifiance entred the City ; the pillage of the Soul- 
diers was gre^it, and what was below the coveting, was 
committed to the Fire, which burnt Efiates and Houfes 5 ^ 

I the Dammage was greater then the Viftofy. Dom 
Manoel took three Baneani Prifbners, by whom he was 
told, that all tfie Inhabitants had fav’d themfelves in a 
place of the Mountain not farrofj he refolv’d toin- 
veft it , that the fugitives and oppolers might have the 
fame Punifhment; at break of IJay he went to the i 

place, taking with him for guides the Baneant , forc’t by / 

mtfcrable neceflity to deliver up their Children and / 

Kindred, and thofe who thought tbcmrelvesfccurein | 
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the flielcer of the Mountain , faw over their Heads the 
Sword, before the Enemy. The flaughtcL diftcrcnc't 
not caiife from cau(e^ pcrfbn from perion , natives and 
Grangers, guilty and innocent with their Lives paid for 
their own *or an others offence. From Perfons the 
affront pall to Religion , he caus'd many to be Bang'd 
up in the Temples of their Idols, an outrage in the Su. 
perdition of their Religion, inexpiable. He cut the 
Throats of all the Cattel , fprinkling the Mofques with 
Cows blood, an Animal j which as the depoiitary of 
Souls, they adore with abominable worfhip. 

3 3. Pom Manod de Lima return'd to his Ships , and 
venturd to crofs the Bay, where without a Storm he 
fear'd Shipwrack j for the Tide is there io unruly, and 
timpetUous, as is fufficient to loofen the Veflels. In 
Sailing he came in fight of the City Gandar , peopled 
by Vagan Merchants, rich by its Commerce, weak by its 
Inhabitants. This was in the firft Onfet yielded^ and 
He deftroys bm^nt, the Natives difcovered their Efiatesasa ranfome 
for their Lives, which neither by oppofing nor yielding 
could they fave, for the anger, rather inhumanity of 
the Souldiers more coveted blood then booty. He de* 
fitoyd many other places of the Bay , whole a(hes and 
ruins for many years kept up the memory of their De- 
fi;ru6iion. Thole Natives who furviv’d the miferies of 
theic fellows , retir’d to the Inland of the Kingdome, 
where in fccure poverty they preferv’d themfelves. 

34. Dem Manod return’d for DiOy where he found 
the Governonr employ’d about the new Fortifications, 
in whole fight the Worksadvanc’tj diverle bufinefles 
re.demanding him at Goa , he had a mind to leave the 
Fortrefs in a Hate of defence. Dom John Mafearenhas^ 
cither wore out, orlatisfy’d with the difficulties of the 
Siege , before his time was out refign’d , his Govern, 
ment, defiring that year to return for the Kingdome, to 
enjoy that Fame of which he fo well deferv’d.

profit, were Blunted , the greateft incentives men Bow 
undeti But DomJohnMafcarenhas'i refblution to.go 
for the Kingdome^ in Lourenco Fire% de Tavords Fleet, 
put the Governour upon finding out a Commander for 
the Garrifon, which fome Gentlemen had refus’d to be, 
out of Diflike to a place which had been the Seat oi fo 
many Vidories, perhaps out of the hazard there is to fuc- 
ceed Perfons of extraordinary Erainency i yet Dotk 
Mantel de Lima offer'd Co remain on the place , out of 
either complacency to the Governour, or confidence of 
himfelf. * 

35. The Governour in the mean time provided for 
his paidage to Goa , and ofdered jintOnio Monies Barretto 
with fome Ships to look out for the Fleet of Cambaya^ 
which C by his private intelligence^ he knew were to 
Vifit the Coaft of for^ and Mangalor , which Monix 
meeting at Sea, Boarded, and carry’d into Dio , their 
Lading help’t to bear the States charges. The King of 
Cambay a in'hisrefentmentof fo many Ioffes, burft forth 
into a mofi barbarous Revenge, commanding two of 
our innocent Prifoners, taken during the Warr, to be 
Kill’d, caking his fatisfa^ion for fo great Outrages on fo 
little ftadows.

The fifteenth of April of the Year 1547. was ap- 
pointed for the day of the Ttiumph , the firfi, and laft, 
our Arms ever faw , us'd to purchafe Fame without 
glory. The City Built in Saint Catherines Bafar^ a great 
Arch, covering the Materials with diverfe Carpets. The 
The Ribrick gate of the City was from the top of th^ Wall thrown 
of down, the Stones appearing humble, or gratefull . the 

Hangings of the Walls were of Rich cloth of Gold, 
greatneis could do no more, the general iatisfadion was 
not content with lefi. In many places the Adornment 
was of diverfe Colour’d Velvets , that the Gold might 
fet off theMajcfty, the diverfity of Colours the plea- 
fantnefs. On the Walls on each fide the Gate were 
two gilded Lyons, upholding in their Paws the wheels I 
Hiftorv of of the Cafiros , always Famous, now Triumphant. I 
I is ^ There run along by the Arch a dilated Thicket of Trees, 
Cap. 6. which with intermitting lhades , qualiiy’d the heat, 
without hindring the light. The Sea appear'd allco- 
. ver'd with Ships, Galleys, Boats, and Brigantines, which 
came from the Nighbouring Iflands , all with their 
Screamers and WaR-cloaths. There was in the Court 
of the Palace a Fortrefs, defign’d for the Model of Die, 
within it fome Guns charg'd without Bullets, and other 
1 Fire-arms a pleafant Reprefentation of former Hor- 
Tours. .In the fame Fortrefi was hid exquifite Mufidc, 
which with Tunable voices kept time in finging the 
praifesof the Governour, delighting by their fweetnefs, 
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the Ear, by their words, the Judgment. The general 
correfpondcncy in the adorning the Streets , was as if 
defigivd to (hew the Riches of the Eafti The £m-| 
broidery, as common, was look’t upon with fcorn. The 
Cloaths of the Citizens were in aW kinds fuch, as if the 
People had Triumph’d ; Neither, if their heartscould 
have been (een, would the applaufe of their fouls have 
feem'd leis, being the voluntary Demonilrations of in- 
artificial afi'ediions. | 

41. The Governour came from Paugiau in a little 
Gaily, diffcrenc’t from the reft by its Adorning j he had 
with him the old Cavalliers, his Companions in the 
Expedition, who (har’d equally of the glory and daiu 
ger. The Galleons of the Fleet went on Head, ini 
their Stern follow’d the Veflcls with Oars, with their 
Sails furl’d in the Brayles , and all fhadow'd with the 
V'erdure of feveral Boughs, appearing from the Land, a 
loole Wood, or moving City. When they came in fight 
of the Fottrefs , by the horrour of their Salute, the 
Warrfeem’d rather real then apparent j the Gvins alfo 
from the Shore, gave ’em fo terrible ananfwer, as the 
ienfes could not diflinguifli whether it were a Fight or 
Triumph j all the Fleet opened to make way for the 
Govei nours Gaily* He was richly Cloath’d, giving the 
Seafbn its due, and became them as well, and iprightly as 
his Arms 5 He had on, a French fuit of Crimfbn Satin, 
•with Goldtwift about the Slafbes aiidSeamsy and not 
to forget he was a Souldier, he put On a Coat of Mail 
wrought on Cloth of Gold* with Buttons of Plate, 
Feathers in his Hat , and the GnarnitUre of hi^ Sword 
Gold, Upon the Key , the Officers of the Militia, 
Nobility, and Magiftracy of the City waited for him, 
with whom hcentred the firft Gate, where one of the 
Confuls made him a fober Speech id Latin, (hewing, 
that by the advantage of his Valotik we had humbled 
theproudeft Scepter of the Eafi, wlpfe Ruins would 
be his Fames beft Trumpets; chat Portugal had now 
fecur’d the State, born again in his Arm^, who fpught as 
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well for Religion, as Empire, fo laying his defignsj as’ 
the Voice of the Gofpel reach’ t Parts lo remote i that 
now the Moors and Fagans could not but believe that i 
j God to be Great , who was the God of fo great Vido. ! 

ries j that after long Revolutions of time in the Eafit 
men Sailing by would point at the place of the Battail, 
the Deftru&ion of Cambaya going in Tradition from Na. 
cion to Nation, from Kingdome to Kingdome ^ that 
Parents would tell ittheir Children , to fright ’em with 
the memory of former Dangers j that now our Colours 
glorioufly Roll’d up, might reft in the Temple of Peace, 
having opened that of WiStoty, He difeours'd largely 
upon the paffages of his Government , yet in -the 
thoughts of the people, was rather /paring, then extra- 
vagant in his Virtues, greater in the Eyes of Grangers, 
then in our praifes. The end of the Speech had its 
Cadence in the Harmony of differing, and agreeing in. 
flruments i inunediateiy were Shot off fome Guns, 
charg'd inftead of Bullets with diverfe Comfits , which 
falling at a little diftance, made a pleafant, though run- 
ning Banquet for the common people. The Magi- 
flrates of the City receiv’d the Governour under a Ca. 
nopy , and prefently a Citizen of quality, reverently 
bowing, took his Hat from his Head, putting him on a 
Crown of Triumph , and in his hand a Palm. The 
Guardian of the Francifeans Order walk't before, with 
the Crucifix he held upin the Battail, the Arm unnail’d, 
and hanging, ( a Signal by which the Divine Majefty 
not* only in that but th|s Age hath fecur’d to us our 
Kingdoms and Vi^lories ^ y there follow'd the Royal 

Lujitama Lihrat a (^'PnrKed it LpkSm ) faith, The defign of (halting of the King of 
Sp<i/» b^ing Compleated, by Killing the Secretary, andProclaming the FousthDukeof 
Bragam^a ( at rhic time at his Houfe in the Country ) the Nobility, in the King's abfence de- 
sir’d the Arch-biiliopof Lislone to Goyexn the City ; who going in folemn Proceilion to the 
Palace, as he p ill by Saint jitahmes Churdi, and was praying to the Saint to intercede for the 
good of the Kingdome, and bis Native Ct^try , the Arm of a lich Crucifix which was carry’d 
before him, MiraculouAy unnail’d and held it felf forth to the people, who receiv’d the Miracle, 
with accIamatitMis crying out, God ftfetcheth ouc the band of his power to free rhe Penkruefe, 
and decide their caufe againft the CafiUlioH, who had faid, he only defit’d God (hould be judge.

other Kings, by our Governours, that that Nation 
might take notice of the States clemency and jufticc, 
which held the Scales even betwixt Friends and Sub.

Landed, and on his own ground bid the Sultan Battail. 
The Governour iuft’ered hirafclf to be overcome by 
thofe Rcaions , more apprehending the fault, then dan- 
ger. Dom forge defied five hundred Murquettcers with 
them to Skirmifii with the Enemy j but as they had put 
by Dom John de Cairo's full Blow for the Battail , he 
Iccm’ d unwilling to give the Sultan fo fleight a Wound ;

■ relblvingto fpend the reft of that Summer in the Warr

March of the Enemy , who inform'd him, that in the 
Court at Amadebat there was not a Family without 
tears $ and that the Snltanhy z fevere Decree had for. 
bid the mentioning the Siege and Battail of Dio , as if 
Laws could command grief and memory. The Cover* 
is fenfiWc 0 nour heard by the fame Envoys , that the FortrefiTes of 
the nor t’ and Borocbe. were quitt^ at the fight of Dorn 
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\Alvdtoi FleeCj and that he might by Scale have taken j 
them, had he not been hindered by the diffwafionsofj 
his Officers ; which Dom John de CaBro took lb toi 
hmt, as if »twcrc neceflary to divine opportunities, and i 
his temper burfl: forth into words , which accus'd the 
Commanders of the Fleet of negle^and rcmilnels, 

56. The Governour employ'd the Ihort Lcilure he 
had at Bacaim in writing lor the Kingdome , making fo 
honourable mention to the King of thole who had 
ferv'dhim, as amongll fo many eminent Virtues, this 
zeal, or gratitude leem'd to be lingular , and the Soul- 
diers thereby improv’d in Courage, having Iccurity that 
their General would not be wanting in his Zeal or Re- 
wards. 

57. Hidakaou confidering that the States ftrengrh 
was , 'though Triumphant, broken with fo many Vi- 
dories , came in again to get poffellion of the In-Iand 
with an Army of twenty thoufand Foot , under the 
Command of Cafa Batecaon, a Rout Turk born in P<f/- 
tnatiaj expcricnc’c in the Languages, and fdifcipline of 
Europe, He without any oppofition fubjcdled the 
Country , forcing fome few of our Souldiers to retreat 
to the Fortrefs oiRachol, who advis’d Goa of the ftrength 
of the Enemy. 

58. Upon this advice , Dom Diago de Almeyda^ by 
Counfel of thc.Bilhop, ( then Governour ^ and of Ibme 
Gentlemen and Souldiers, refolv’d to diflodgetbe Moor^ 
with the (landing Militia, before they Encamp’t them, 
felves , and increafing in ftrength and boldnefs fac’t the 
Walls of Go&, the Metrapolitan City. The men who 
were to go with him being appointed and ready to 
March , the Magiftracy and Government of this City 
I came expoftulating and protefting againft their going \ 
ithat the Head of the State was not to be ventured on 
;fo difproporcionable Forces j that the Governour was at 

with a Fleet full of Vi^orious Souldiers, able to 
chaftile the Enemy , againft whom he would bring, as a 
Ibcond Army, his Fame and Fortune. 

59. The 
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59. The difpute continued fo hot betwixt the Soul, 
diets and Citizens, as to come near Sedition, and Mu- 
tiny , thefc landing for the prcfervation of the City, ;

I 
vernour being fo near, fhould be acquainted with the 
bunnefs , who underftanding the Civil Government in- 
termedled in ordering the -.Warr, chid fliarply their 
animofity , allow’d and confirm’d Viogo de Almeydds'^ 
rclolution of finding out the Enemy, fending him orders 
to ftay with his men at Fangim , where he w'ould in few*’ j 
I days joyn him. ^ | 

Dorn John de CaUro had fcarcc laid down his 
Pen, with which he writ for the Kingdome , when he 
again took in hand his Sword ; the lame day he receiv’d 
the advice , he commanded a great Gun to be Sliot off 
to warn the Fleet to be in readinefs to weigh, and the 
next, fet Sail with the whole Armado ^ and Coafting 
went in fight of the City Dabul, famous for the marks 
our Arms had before left there , and now the chief Scale 
of Hidalcaon’s Ports j at a diftance were fecn a great 
many Gardens, Orchards, and proud Buildings, which 
(hew’d the Luxury and Grandeur of the Inlrabitants i 
the City contains about four thoufand Families, hath 
two Forts, and feme Redouts which defend the en- 
trance into the Harbour , and though the Adlion re- 
quir’d much Deliberation , the Governour refolv’d on 
the undertaking. 

61. The Fleet that Evening went Coafting in light 
of the City , obferving its Anchorage and Defence j 
the next Morning by break of day the Governour pom- 
manded his Son Dom Alvaro with two thoufand it^n to 
go into Boats and get on Shore , he being one of, the 
firft, who amongft many repeated Shot ^ot footing > 
here was the Enemies refiftance in hindering, or retar- 
ding our paflage ; the Battail was fog time with- 
out inclining , the place and caufe heightning theit Bra- 
j very in Fighting j the Crys of Women and Children 
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in theif Ears , made them receive Wounds vvicaour 
pain or fear 5 the Dead who fell were not an examp’c 
'for their Fear but Vengeance, i he Blood ran down on 
both fides, and the rcfoluccnefs of both parties made 
j the fuccefs Contingent, when the Governour with the 
j reft of his men came in , and charg’d the Enemy lb 
home, as he began to abate in his Defence ; they were 
by degrees giving ground , till by a declar'd flying they 
left us the Vidory* The Governour mingled with tiu j 
Moors entred the City , where many Dy’d in light oj | 
their Wives they could neither forfakc nor defend, j 
The {laughter was fuccecdcd by CovctaulntB , the!

62. The Governour leaving the City in E lames re- 
iinbark’d, and fleer’d for Agacaim ^ vvheiehc cxpci^led 
! Dom Viogo de Alnteyda with one hundred and fifty Horle, 
land the ftanding Militia , and with lloreof Barks to 
pafs the men ; the Governour ftaid here one day, to 
linform himlclf of the Encmic.s force, and defign, and 
i on the next ( the Apoftle Saint Thomas's Eve 7 i efolv^d 
'to fail on the Moors, and in the Batcail invoke the name 
of the Saiiiu, not to deprive him of the honour of the 
:Protc£lion of India , purchas’d by his ^reaching, and 
! {bedding his Blood on theCrofs of his Martyrdome. 

65. The Enemy was quartered at a Towm call'd 
Morgaon, not farr from Agacaim ; the Governour having 
notice of it, formxihis men into two Battallions, he 
gaye the firft to his Son Dom Alfaro de Cajiro, the (Com- 
panion of his Victories , with him were the Nflires of 
Cochim, and Citizens of Goa j the fccond ( which he 
kept for himfelf ) was made up of all the Gentlemen 
and Souldiers of the Fleet, who in their Wings had the 
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City.horfc , in this order did he March, fending ibme 
Hor/c before to difeover the Camp. 

64. The Moors were fpread without Order or DiC- 
cipline, as men who neither fear’d nor expedfed an 
Enemy j fome of their Souldiers , who went up and 
down the Camp, fpy'd our Colours, and by their fight, 
or intelligence, knowing the Governour look’t out for 
’em , went in a fright to advife CaU Batecaon^ aggrava- 
ting our firength, which their fear,* and the difiance 
made greater. The alarm’d at the approach of 
fo Viilorious Arms , was not Maft cr of more confidcra- 

I tion, then by his Flight to be an example to bis men ^ 
they left in their quarters. Tents, Provifion, and Bag- 
gage, and what meat was for Supper, then almofi ready 5 
for the difficulty of our March a moft neceflary and. 
pleafant Booty. The Governour by this Flight began 
to be in pofleflion of the Land and Vidiory. 

65. The Moors went over a deep River , only to be 
paft by fome Loggs of Wood laid acrofs infiead of a 
Bridge , which the Enemy to hinder our perfute cut in 
pieces , yet in fo much hafte , as the Earth which fell 
down, left open a pafiage , not without difficulty, 
though without danger. Dom Alfaro in this place fet. 
upon paffing the River , beginning to wade by few at a 
time, as the firaightnefs of the ground permitted. 

66 . The Enemy was not fo out of himfelf a.s to lofe 
the occafion of Fighting on fo eminent advantages j He 
turn'd with his men to the River , (hewing us that fo 
cautious fear was Stratagem. The Moors charg'd our 
men as they were paffing , and fo were timorous, few, 
and difordered i The Governour, with his Voice, com- 
mand, and prefence , encourag’d them to go over, but 
fear o recame their Obedience 3 the firft turn’d back, 
not without lofsof Blood, and with worfe marks then 
their Vfounds. At this time the Governour’s impatience 
attempted the River in different places. Dom Vtogo 
\deAlmeyda waded it with a Troop of Horfe , finding 

where he went better Foording, and Fortune, for he 

fell 
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fell in with the Moors General who was on Horfe-back, 
ordering and encouraging his men , whom he let upon 
with great Bravery j The Tur^ with the (hock fell to 
the ground, but rifing again without loisof his judg. 
ment laid hold on his Semitar , and went after Dom 
Diogo , who though he loft i\ot his Saddle, was for a 
while with the force of the Blow dif-inabled , but 
coming again to himfelf the fecond time charg'd the Dom d;,,,,,: 
Turley and ( though two Souldiers endeavoured to relcue ' 

him j left him with many Wounds meafuring the ’ 
i ground. 

, 67. The other Commanders, though with difficulty,

World above all other applaufci here he diQ>atch’t| 
the Ships of Burden which were to go for the King-' 
jdome , on which went pom John Mafearenhas^ a Man; 
more conftant in the difficulties of Jfia, then in the 
advcrfitics of his Native Country s he was receiv’d by 
the King and Nobility, with extraordinary honour?,; 
yet were* not his Rewards anfwerable to his Services jj 
He was of the Council of State to the King DomSeha~\ 
ffion^ afterwards one of the Governours of the King-, 
dome. He Marry’d Dona Elena Daughter to Dorn John . 
de CajiellbrancOj by whom he left a inoft Rcnovvn’d and :

69 . Dorn John de Cajiro thought rft>t lUdakaon yet 
fufficiently Curb’d by our Arms , and rcfolv’d with a 
fharper Warr to bring him under j He fecur’d with a i 
ftrong Garrifon the Territories of Salfete^ leaving rhere j 
Dorn Diogo de Jlmeyda with fixfcore Horfe, and one; 
thoufand Foot of the place ^ and ordered fome Ships to ! 
lye in the Rivers of Hacholy to defend the Neighbouring 
Villages, the Labourers having quitted the grounds,, 
feeing their Dominion, by the ficklcnels of VVarr, ca- 
fualand uncertain. The Governotiralfo underftanding! 
how eafie it was to pull down a declining Kingdome, ; 
jcarry’d on the Warr againft Hidalcaon , defiring the 
States Rivals might take warning by his Puniffiment j 
He embark’ t thofe Souldiers he had always in rcadi-i 
neft, by being their Companion in dangers, and Father j 
in difficulties, andfetting Sail, went along all 11 
caon'^ Coaft , which he fo impartially Deftroy’d, as not • 
to leave one place to comfort an others milcries , none 
was freed by their rcfiftance, fome by their diftance.

our Ships at Anchor in the Port, retir'd Flying, and left 
on Shore his Baggage and Wounded ; and feeing he ! 
could not atebieve what he promis’d his Mafter, ( whofc | 
Pride, and Imperioufnefs us’d not to receive fkisfa^ion i 
for mifearriages, or misfortunes) ventured, rather then 
his Head, his Loyalty He went into the Port of Adem 
under Colour of Friendfhip, where the King fent to 
Vifit him, with tiegallios and Refreflimcnts from Shore, 
bat was cautious and vigilant to preferve the City ^ for 
the' Bafhaip s Force and Loyalty was fulpitious. The 
lurk.-) who faw his Treafon fear’d or difeovered, defigii’d 
to liirprifc the City by Scaling , but was afraid of the 
Fortrefs of the place, and Courage of the Jrabiani, 
and on that, had Recourfe to an other Stratagem, more 
bale, and more fecure, which was to cxcufe himfelf to 
the King for not coming into the City, in fear to lofe 
the favourable Wind j that he defir’d to fee him on 
Board, for he was to communicate to him fome bufinefs 
from the Grand Signior to the great advantage of his 
Kingdume. The poor King, factl, or credulous in the 
good of bis State, went immediately to meet the Ba~ 
jhaw at Sea, fecure in an innocent Confcicnce ; but the 
Tyrant forgetting Faith, and Humanity, made him with 
ScoSs and Uerifion , a cruel delight in fo foul a 
Treafbnljl be Beheaded in the Galley. ’Twaseafiefor 
the Bajhaw upon the Death of the King to feife 09 the 
City , frighted and confus'd at the violent Murder of 
their Prince ; and becaufe the Turkjjh Neighbourhood 
coil the State blood, and trouble , we will in brief give 
you this relation of the place. 

, 73 * It is (ituate on the Coail of Arabia the happy, 

in twelve degrees, and fifteen minutes of Northernh^Ltu 
tude, protc&d by a little Mountain, which with fome 
Cailles defends the entrance of the Harbour . it lies in 
the mouth of the Straight, the Port bold, capable to 
Anchor Ships of any burden , though expos'd to Wejier- 
|/)r winds, which ztetBe Mon fane t in Summer. Art and 
1 Nature 
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Nature have made it Tenable by Land, fccuring it from , 
the ambition of the Neighbour Princes and the incur, 
fions of the Mountainous Arabs^ who moleft the Coun- 
try with troublefomc Inroads; there is in the Port a 
[ittic Ifland, tolerably Fortify 'd, call’d by the Natives 
Cira, before it is an other fafe Harbour, (hclcercd from 
many Winds, where the Mecca Fleet ule to come to an 
Anchor. There arc no Rivers or Fountains to water 
the ground , it doth not fometimes Rain lor two or 
three years, whether if be the nature of the Clime, or 
forae hidden Judgment, fo as they fetch their water 
atadiftance*withCrfr^«^4»^of Camels. The chief Com- 
modity of the place is Rubarb, but that which brings 
in moft profit is the Anchorage of Ships which pals the 
Straight. The Nation is WarJick and Cruel , goes 
willingly to the Warr, though more for Plunder, th?n 
Vi^ory. 

The Baffyaw h 2 i\\ng feisM on the City, and fee- 
ing himfelf, though an Intruder, obey’d , began with 
diverfc Oppreffionsto brt;ak the people, unarming ’em, 
that their fear, and fubje^fion might make them more 
cafily Govern’d ; he Cut off, and Confifeated with- 
out any reafon thofe who were 'Eminent , their Lives 
being a fault, their Eftates a crime- the poor Peoples 
Aiffering was more their Virtue, then Cure , for the 
Tyrant was irritated at the fo lervilc patience of the 
innocent. Mar%*on fuccccded him in the Government 
of<hcCity, asalfo in his Tyranny , being <6 Cruel as 
quite to wear out the patience of the miferablc Inha- 
bitants, who rcfolv’d rathet to endure him as an Enemy, 
then Governour ; They found out ways to offer their 
I City and Obedience to the King of Campacy faying, 
ithey would with any Relief fall upon the 
i grown carclefs, in a peaccfull and almoft hereditary 
1 Dominion, much more in their Contempt of tholeinen, 
who as they thought J bad loft all memory of their 

Liberty, and Injuries. 

Te. The Neighbouring King, with Wbrds full of 

' Com- 
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Compaffion and Gratitude accepted the ofter, whether I 
out of ambition, or humanity ; He feleded out of his; 
'Army, a thoufand Souldiers well-dcfcrving of fohonou- ; 
table an Adfion , and would himfeU be their Compa-: 
nion,-aiid Commander j they began to March in the- 
filcncc of the Night , and being come to the City, the’ 
iCoiifpiritors pofleft'em of a Gate, at which they en-j 
tred, making themfeivcs witli.a,weak.refiftance Mafters 
of the Caftle. Mar%aon with five- hundred Turk/ For- 
tify *d himfeif in the Palace, more certain of the Dan- 
ger, then the Caufc, and Authors j The fiift light difeo- 
covered the King, Commanc^ing his tfien, w*ho prcfcntly 
difpatch’taTrumpeter to Mar-x^aoa^ to tell him, he had 
ancient pretenfions on that City , and now the Ele6iion 1 , 
of the Inhabitants, who under the Oppreflion of the i 
Bajhaws intrufion, were fo ty’d up in their Voice and 
Liberty, as not to pronounce the name of their natural ' 
Prince } that he came to their help as Sufferers ^ but 
tnuch more, as his own Subjeds that if he would leave 
the City, he would ufe him "as a Friend ; permitting 
him to carry away his Arms and Baggage, if not, Juftice 
and Vi^fory fhould'givc him a double Title to his own 
SubjeSs.

Relief from Bacora to reduce the City to its former 
flavery j He began to fall upon the Carabaos of AdeWy 
which furnifh’t the City, which receiving water, and 
proviffons from the Mountain, was in a few days brought 
to great Streights > for if any Proviffons came in, they 
were few, dear, and ftollcn. The deplorable people 
with tears in their Eyes weigh’d in the fame Scale Fa- 
mine, and Tyranny, evils which only ‘^afford a miferable 
Choife. T he T yrant recruited his party with continual 
fupplies , which the King could not with equal Force

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oppofe , and difcourfing with the Magjftratcs on the 
ways of faving the City, they put him in mind of th::*

lity in proteding our Confederates, 7 hey refolv'd to 
difpatch a fmaU Bark to the Governour of OrwK/, who 
was then Dom Manoel de Lma^ offering him a Fortrefs, 
and the Revenues of the Cuftom-houfe, withall Jetting 
us underffand the danger die State would be in, if the 
Turk^got footing in the City, 

77. ’Twas reported in a fliort time expeft 

ed confiderable Relief from Balfora ^ and if forborn 
till his Recruits arriv’d, would by open force fall upon 
the City 5 on which the King of Cawpar ihewing liim- 
fclf a Souldier, in his Difcourlc and Courage, unwilling 
that Stock fhoiild take faff er Root, refolv’d with three 
thoufand Choife men to Bcfiege the Fortrefs , which 

t fth greater Refolution then Fortune he engag’d in, 
dng Kill’^ in the firft aHaiilt. The Jrabs feis’d with 
fear at the Death of their King, left the Siege to Bury 
the Body , though upon that occafion, Revenge had 
been more opportune then Piety. 

78. The Veffel which went for Ormuf at the en- 
trance of ^ape Kofalgate met with Dom Vayo de No- 
\ronha^ who with twelve fmali Galleys guarded that 
Straight , and underffanding the Arabs pretenfions, 
thought that Relief worthy fomc* great Commander, 
and writ to the Governour of Ornms ^ that if he de- 
fign’d not that honour for himfelf, not torefnfeit him j 
Vom Manoel fent him two Ships more, and forne fclcif 
jSouldierv, with them to go and fccurc the City whilfl: 
i he was making greater Levies , and after an honourable 
Reception, Counfel’d the King of Campars Embafladour 
i to ask a Fleet of the Governour of India^ who was one 
j would not deny protedion to the States friends, Spe- 
cially againft the i mks whofe Warr was look't upon as 
the Inheritance of our Arms.

with a gratefull, and honourable Tribute. 

81. Dom Johttde Castro was over- joy’d t9hear, the 
report of his Name and Victories , rcach’t the Ears of 
Princes fo remote, hciglitning not only their Reverence 
but Subje^fion j the mefiage gave extraordinary con- 
tent to Goa , feeing their Governours fortune bring the 
State the felicity of the fird difoovery of India , fince 
where other Arms were Icarce heard of, his were O- 
bey’d. 

82. The Governour gave the expedition to his. Son 

Dom AlvarOy who had fo well deferv’d in all he under^ 
took , as it look’t not like the ele£lion of a Father, but 
of a publick Minider } diverfo old Cavalliersdefir’d to 
accompany him , whom the Governour by a moded 
decree cook off^ commanding their day in Goa^ becaufe 
he (hould want ’em for more important bufinefs , yet 
fuch was their cagerncis on the expedition, as they look’t

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on the decree as a common grievance j the fault of 
thofe times Teem’d to be the ambition of dangers j the 
Governour fatbfy’d ’em, and was content to fee fuch

The Prince iBghting with Royal, 
but Unfortunate courage, difcngagM with his Life, the 
Loyalty he had promis’d to the State > Manoel Pereira , 
and Francifco Vuira, fav’d a young Prince whom tliey

88. Dom JohnrU Attayde^ ( whom we left with three 
Ships at Sea ) continued on hiy Voyage, and having fa- 
vourable Winds, in few days law the Coafl of Arabia $ 
He flood for the City Adem^ and Rowing into the Har- 
bour, got amongfl the Galleys which were there at 
Anchor , but the EaUerly winds yet reigning, got out to 
Sea again. The Turk^ on the fight of our Ships imme- 
diately weigh’d , and by the advantage of their Oars 
gave us fo hot a Chafe, that the two Ships commanded 
by Gomert, da Sylva, and Antonie da Veiga^ were altnofl 
under the Prow of their Galleys, and feeing it impofii- 
bletofly, much more to refift, ran their Veflclson the 
Shore which was near them, and by that means fcap’t 
with their Lives. Dom John de Attayde who was in the 
beft Ship, bore up what he could againfi the Windj 
feeing himlelf often loft, till by the Night coming on 
he flood for Abexim , under which Shore he carin’d hh 
Ship in the Iflatid of Mete-, which lies o’re againft the 
Cities of Barbara^ and Xeila i thofe who fav’d them- 
felvcs by Land got to the prote^ion of the King ot 
Campary where they found Manoel Pereira, and Francifco 
Vieira, who acquainted them with the fhccefs we have 
now related $ they were entertain’d and provided of 
all things with plenty and afi^6lion .

Eternis’d. The King of Campars Embaft'adour , and 
Brother-in-law, who was in our Fleet , becomingly re* 
fenced the Deaths of his Brother-in-law, and Nephew, 
yet was not a little comforted with the knowledge they 
were not in Arrerages to Honour or Loyalty, and on 
thofc conftderations (liew’d as ftrong a mind, as if he 
had been to calm an others forrow^ Dom Alvaro ebn- 
fulted with the Officers of the Fleet what was to be 
done, and all were of opinion, fince the relief of Adm 
had been inefte^fual, to divert their Arms in favour of 
the King of Caxem , ( as the Fleet had inftrudions ) on 
whom the Bordering Fartaques had furpris'd the For.

He call’d for the Bifhop Dom John de JlbHquer/][uey Dom tlw 
Ditfgo de Almeyda Freire, the Dodior Fraacifeo Tofeanoy 
Chief Chancellour of the State, SebajiiaonLope% Lo~ 

\hdtto his Auditor General, and Rodrigo Ooncal’ve^ Ca- 
Uninhay Overfeer of the Revenue, to whom he delivered 
lup the State, in Peace with the Neighbouring Princes, 
lecur’d by fo many Vidfories. He lent for the Magi- 
Iftracy of the City, the Vicar General of India y the 
Guardian of Saint Francisy Frier Antonio do Cafaly Saint 
Francifeo Xaveriusy and the Officers of the King’s Re- 
venue, before whom he made this Speech. 

102. “ I am not alham’d Gentlemen to tell you, that i fpeaks 
the Vice.Roy of India wants in this Sickneis ebofe CO the Cociiv j

full a Voyage fo fecure a Pilot , who all thc time of his 
Sicknefs, was his Nurfe, Reconciler, and Governour j 
As he had got no Riches to make a new Dilpofalof, he 
made no other Will then that he left C at his coming 
. to Govern India ) in the Kingdome, in the hands of 
Dom Kodrigo Finheiro Bifhop of Aagra^ to whom he had 
Communicated it i and receiving the Sacraments of the 
His D^atb. Church, he gave up his Soul to God thc fixth of June 
one thoufand five hundred forty eight, in the eight and 
fortieth Year of his Age, and almofi three of his Go- 
vernment of that State. Thc Riches he gain’d in Afta 
were his Heroick adions , which Pofterity will read in 
this Book with a tender Memory. In his Study were 
found three pieces of fmall Money, and aDifcipIine 
which fcem»d to have been often us’d, and the Locks of 
his Beard he had pawn’d; He ordered his Body fhould 
be Depofited in Saint Francis Church in Goa , thence 
HisBiiriii.

Chapel, and place of Burial j for Defign, Matter, and 
Adornment , but to the King s Monuments, not fecond 
to any j the relation of it will not perhaps feem tedious, 
out of refpeft to the Memory of the Gfand-father, and 
Piety of the Grand-child. 

105* Saint Domnich^ Convent of is two 

Miles from Lhhane , nam’d fo, from a Neighbouring wha.' thej 
Village. 'Twas always in the pofleflion of the Kings of 
Portugal , where for the freflincfs of the Air, they had a 
Country-houfe , which they went to for Diverfioh of 
Uufinefs, or the exercife of Hunting. King John thfe 
Firft , finding bimlelf indebted to God for lb many Vi- 
aories, amongft other A^s of T hankfgiving, gave this 
Palace to the order of Saint with the Adjacent 

grounds, Gardens and Orchards , the twenty fecond of 
Mtfy, one thoufand three hundred ninety and nine, for 
the Founding a Convent, which was not. only Founded 
but Augmented by our Kings. The Founder obiig d 
himlell, by his Letters Patents ( preferv’d in the Archives 
of the Convent ) to proteft, and defend the caufe, the 
perfons, and goods of the Religious, Sollicitous in God’s 
caufe, Couragious in his own. King John the Secopd 
endow’d it with a great Revenue , which the Houfe 
now enjoys under the Name of the Eifth of the Iflands, 
without imppfing any new Obligation , which might 
render the Alms iefs Liberal, or Acceptable ; the King 
\Dom Emanuel y though Diftraffcd with greater Cafes 
land Buildings, left in the Sacrifices of this Teipplc, a 
Religious Doemory, ordering that twice in a Week (hould 
be Sung two Mafles to the Angels, in the behalf of thofe 
who were at Sea; this was in that Age the Aftrolabc 
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of his Difcovcrics , and the Abetter of the Vidlories in 
the Eafi. The Queen Dona Kath&iHa, look't upon this 
j'Houfe as her private Chapel, ofiering here from her own 
I Oratory, Rcliqucs of Veneration, and Value , amongft 
others, in a great Silver Crofs a piece of the holy Crofs, 
which offering from Royal hands doth aifuri^ the Cer. 
tainty of fo ineflimable a prefent . Oar Princes confer, 
ring on* this Houfe temporal and fpiritual benefits. 
King Philip the Second , augmented with an honon. 
rable Alms, thofc it before enjoy’d. This Convent hath 
always been for the ftri&ell obfervers of the Religion^ 
who under the name of Recolets allow no Swerving 
or Indulgence from the 6rft inftitution •, hither as to a 
School of Virtues, ufe to retire the n^pft eminent of the 
Order , fome to avoid, others to be at reft after their 
prelacies, in a holy leifurc to be untaken up but by God^ 
and to reform their Aftef^ions. 

106. In this Convent, llluftrious for its Foundation, 
and Difcipline , reft the V i&orious Afhes of Dorn Jobft 
de CaUro^ in a Chapel, and Monument of a Religious 
greatneft. The Chapel is Confecrated by the name of 
Corpus Chrifii , hath the great Door into the Cloifter 
of the Convent, and over that in a Scutcheon of Re. 
lieve the Arms of the Founder > the widenels of the 
Door takes in forty Palmes, the height above feventy, 
a proportion the Archite&s name Dupla^ and the work 
uDoricl^, Tis only of one Ifleof polilh't Marble, the 
Pavement alfo is of diverfe Colour’d and PoliQi’c ftones } 
there goes about it within, a welLordered, and propor. 
tionable Pedeftal , which fuftains the Decency of an 
uniform Building i it contains fix Arches (with Pilaftres 
between) upon their Bafes , and with their Capitals j 
there goes alfo a Cornifh round about, it hath fix Win. 
dows, proportionable to the reft of the Archite£iure. 
On the high Altar is a Tabernacle, (in which is al- 
ways kept the bleflcd Sacrament, lighted by two filver 
Lamps J behind it an Altar-piece, both of Carv’d work, 
with great Flowers all Gilded , and on the top, a 

Pidiure 
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Figure of our b'aviour*s iaft Supper ; behind the high 
Altar, and Altar-piece is the Quire for the Novices, for 
whofe better Breeding, and Service of Qod, is nnade i 
Houle with twenty Cells, and diverlc Qdlces whidi 
form the Body of a diftioil Convent. The Boof of the 
Chapel, alfove the Finilhment of the Gornifli isalfoof: 
Stone , divided into Compartments with rich Mould- 
ings. Of the fix Arches which make the whole, the two 
firft arc on the plain of the Altar j on the Gofpd-fidc 
is a Door goes up to the top of tlie Building , and the 
Fouodet’i Lodgings j on the fide of th^ Epiftle, ts an 
other goes into the Sachrifly. The ^ther four are taken 
up with four coftly ^Monuments^ with iJrns of Burnifh't 
Bones ^hich refi on c.h|||&^s of Bl^phants of tblack 
Marble. 

107. Iti the firft Arch which joyns to the plain of 
' the Altar , on the Gofpel-fidejs the Monument of Pont

ot' Aiwada^ he by an Antidated old Age avoided the 
ambition of the CtJUrt ; He went to ferve at Tangier Sy 
where he gave the firft, but extraordinary proofs of 
his Courage, though of hi* Actons there, we have more 
from his Fame then our Knowledge. He return’d to 
Court, rc-caird bythe King the third , and 

the Kingdome being too narrow for his Gallantry went 
to India with Dom Garcia de Voronha ; He accompany 'd 
Dorn EUwaon de Gama in his expedition to the Mou^ 
of the Red.Sea, and made a Journal of his Voyage, a 
ufefull and acceptable work to Sea.men. On his return 
to Portugal he retir'd to his Country-hoiife at Sintra^ 
recreating himfelf by Reading , in his Solitudes, and 
employments always Exemplary ; He put on his Sword 
again to follow the Eagles of Char/s the Emperour in 
the Battail of Tunc^y where he rais'd his name with rtew 
Glory 5 when this defigrt was over , hiding himfejf 
from his own Fame, he again retir’d to Sintra, knowing 
how to avoid , not keep himfclf from employments. 
The King Domjohn made him Admiral of the Navy of 
the Coaff , a Service where his Courage was anfwercd 
by Succefi j He went laft of all to Govern jnefia^ where, 
by the Viifories we have related, he fecur’d, and brought 
into reputation the State. When the defigns of Warr 
/par'd him, he in a large Card de/ctib’d all the Coaft 
betwixt Goa, and Dio^ marking the Flats, and Shelves , 
the height of the Pole in which the Cities lye 5 the 
depth of Water, Anchoring, and Creeks which form 
the Havens ; the Trade-winds, and Nature of tho/e 
Seas . the force of the Currents, the fwiftnefs of Ri- 
vers, di/pofing the Lines in different Tables, all, with 
fo minute and exadf Geography, as only this Work 
might ferve to make him Famous, if he were not fo 
eminently, for his great Fortitude. He look't the fame 
in his fireights at Home, and profperity in the ap- 

pearing always the fame Man in diverfc Fortunes • his 
Ambition was to deferve all things, and ask nothing 5 
I He equally did rcafbn and juftice to all men, unbyaft in 
i ‘ ids) 
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his Piiniflimcnts, but fo Juftifiabic ,• that the Com- 
piaints were more againft the Law then Miniiftcr,* He 
was free to theSouIdier^ sparing to his Children, IheW- 
ing more civility in hk Office, then Nature; He us'd 
with a great deal of Ceremony tliCf Actions of hi^ Pre- 
deceffours, honouring even tholt he|>Ut not ih praftice } 
without proftituting his Civility , he preferv'd hisKe- 
fpedi. He appear’d above the Great ones, and Father 
of the Mcaneft j fucli was his Life, as by that, tnoretheri 
by Punifliments, he reform’d extravagancies his firft 
Zeal was always in God's caule, then in the States 5 he 
paft no Virtue without Reward , foiUe Vices'without 
Puniffiment ; amending not a few, fome by Favours, 
others by Clemency. The prefents he receiv’d from the 
Princes of Jftay he put to the King's Revenue, a Virtue 
all prais’d , few imitated; the maimed Souldiers found 
him Sollicitous in their Cure , and Compaffionate of 
their Condition j He oblig’d every one, yet fecin‘d ob- 
noxious to all j He kept the Souldiers ( as wbpt would 
prove the Ruine of the State ) fro’m Merchandizing ^ 
He fet upon no Adion , which he did not iitchieve, 
being ready in Execution, mature in Coiinlel: amidll 
the employments of a Souldier, he prelcrv’d the virtues 
of a Religious man , was frequent in vifiting Temples, 
a great honourer of Church-nien, mercifull and liberal 
to the Poor i had great Devotion to the Crols of 
Chrift , which he Reverenc’d in its Figure, by a low 
inclination without any difference of time or place ; 
and fo Religionfly was he fir’d with the Worihip of this 
mofl: holy Reprefentativej ashcrathcr chofe to Builda 
Temple to its Memory, then raife a Houfc to his Poftc- 
rity , leaving it on his Fatherly bleffiiig to his S6n Dom 
Jharo , that if he found in the favour, or jufiice of the 
King, any rccompcncc for his Services, he fhouldwith 
that Build a Convent for the Francifean Rccollets in 
the Mountain of Sintra, , and name the Houfe Jhe invo- 
cation of the Holy Crofs> Dom Alvaro de Cajiro^ Heir! 
apparent to the virtues of fo pious a Father , gave order ' 
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for Building the CohVent, not fo great for the Majefty 
the Pile , as for the Sanftity of the Penitents who In^ 
habit there. Being the firft time fent from King Dom 
Sebaftian EmbaiTadour to Pope ^ius the Fourth , he 
obtain’d of him to priviledge the AJtarof the Convent 
for all Malles , and on the day of the Invention of the 
CrolS) Plenary indulgence to all thofc who pray’d for 
the preffing neccHities of the Church , and deljgnedly 
for the Soul of Dom Jobs deCd^ro j fo lingular and up. 
uluala g|race as we have not known granted to Sove. 
raign Princes. It is apparent, the Fame of his Vi^ories 
was as loud in Italy, as that of his Virtues , atteHed by 
fo IlluHrious a tcHiraony from the^icar of Chrill j for 
thefe and other Virtues we believe he now enjoys in 
Heaven nobler Palmes in a more eminent Triumph. He 
had three Sons, who all expos'd themlelves to the dag- 
gers of Warr , as their Fathers blefling j Dom Miguel 
the Youngeft, who in the Reign of King DomSebaUian 
went to |the Indies, and Dy’d in the Government of 
Malaca i Dom Fernando burnt in the Mine at Dio Dom 
Jlvaro, with whom he feem d to lharehis Palmes and 
Viftorics, the Son and Companion of his Fame , who 
returning to the Kingdome without any other Riches 
then the Wounds he receiv'd in the Warr, Married 
Dona Anna de Attayde, Daughter to Dom Lewis de Cafiro, 
Lord of the Houle oiMonfanto 5 He was a particular, 
Favourite to King Dom Sebafian , entruRed by him in 
the greatcR Affairs and places of the Kingdome, went 
on diverle EmbaRies to Cafiile, France, Rome, and Savoy : 
Was of the Council of State, and foie Superintend 
dent of the Exchequer, and in the midft of fo 
eminent Offices, Died Poor , though 
he Deceall a Favourite.
